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HE Beginning of the enſueing Hiſtory 
wih Jo ſufficiently acquaint the Reader 
with what He is to expect from it, and 
wherefore it was undertaken, that I ſhall detain 
him no longer by way of Preface than to defire him 
not to miſtake my Intention in reviveing ſo many 
Inflances of Perſecution againſt the Engliſh Jews 
in Former Times, as if I propos d them as a fit 
Example for the Preſent.

Temporal 5 Noe. ZOO for Religion are in 


the arbitrary Diſpoſal of the Legiſlature, and may 
very juſtly be reſtrain d to any Set of Men, accord- 
ing as their Religious Principles ſhall be found 
moſt advantageous to Government. For tho Cu- 


vil Government, ſtrictly ſpeaking, has nothing to 


do with Religion, yet the Frailties of Mankind 
will for ever be mixing ſomething with it which 
they will call Religion, in Spite of all that can be 
ſaid or done to them; and that Mixture it is, 


which is the proper Objeft of the Civil Magiſtrate's 


Conſideration, and may very juſtly be reſtrain d, 
or encourag d, by Him, according to the Good or 
Bad Influence which it ſhall be found to have over 
Civil Society. Iſay Reſtrain as wel as encourage, 
becauſe thaſe Religious 1 ollerations I wou'd plead 
for, are ouly ſuch as are conſiſtent with the Tem- 
poral Welſare of the Community. 

That the Jewiſh Religion zs of ſuch a Na- 
ture, may very plainly appear from the Accounts 
given us in the Holy Scriptures, and that Sum-

mary which I here publiſh of it, towards the End 
of therr Hliſtory. 
Nothing, indeed, is more certain than that the 
Chriftian Religion, as it is explain d by the Do- 
dtrine of the Church of England, zs the only true 
Religion. But then if Men will be ſo obſtinate as 
not to believe this, there 1s no Help for it. All we 
can do 1s to pray for them; and wiſh,with St. Paul, 
that they were altogether hke our ſelves; But force 
them to it we cannot, que ought not. To their own 
Maſter they muſt ſtand or fall. 41d if,(as they 
certainly are,) we ſhou'd account all Unbehever s 
Tares amongF#t the good Seed, yet the bleſſed Au- 
thor of our Religion enjoyns us to ſuſfer them to grow 
together till the Harveſt, when He, the Lord of it, 
will reward every one according to his Deſervings.

7 firſt, concerning the Autiquuiy, ad Original 
Eftabliſhment of the eus in England, I find our 
Hiſtorians, almoſt unanimouſly, agreeing that they 
WILL. were firſt brought over from Normandy, by Milliam 
the Conqueror. But, as to the particular Time, or 
2% 19% Manner, of his doing it, they are altogether filent. 


it was upon a Frcunianꝝ Confideration. Which, it 
ſeems, was a Principle of Action amongſt Courtiers, 
even in thoſe Days. But the learned Spelman ts of 


Opinion, that their Settlement in England, muſt have 


been much more early; from the Notice taken of 
them in the Laws of Edward the e which, 
A amongſt other Things, declare that udæi, & omnia 
ſua, Regis ſunt. Whi William Prynne endeavours 
to refute, by pretending that this Law is Spurious, 
and not juſtly to be rank'd amongſt the Laws of the 
Confeſſor. But, not to obſerve that, in Point of Au- 
thority, the bare Opinion of Prynne can never ftand 
in Competition with that of Spelman, we have Reaſon,

aſſur d, from their own Hiſtorians*, that the Zerps vi M.

muſt neceſſarily have been in Erg/and ſome time Be- 
fore the Congueſt; for they tell us they were irt 
baniſh'd out of England, in the Beginning of the ele- 
venth Century; and we are as certain they were ſet- 
tled in England even uo hundred Tears before the 
Confeſſor's Time: for in a Charter of Miiglaſt, King 
of Mercia, made to the Monks of Croy/and, we find 
confirmd to them, not only ſuch Lands as had at 
any time been given to the Monaſtery, by the Kings 

of Mercia, but alſo all their Poſſeſſions whatever, 
whither they were originally beſtow'd on them by 
Chriſtians, or Jews. Omnes Terras, & Tenemen- : ft, 
ta, Poſſeſſiones, & eorum Peculia, que Reges Mer- 
ciorum, & eorum Proceres, vel alu fideles Chriſtian, 

vel Jup, dictis Monachis dederunt. And it is 
reaſonable to ſuppoſe that, ſince the Jews are men- 
tion'd in this Charter, as having Lands to give, or 
alienate, they muſt have been ſettl'd here ſome con- 
ſiderable time, before they could have purchas'd 
them, themſelves. And that they were ſo ſettl'd, 

even near a hundred Years before this Charter of Mi- 
glaff, (which was granted, as Ingulphus tells us, in 

the Year 833,) we have certain Proof from the 146 
Paragraph of thoſe Canonical Excerptions publiſh'd 

by Ecgbriht, Archbiſhop of Tork, in the Year 740 , def.

— And this J confeſs is the moſt ear: | 
ly Mention of them that I can any where meet with. g 
Unleſs there be any Weight in the conjectural Evi- | 
dence of the late ingemous Antiquary, Mr. Richard 
Waller, who ſuppoſes them to have been in England 
dureing the firſt Settlements of the Romans. The 
ag, Ground of his ConjeEture being this: About three- 
= ſcore Years ago, there was found at London, in 
: digging the Foundation of a Houſe, in Mark Lane, 
a curious Roman Brick, having on one Side a Zaſs- 
relief, repreſenting Sampſon driving the Foxes into 

a Field of Corn; which Brick, it ſeems, was the Key 

of an arch'd Vault, diſcover'd at the ſame time, full 
* of burnt Corn; and as Hercules, (the Sampſon of the 
10 Jeus,) was the Guardian of the Roman Granarys, 
it is ſuppos'd that the Story of Sampſon was applyed 

it to him, and placed there in his Honour. And from 


1 the Elegancy of the Sculpture, it is further 1magin'd 
i that this Brick could not be the Work of the Baſs 
10 Empire. But then, ſays Mr. Waller, How the

Except it ſhould be ſaid, that ſome eus, after

; **into Britain; and London being even in Cæſar's 


; ** Tine a Port, or trading City, they might ſettle 
q ** here, and in the Arch of their own Granary,record 
5 **the famous Story of their Delivery, from their 
* Captivity under the Philiſtines e. This Conjecture 
is indeed, ſomething plauſible. But as I am afraid 
the learned Reader will make too many Objections

To proceed then with the Particulars that are any 
where left us of their Story. — The firſt we meet, 
is in the Reign of the Conqueror's Succeſſor, William 
Rufus; a Prince tho' proteſſing Chriſtianity, (by all 
the Accounts we have of him,) no better than an Ju- 
del. For as often as any Biſhoprick, or other va- 
luable Dignity in the Church, became vacant, his Cu- 
ſtom was to retain it in his own hands, till he became 
well acquainted with it's Revenue, and then ſcan- 
dalouſly ſell it to any Clergy-man, who was the higheſt 
Bidder. No wonder therefore, that we find /ach a 
Man ſporting himſelf with Religion; and upon great 
Preſents made him by the Jews, not only permitting, 
but encouraging them to enter into ſolemn Conteſts 
with his Biſbops, concerning the true Faith; and 
{wearing by the Fact of ST. Luxe, that if the Zervs 
gott the better in the Diſpute, he would turn Fer 
Himſelf. Accordingly, in his Time, there was a 
publick Meeting of the chief Leaders on both ſides, 
in the City of London; and after the Matter had 
been for ſome Time ſtrenuouſly debated, it pleas'd 
God that Victory appear'd, very plainly, in Behalf 
of the Chr:/tians, whoſe Arguments could not poſſi- 
bly be withſtood : tho the Fexvs oppos'd them with 
ſo much Vigour and Reſolution, that the B:/hops, 
and Clergy, were not without ſome pious Fear, and 
Sollicitude, how the Diſputations might terminate 
Yet ſo inſolent were the Jews, after all was over

/tianity, upon ſuch a /olemn Occaſion, we find the 


King's Heart ſtill continuing harden'd, and his Ma- 


Jeſty no otherwiſe a Chriſtian than in Profeſſion. For 


after this (as Hollingshbead ſhall give you the Story 
himſelf.) © The King being at Rhoan, on a time, 
there came to him divers , who inhabited 
*that City, complaining that divers of that Nation 


Chad renounc'd their eib Religion, and were be- 


come Chriſtians; wherefore they beſought him 
that, for a certain Summ of Money, which they 
**offer'd to give, it might pleaſe him to conſtrain 


e them to abjure Chriſtianity, and turn to the Jewiſh 


**Law again. He was content to ſatisfy their De- 
**fires. And ſo receiving their Money call'd them 
** before him; and what with Threats, and putting 
**them otherwiſe in fear, he compelled divers of them 
to forſake CHhriſt, and to turn to their old Errors.

HL Nothing more, particular, concerning them, occurs 
in this Reign, than that they were become ſo very 

lab Numerous, and Wealthy, in the City of Oxford', 
1% and had purchas'd ſo many Houſes, that the Stu- 
dents were forc'd to become their Tenants. Three 
publick Ho/teles, or Places ſet apart for Learning, 
being, at this time, call'd, from their Zexv:/b Proprie- 

tors, Lombard-Hall, Moſes-Hall, and Jacob-Hall. 

As were likewiſe the Pariſhes of St. Martin, St. Ed- 
ard, and St. Aldate, call d the Old, and New, Zezwe- 

ry, from the ſuperior Number of Zex:/b Inhabitants. 

In one of which Pariſhes they alſo had a School, or 
Synagogue; wherein certain Rabbies inſtructed, not 

only their own People, but, ſeveral of the Chri/tian 
Students of the Unzver/tty, in the Hebrew Learn- 

ing, and Language. But as for any publick Burying- 
Place, they had not, as yet, obtaind any, either with- 

in, or near, the City; being obligd to carry their 
dead Bodies, from every Part of the Kingdom, to 

the ouly Place of Interment allotted them, near the 

City of London; which was a large Spot of Ground, 
without the Walls, in the Pariſh of St. Gies Crip- 
plegate, call d, in antient Deeds, the ss Garden, 

but now eren Street; being, upon their Baniſhment 

out of England, converted into Tenements. Which 
Cuſtom of Burying ou there, is confirm'd by moſt 

of our Hiſtorians; particularly Philip, Prior of Sz. 
Frideſawide's, in Oxford: who writing of the Mira- 

cles perform'd by the Body of that famous Saint, 
(which was preſerv'd in his Monaſtery,) tells us, that 
whereas People flock'd from all Parts of the Ig 

om 
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dom to worſhip St. Fride/awide, and were cur'd by 
her of all manner of Diſtempers, a certain youn 
Jem of Oxford, call'd Eum Creſcat, the Son of Mo/- 


ſey the Few of Wallingford, was ſo impudent as to 
laugh at her Votaries, and tell them that he could 


cure their Infirmities as well as the Saint herſelf, 
and therefore hop'd they would make him the ſame 
Offerings. To prove which, he would ſometimes 
crook his Fingers and then pretend he had miracu- 
louſly made them ſtreight again; at other times he 
would halt like a Cripple, and then, in a few mi- 
nutes, skip, and dance about, bidding the Crowd ob- 
ſerve how ſuddenly he had cur'd himſelf. Where- 
fore (the moſt Devout amongſt them wiſhing ſome 
exemplary Judgment might befall him,) St. Fride/- 
ide, no longer able to ſuffer his Inſolence, caus d 
him ſuddenly to run mad and hang himſelf; which 
he did with his own Girdle, in his Father's Kitchin. 
Upon which, ſays the Hiſtorian', he was, according

zo Cuſtom, convey'd in a Cart to Lo Nx DON, all the 2

I ſhould before have remarkd that the Perſons 


whom the King pitch'd upon, to farm, and manage 


the Revenues of vacant Biſhopricks, were, for the 
moſt part, Jews: as if he purpos'd not to be wicked 


by halves*. But Divine Vengeance not ſuffering » Pet. Bl 
him to continue long in ſuch wicked Practices, he

one of his own Subjects; as he was hunting in that 


very Forreſt which his Father, not many Years be- 

fore, had enlarg'd by demoliſhing the Houſes of thir- 

ty fix Pariſhes, together with their Churches, and 
all other Places of Religious Worſhip. 

WILLIAM Rufus was ſucceeded in the Kingdom 

HEN. I. by his Brother Henry, who reignd full thirty five 

Dee. Years. Yet, what is ſomething ſurpriſing, we find 

not the leaſt mention of the Jes, during all this 

time, either in our Records, or Hiſtorians; who, in 
other reſpects, are ſo particular, as to take notice of 
that ridiculous Accident which happen'd in the twen- 
ty ſixth Year of this King; when Zobn Cremenſis, 

a Prieſt Cardinal, coming by Licence into England, 

to hold a Synod, for the Reformation of Manners, 

(in which he ſeverely puniſh'd, and animadverted up- 

on, ſome of the Clergy, for having Concubines,) be- 
fore the Synod was well over, had the Misfortune 
to be catch'd, and publickly expos'd for a Crime of 
the like nature himſelf, as he lay ſleeping in the 

chen. Embraces of an impure Harlot'". 

* How then ſhall we account for ſuch a Silence in 
this Matter? Had they been baniſh'd the King- 
dom, the Fact itſelf would, in all probability, have 
been remember'd, conſidering what a Figure the 
Jezus made in the former Reign. — If they con- 
tinu'd here, why no Notice of them? — Such a 

_ Turbulent Sort of People, as ventur'd, not many 
Years before, even to oppoſe the Eſtabliſb'd Reli- 
gion of a Country, can never be ſuppos d totally in- 
active. — Somthing or other, they mult neceſſa- 

rily 
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rily have done, that deſerv d Remembrance. With HEN. 


regard to our Publick Records, we know there is 
ſcarce any thing of ſuch early Time left us, which 
removes the Difficulty on that Side: but tho' the 
little, or no Account of them, which we have in 
the Saxon Times, may be imputed to the Want of 
Hiſtorians, in thoſe Days, we can't ſay the ſame 
for this Period, which we are ſpeaking of; there 
being /evera/ Writers, much about this Time, whoſe 
Works have come down to us. I muſt confeſs there- 
fore, that tho I am perſwaded the es continu'd 
here, during this King's whole Reign; I am not 
able to give any ſatisfactory Reaſon, why we hear 


nothing more of them, till the tenth Year of his Suc- 
ceſſor, King STEPHEN. 


And then, indeed the Scene opens again with a STE- 


moſt Barbarous Crucihxion; ſaid to be committed . 
by them on one William, a Boy at Norwich. But 


we have no Particulars of it. For the Truth of the 
Accuſation, Prynne, after his uſual Tautolagical Man- 
ner, quotes Brompton, Matthew Weſtminſter, Hig- 
den, Antonine, the Centuriators, Grafton, Holling ſ- 
head, and John Fox. But as they all plainly bor- 
row from one another, the Fact reſts wholly upon 
the Credit of Brompton, who was the firſt Reporter 
of it. And therefore the Reader will do well to ſuſ- 
pend his Judgment, till he comes, hereafter, to read 
how often this ſame Crime is objected, and obſerves 
that the ei are never ſaid to have practic'd it, 
but at ſuch Times as the Ming was manifeſtly in 
great Want of Money. |

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STE- ſeveral Enormities, of the like Nature, while King 


vo Stephen fate upon the Throne; but, very luckily, for 
them, thoſe violent Conteſts which happen'd be- 
tween him, and Maud the Empere/s, for the King- 
dom, gave the Hiſtorians of this Age, no leiſure to 
attend to ſuch inferior Subjects: and therefore we 
have no more Storys concerning them till we find 
HEN. a new King, which was Henry the Second. And 
Av then, the ſame Diabolical Spirit takes Poſſeſſion of 
daun them again. For in the th Year of his Reign, 
which was that of our Lord 1160, the ſame Author, 
Brompton, tells us that they Crucifed another Child, 
at Cloceſter : but ſtill gives us fewer Particulars of 
the Matter, than he did before; adding only, as he 
did to the former Story, that it was done out of 
Contempt to Chriſt, and his Paſſion. Let notwith- 
ſtanding ſuch ill Behaviour, they obtain d ſo much 
Genen. Favour from the King, as in the twenty fourth Year 
% of his Reign to have a Burial Place allow'd them, 
on the Outfide of every City, where they dwelt, in- 
ſtead of that Ceneral Place of Interrment, near the 
City of London, which was before mention d. The 
original Place allotted them at Oxford, was that 
Spot of Ground without Eaſtgate, here the Toer, 
and South Side of Magdalen College now ſtands; 
(that College having been chiefly built upon the old

ſhould be accounted e⁰iſh, rather than others, is i © 


becauſe we are well afſur'd there never was any Place 
of Chri/tian Interrment thereabouts. 
But it ſeems, this Indulgence of the Kings wa 
ſo far from having that good Effect upon their Un- 
derſtandings, as might have been expected, that 
within two Years after it, they proceeded to ano- 
ther Crucifixion, in ſuch a Publick, and Notorious 
Manner, that we are able to tell not only the Boy's 
Name who was Cruciſed, but even the Time, and 
Place; namely at Eaſter, and St. Edmundsbury : 
where he was interr'd with great Funeral Solemnt- 


ty; his Bones continuing to work ſundry Miracles, 


for divers Years. T | 

Whether, or no, any particular Jess were proſe- 
cuted for this Murther, does not appear; but very 
probably the Authors of it did not eſcape Puniſh- 


ment. For the Monꝶ of Canterbury*, who furniſhes v 
this Tale, tells us that, twelve Years before this“ . 


Accident, the King, wanting Money, baniſh'd the 
wealthyeſt of the eus out of England, and Fined 
thoſe whom he ſuffer d to remain, in the Sum of 


fiye thouſand Marks. We muſt not therefore {up- + 


poſe 
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HEN. poſe that ſuch a tremendous Piece of Iniquity, as 
As this, could paſs uncenſur'd. Henry baniſh'd the Jervs, 


becauſe he wanted Money: of courſe he either Fined, 

or Baniſh'd the 7s, for Crucifying a Child. 

But, whether he did. or not, it 1s certain they 
deſery'd Correction in thoſe Days, 'on account of 
other Matters. For one 7o/ce, notwithſtanding the 
King's Prohibition, furniſh'd the Rebels, in /reland, 
with great Sums of Money. 1 Judæus de Glo- 
EST RA, reddit compotum de c. s. de miſericordia, 
pro denariis quos pręſtitit illis qui contra prohibitum 
Regis abierunt in Therniam. Mag. Rot. 16. H. 2. 

Rot. 5. b. Gloec. And one Sando a Fer of St. Ed- 


— was ſo daring as to take in Pledge, cer- 


tain Veſſels that were appointed for the Service of 
the Altar. Saxcro Judæus de Sa NcrO EDMUN- 
Do reddit compotum de V. Marcis, ut fit quietus de 
hoc quid recepit in vadio, vaſa deputata ob Naas A 
tarts. Mag. Rot. 29. H. 2. Rot. 2. b. Others were 
grown ſo preſumptuous, as even to ſcoff at, and ri- 
dicule, the higheſt Dignitaries of the Church. For 
we read, that a certain Zew having the Honour, 

about this Time, to travel towards Shrewsbury, in 
company with Richard Peche, Arch-deacon of Mal- 


pas, in Che ſbire, and a Reverend Dean whole Name 
was Deville: amongſt other Diſcourſe, which they 


condeſcended to entertain him with, the Arch-dea- 
con told him, that his Juriſdiction was ſo large as 
to reach from a Place call'd Fliftreet, all along till 
they came to Malpas, and took in a very wide Cir- 
cumference of the Country. To which the Iafidel, 
being more Mitiy than Wiſe, immediatly reply'd, 


Say 
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Say you ſo Sir? God grant me then, a good Deli- HEN. 

verance! for it ſeems, I am riding in a Country. 
where S1N 1s the Arch-deacon, and the DEVIL him- 
ſelf the Dean; where the Entrance into the Arch- 
deaconry is ILI.- ST REE, and the going forth from it 
Ba p-SrEPS: alluding to the French Words, Peche, 
and Mal⸗pas. I ſhould not have ventur'd upon this 
idle Story, but to prove, likewiſe, that they muſt ne- 
ceſſarily have been a very offenſive People to the 
common ſort of Inhabitants, ſince two ſuch Reve- 
rend Perſonages could not eſcape their Raz/ery. And 
I don't know but, happily, there may be ſomthing 
more gather'd from it, than what 1 have hinted at: 
ſince it is given us by that grave and learned Prelate, 
Grraldus Cambrenſis, who was certainly no Trifler . cn, 

It is highly probable that this Facetious Jeu, at 
leaſt, was no Accomplice in the aforemention d Tra- 
gical Crucifixion. 

But ſoon were theſe Scoffers overtaken in their 
Pride, and threatn'd with a ſevere Chaſtiſement. 
For Henry, having made an Agreement with the 
King of France, concerning a Voyage to the Holy 
Land, and holding a Parliament, at Northampton, 
in order to raiſe Money for the Expences of it; al- 
moſt half the Burthen was caſt upon the 7s; the 
Chriſtians being tax'd at ſeventy thouſand Pounds = 
and the Jes at three/core. Which, confidering the 
 Diſproportion, and Exorbitancy of the Sum, mult 
be look d upon as an Act of the higheſt Barbarity ; 
and would make us rather Ny their Exceſs of Pu- 
niſhment, had it been carry'd into Execution, than 
upbraid them with their Failings. But happily for 

them, 
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HEN. them, the two Kings falling into ſome Diſlike of each 
av other, the intended Voyage was not proſecuted :; 
cron. whereby in all likelyhood, the Money was never le- 
% vied. And Death calling Henry out of the World, 
next Year, they began to flatter themſelves that 
their Miſeries would have an end with their Tor- 
mentor. But ſoon were they awaken d from ſuch 
pleaſing Dreams, and ſhewn the Truth of that ſaying 
of Holy Job, Man, | whether Jer or Gentile, | is 
Horn unto Trouble, as the Sparks fly upward.” 
RICH. Upon the Succeſſion of Prince Richard to the 
A Throne of his Father, the Jes defiring by all means 
nde. to ſecure his Favour and Protection, flock d from all 
Parts of the Kingdom to the Solemnity of his Co- 
ronation,which was perform'd at Weſtminſter; being 
dreſs'd in their beſt Apparel, and bringing many 
Preſents that were full worthy of his Acceptance. 
But the Courtiers, as well as common People, rid1- 
culouſly imagining that the Generality of the Zexvs 
were Sorcerers, and might poſſibly 2exwizch the King, 
if they were ſuffer'd to be preſent at It, Orders were 
iſſued out, forbidding any of them, under the ſe- 
: ar. r--yereſt Penalties, to come near the Palace 
1 d But ſeveral of them, who had come a great way 
off, on purpoſe to behold the Bravery of it, not care- 
ing to loſe the Labour, and Expence, of their Jour- 
ney, and perſwading themſelves, that being Strangers 
in London, they ſhould paſs undiſcover'd, ventur'd, 
notwithſtanding the Proclamation, to appear at Mes- 
minſter: but being, ſome how or other, found out 
by the Officers of the Abbey, they were ſet upon 


with great Violence, and dragd halt dead out of the 
Church. The 
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The Rumour of which quickly ſpreading itſelf in- RICH. 
to the City, the Populace, believing they ſhould do 


the King a Pleaſure, immediately broke open the 
Jews Houſes, and murder'd every one they could 
meet with, not confining their Rage to their Perſons, 
but deſtroying likewiſe their Habitations with Fire. 

Happy were they who could find a true Friend to 
ſhelter them! all kinds of Cruelty were exercis d 
againſt them: inſomuch that the ſobereſt Part of 
the Citizens, who had in vain endeavour'd to quiet 
Matters by themſelves, ſent Meſſengers to Veſt- 
minſter deſiring ſome Aſſiſtance from the Ming: for 
fear the Tumult ſhould grow ſo outragious as to en- 
danger the whole City. 

Upon hearing ſuch Horrid News, which could not 
but, in ſome meaſure, interrupt the Triumphs of 
the Day, the King forthwith diſpatch'd Ralph Glau- 
vil, his Chief Juſtice, with ſeveral of the prime No- 
bility, to ſuppreſs the Riot, and take an account of 
the Authors of it. But, as they went unaccompa- 
ny'd with great Force, the Rioters, conſcious of their 
ſuperior Strength, and fluſh'd with Spoils, refus'd 
either to hearken to their Reaſons, or reverence their 
Perſons; and therefore, tho' they began the Tu- 
mult out of Love, and Duty, (as they pretended,) to 
the King, they continued their Extravagance till 
the next Morning; neither the Noblemen, or Chief 
Juſtice, daring ſo much as to remain amongſt them. 
Ihe King was certainly very much griev'd at theſe 
Things; taking it, as it was, for a yery ill Omen, 
that his Reign ſhould begin with ſo much Civil Blood- 
ſhed, and his irt Command meet with no m_ 

C Obe-

gat leaſure, and having concerted better Meaſures, 
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Obedience. Whereupon, being the next Day more 


(tho' the People had diſpers'd themſelves, as being 
tir d, and perhaps fſatisfy'd with their Booty) he 
made ſuch effeQtual Inquiry after the Ring/eaders 
of the Tumult, that ſeveral of them were appre- 
hended, and brought to publick Juſtice: Three of 
which were hang d: two, for Plundering a Chriſtian, 
under Pretence that he was a 7e; and one, for 
Burning a Jew's Houſe, which fire'd a Chriſtian's 
that was next it. 

While the Uproar laſted, one Benedict, a Fer of 
York, being ſeiz'd on, and threatn'd with immediate 
Death, unleſs he would receive Baptiſm, and pro- 
feſs himſelf a Chriſtian, to ſave his Life, conſented. 
But as ſoon as Matters were quieted, being brought 
before the King, and ask d whether or no he retain'd 
his late Profeſſion, and was ill a Chriſtian, he con- 
feſs'd that, for fear of Death, he had, indeed, ſub- 
mitted to the Ceremony, but that, in his Heart, he 
ever remain'd a 7% Upon which the King, turn- 
ing to the Archbi ſbop of Canterbury, it was Balduin, 
ſaid, this is a new Caſe, my Lord! pray, what muſt 
we do in it? to which the 4rchbi/hop, being an illi- 
terate, and worthleſs Man, reply'd, Do Sir? why, 
if he is not willing to become a Servant of God, he 
muſt ev'n continue a Servant of the Devi/. With 


which Anſwer the King being ſomething ſurpris d, 


ſuffer'd the Man to ſlip away, and there was no fur- 
ther notice taken of him. This 4rch#1/hop delight- 
ing more in Carnal than Spiritual Wartare, had his 
Brains knock'd out, within a few months after, at 
the Siege of Acres. Put 
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But tho' theſe Outrages againſt the /s were RICH. 


thus happily ſuppreſs'd, in, and, about 
Report of what great Riches were got by thoſe who 
aſſaulted them, ſo inflam'd the Generality of the 
baſer ſort in other Places, that without the inter- 
poſing Providence of God they had been deſtroy'd 
throughout the whole Nation. For tho' they had 


approv'd themſelves good Subjects to the King by 


ſupplying him very largely towards the Holy Exped:- 
tion which he undertook this Year, (and were, there- 
upon, declar'd by Proclamation to be under his eſpe- 
ctal Protection,) they were attack'd in fo many 
Places at once, and in ſo ſhort a ſpace of time after 


their late Calamities, that their utter Ruin ſeem'd 


to be determin'd, and inevitable. 

Brompton tells us that the Citizens of Norwich 
were the firſt that follow'd the bad Example of the 
Londoners, and were ſoon imitated by thoſe of Stam- 
ford, and St. Edmundsbury. It was upon the 1e- 
venth of March that the Maffacre began at Stam- 


ford: not full fix months after the like Tragedy had 
been acted at London. 


The chief Occafion of it, was, it ſeems, a Publick 


Fair; which being held there, at that time, had 
drawn together great Multitudes of People, and, 


amongſt them, whole Troops of roaming Saints, who 


were preparing to go along with the King to the 
Holy Land. Theſe Zealous Men, diſdaining that 
the Enemies of Chriſt ſhould abound in Wealth, 
while they who were his great Friends, were oblig'd 
to ſtrip their Wives, and Children of common Ne- 
ceſſaries to ſupply the Charge of the Voyage, per- 

27 ſwaded 


London: the 
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RICH. ſwaded themſelves that God would be highly ho- 
oo nour'd, if they ſhould firſt cut all their Throats, 


and then ſeize upon their Money. So ready are 
Men to believe what makes for their Worldly Ad- 
vantage! Accordingly they flew upon them, with 
great Vigour, and Reſolution; and finding very lit- 
tle Reſiſtance from an oppreſsd and ſpiritleſs Ene- 
my, quickly made themſelves Maſters both of their 
Perſons, and Fortunes. The former of which they 
treated with all kinds of Barbarity : Some few of 
them, indeed, were ſo fortunate as to get ſhelter in 
the Ca/tle; whit her, as they fled without their Riches, 
the Source of all their Miſery, they were not ear- 
neſtly purſud. And as theſe devout Pilgrims pre- 
tended to do all this, for the Advancement of God's 
Glory: to ſhew they were in earneſt, they took Ship- 
ping, as faſt as they could, and fled away for Feru- 
ſalem: not ſo much as one of them being detain'd 
by the Magiſtrates, or any further Inquiry made by 
the King, into ſuch a /an&ify'd piece of Villany. 
But Divine Providence was not altogether ſo faſt 
aſleep. For one of theſe Robbers, having gotten 
too great a load of Money, fled no farther with it 
than Northampton: where, by the Prodigality of 
his Expences, diſcovering that he was Maſter of 
much Treaſure, his Ho/?, who happen'd to have no 
more Conſcience than himſelf, flew him, in the 
Night time, and caſt his Body upon a Dunghill, where 
it lay for ſeveral Days; till the Wiſe People of the 
Town, underſtanding that the Perſon murther'd was 
one who was Cros d, beſtow'd ſome Coſt upon his 
Funeral, and, conſidering him as a Marzyr, paid 
their

clar'd him a Rogue, and forbad their Fooleries.. 


rit of Inhumanity. But as, by this time, the 7ervs 
were every where alarm'd, and upon their Guard, 
they retir'd, as ſoon as poſſible, into the King's 
Fortreſs, ( which was conniv'd at by the Governor,) 
and eſcap'd moſt of them, here, with very little Da- 
mage. 

Our Hiſtorians make particular mention of ſeve- 
ral other Places, which continu'd the like Diſorders; 
and all agree, that the chief Fomentors of them 
were the Souldiers, and P:grims, who were going 
to the Holy War: which in thoſe Days of /gnorance 
was look'd upon as a ſort of Diſpenſation for the 


moſt [moral Actions. But as I am perſwaded that 


Chriſtians have, now, better /earn'd Chri/?, and can, 
therefore, take no Pleaſure in the Recital of ſuch 
Cruelties, I ſhall remember but one more Story of 
this Kind, from an impartial Author who has never 
been quoted for theſe Matters, hitherto. It is Wal- 
ter Hemingford. Who, concerning what paſs'd in 
April, this fame Year, at Jork, takes notice that 
Benedict the Jew, who was forc'd to receive Ba- 
ptiſm while the Maſſacre was carrying on at Lon- 
don (and who eſcap'd afterwards from the King's 
Preſence, as I have before mention'd) died there of 
his Wounds, the next day; but that one 7ocenrs 
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their Devotions at. his Tomb. But the Biſbop of RASH. 
the Dioceſs, happ'ning to be a prudent Man, de-

Lincoln was the next Place poſſeſs d by this Spi- 


who was his Friend, and had ſet out with him from 


Tork, had the good Fortune (if it may be ſo call'd,) 
to return thither, ſafely; where, giving an account 
how 
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RICH. how Matters had paſs d at London, ( inſtead of ex- 
wv citing Pity, and Compaſſion in his Hearers,) he ſtirr'd ' 
up many of them to follow the Example. Who, | 
accordingly, ſetting Fire to ſeveral Parts of the 
Town (that the Citizens taken up with extinguiſh- 
ing it, might give them no interruption,) began their 
Aſſault upon the Houſe of the aforeſaid Benedict, 
wherein were his Wife and Children, with ſeveral 
other Relations, and the greateſt part of their Mer- 
chandiſe. For the Houſe being large, and of ſome 
{trength, they uſed to lodge there, for greater Se- 
curity. This they quickly got Poſſeſſion of, and 
having murder'd every one they found within it, 
burnt intirely to the Ground. Which barbarous 
Action giving an alarm to the reſt of the es, 
who diſperſedly inhabited ſeveral Parts of the City, 
(and particularly to Jocenus, a Man of mighty 
Wealth,) they moſt of them, under his Conduct, 
addreſs d themſelves to the Governor of the Ca/tle, 
and preyaild with him to give them Shelter, both 
for their Perſons and Effects. Which he had no 
ſooner done than the Rioters, flying to the Houſe 
of Jocenus, wreak'd their Vengeance upon it in the 
fame manner they had done upon that of his Friend 
Benedict; and ſeizing upon thoſe unhappy Wretches 
who were not ſo provident as to get into the Ca/7/e, 
with their Fellows, put them all to the Sword, with- 
out diſtinction either of Age or Sex, except ſuch as 
comply'd immediatly with their Offers, and were 
8.6. Baptiz de. 
How powerful is the Fear of Death! ſeveral of 
them, as it is ſaid, conſented. And, by that means 


the 
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the Boylings of the Multitude in ſome meaſure ſub- RIC. 
fiding, thoſe in the Caſtle began to think the Storm 3 


over, and that it would be ſucceeded by a perfect 
Calm. But while they continu'd thus in their ſtrong 
Hold, expecting certain Proofs of what they only 
wiſh'd for, the Governor chancing one day to go 
forth, ſome crafty Perſon amongſt their Enemies, 
pretending great Friendſhip, infinuated to them that 
his Buſineſs was to conclude a Treaty with the Riot- 
ers, about delivering them up, on condition that he 
was to have the largeſt Share of the Booty. 

What was to be done in this Caſe? Fear noto- 
riouſly cuts off all Succours of Reaſon. They were 
afraid the Governour might poſſibly betray them: 
they therefore behev'd he certainly would do it. Ac- 
cordingly upon his return they joyn'd their Forces, 


and refus'd him Entrance. 1 1d. is 


The Sheriff of the County happen'd to be in the 
City at that time, about the King's Affairs, and a 
great number of Soldiers attending him. The Go- 
vernor complain d to him of the 7s Treachery. 
The Ringleaders of the Diſorder joyn'd with him in 
the Complaint. They ſaid it would highly reflect 
upon the King's Authority, if the Zexs were ſuf⸗ 
ſer'd to continue Maſters of the Caſtle; adding ſe- 
veral other Matters to enflame him againſt them. 
The Sherzf therefore gave immediate Orders to at- 
tack the Ca/tle and reſcue it. That was what they 
wanted. Under Protection of his Command they 


Joyn'd the Soldiers, and began a moſt furious Aſ- 
fault. Yet before they had done much Miſchief, the 
Sheriff perceiving that their Intentions were only 

te 


1 1d. ib. 
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RICH. to get the 7ervs into their Power, repented of his 


> Order, and revok'd it, in as publick a manner as 
he had before giyen it. But, alaſs! it was now 
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too late. 'The Rabble was too much heated to be 
reſtrain'd by Words. All Exhortations were fruit- 
leſs. They continu'd the Attack on every fide, and 
even defir'd the better ſort of Citizens to give them 
their Aſſiſtance; which they prudently refuſing, the 
Mob apply'd themſelves to the City Clergy, and found 
them not ſo backward to encourage them. 

In particular, a certain Canon Regular, of the Pre- 
monſ/tratenſian Order, was 1o Zealous in the Cauſe, 
that he would often ſtand by them in his Surplice, 
and proclaim with a loud Voice, Deſtroy the Emne- 
mies of Chriſt: Deſtroy the Enemies of Chriſt: which 
did not a little increaſe their Fury. And as the 
Seige continu'd ſeveral Days (believing, Good Man, 
that he was engag'd in the Cauſe of Cod, and Reli- 
210n,) tis reported of him, that before he went out 
in the morning, to aſſiſt in battering the Walls, he 
would eat a CONSECRATED Hosr. 

But as he was, one day, very eager at his Work, 
and approach'd too near to ſome parts that were 
well defended, he had the Misfortune to be cruſh'd 
to Death, by a large Stone that was tumbled down 
from the Battlements. 

Yet the People nothing diſmay d, even with the 
Loſs of ſo conſiderable a Leader, continu d their 
Attack ſo ſucceſsfully, that the Jews, believing they 
ſhould not be able to hold out much longer, call'd 
a Council among themſelves, to confider what was 
beſt to be done, in cale they were driven to Extre- 
mites. When- 
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When they were aſſembl'd, their Senior Rabbi, RICH. 
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who was a Foreigner, (and had been ſent for over wo 


to inſtru them in the Lau, on account of his great 
Learning, and Experience,) roſe up and ſaid, MEN 
OF ISRAEL: The God of our Fathers, to whom 
none can ſay, 2what doeſt thou? commands us, at 
this Time, to Dye for his Law; and, behold ! Death 
1s even before our Eyes, and there is nothing left 
us to conſider but how to undergo it in the moſt Re- 
putable, and Eaſy manner. If we fall into the hands 
of our Enemies, (which I think there is no Poſſibili- 
ty of eſcaping,) our Deaths will not only be cruel, 
but ignominious. They will not only Zorment us, 
but deſpitefully uſe us. My Advice therefore is, 
that we voluntarily ſurrender thoſe Lives to our 
Creator, which he ſeems to call for, and not wait 
for any other Executioners than our ſelves. The 
Fact is both Rational and Lawfull; nor do we want 
Examples, from amongſt our illuſtrious Anceſtors, 


to prove it ſo: They have frequently proceeded in 


the like Manner, upon the ſame Occafions. 
Having thus ſpoken, the Old Man fat down, and 
wept. 
The Aſſembly was divided: Some affirming that 
he had ſpoken 2v7/ely, Others that it was a hard 
Saying. 
Io which the Rabbi, ſtanding up a ſecond time, 
reply'd; Seeing Brethren that we are not all of one 
Mind, let thoſe who don't approve of my Advice, 
depart from this Aſſembly. They departed. But 
the greater Number continu'd ſtedfaſtly with Him. 
And as ſoon as they perceiy'd themſelves . 
e- 
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RICH. Deſpair encreafing) they firſt burnt every thing be- 
wy longing to them, that was conſumable by Fire, and 
buried the Remainder in the Earth; (to prevent its 


falling into the Poſſeſſion of their Enemies) then 
ſetting Fire to ſeveral Places of the Caſſile, at once, 
they took each Man a ſharp Knife, and firft cut the 
Throats of their #/7ves, and Children; then their 
own. The Perſons who remain d laſt alive were this 
raſh Counſellor, and the aforemention'd Jocenus. Oc- 
caſion d by nothing but a ſtrong Deſire of ſeeing eve- 
ry Thing perform'd according to their Directions; 
for as ſoon as that was over, the Rabbi, out of Re- 
ſpect to Jocenus, (who was a Perſon of Diſtinction,) 
firſt ſlew Him, and then Himſelf. 

To encreaſe the Horror of the Fact, this diſmal 
Tragedy was acted in the Nighi-timè: ſo that when 
the Affailants return'd, next morning, they found 
the Caſtle all in Flames, and only a few miſerable 
Wretches, upon the Battlements, who pretended to 
no Refiſtance; for, acquainting them, ( as well as 
Sighs, and Tears, would permnut,) with the lament- 
able Fate of their Brethren, they offerd to ſurren- 
der themſelves, with their remaining Treaſure, and 


alſo become Chriſtians, provided they might have 


Aſſurance of Life. 
Hut, as nothing can appeaſe a Religious Fury, while 
the Objects of it are remaining: no ſooner had theſe 


unhappy Wretches deliver'd up the Gates, (upon 


having their Conditions agreed, and ſworn to,) than 


the Rioters pour'd in upon them, like a Torrent, 
and deſtroy d them utterly. Which, notwithſtand- 
ing, did not put an end to the Tumult. For, (what- 

ever 
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ever Pretences they made to Religion,) as the main RICH. 
Cauſe of their acting, was the Sin of coveting their * 


Neiohbours Goods, they flew, ftreightway, to the 
Cathedral Church, and would not lay down their 
Arms, till the Keeper of it, who had likewiſe the 
Cuſtody of all the Bonds, and Obligations, which 
had been given by any Chriſtian Man to the Jews, 
had deliver'd them into their Poſſeſſion; which as 
ſoon as they had bundled up, and caſt into a Fire, 
made for that Purpoſe, they declar'd themſelves ſa- 
tisfied, and the City was reftor'd to its former Tran- 

quillity. | IIs ot as | 
But as ſoon as theſe Tidings reach'd the Aing's 
Ears, who had ſo lately taken the s into his Pro- 
tection, (being greatly incens'd, not only at ſuch 
grievous Contempt of his Royal Authority, but alſo 
at the great Damage he ſuſtain'd in his Exchequer, 
by the burning of ſo many Evidences of Money due 
to the Jews, which of Right belong d to him, af- 
ter they were dead,) He commanded CGeoffry Ry- 
del, Biſhop of Ehe, and at that time Chancellor of 
England, to repare, forthwith, to Tork, and inflict 
due Puniſhment upon the Authors of the Sedition, 
Accordingly, taking ſufficient Forces along with 
him, He ſoon arriv'd there; and underſtanding that 
every Thing had been done by Command of the She- 
riff, and Governour of the Caſtle (however they might 
pretend the contrary) he put them both, from their 
Offices, and took large Recogniſances from the Chief 
Citizens, for their appearing before the Xing, in his 
Courts of Juſtice. But the Perſons who were actual- 
ly concernd in the Riot, hearing there was a mw

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RICH. clamation out againſt them, fled ſo ſuddenly away 
to Scotland, that not one of them all was taken, and 
executed for ſo Infamous a Mafjacre; wherein, as 
all Authors agree, no leſs than fve hundred Fervs

King Richard, like his wiſe Anceſtors, having by 
this time reſolvd upon a Voyage to Jeruſalem, (to 
which -the foregoing Record relates,) and got all 
Things ready, took his Scripp and Szaff, at Canter- 
bury, the twenty fourth day of February, and ſet 

Sail from Dover, the ſixth of March 1190. 
What immenſe Sums theſe mad kinds of Pi/grim- 
age colt the Nation, may be gueſs'd at, from ſome 
of the extraordinary Methods the King was forc'd 
upon to ſupply himſelf for 7hzs. 

, He ſold the Caſtles of Berwick, and Roxborough,

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to the Scots, for ten thouſand Marks Sterling; the RICH 
Earldom of Durham to Hugh Pudſey or de Puteaco; wo 
and the Priory of Coventry, with all it's Lands, to 
Hugh Biſhop of Cheſter. 

He pretended likewiſe to have loſt his Signet; wi. 
and then, by Proclamation, order'd that all thoſe 
who expected to enjoy his former Grants, ſhould 
come and compound with him for a Confirmation, 
under his zery Seal; which encreas'd his Treaſure, 
not a little. 

But during his Abſence, we hear of no more Plun- 
dering the eus. And what is ſtill more wonder- 
ful, tho' this Expedition, as might have been fore- 
ſeen, prov'd unſucceſsful, and he was taken Priſoner, 
in his Return, thro' Germany, (which coſt the Bi- 
ſhops, Earls, Barons, Abbots, and Priors, a full fourth 
Part of all their Revenues, to redeem him*, ) yet tn 
were not the Jes, as we can any where find, calld* 
upon for their Share of the Contributions. 

Not that they were entirely forgotten: for ſoon 
after Richard's being ſet at Liberty, and Arrival in 
England (as Roger Hoveden tells us) he took the; =, 
Fewiſh Affairs under his ſpecial Confideration; and o r7+: 
appointed Juſtices /tinerant, thro' every County, 
who, amongſt other Articles, were to inquire con- 
cerning the Murtherers of the es. Who they 
were that flew them? What Lands, and Chattels, 
were belonging to them, at the time they were ſlain? 
Who took poſſeſſion of them, and were Aiders and 
Abettors of the Murther ? 

They were likewiſe to give Orders that all their 
Effects ſhould be apply'd to the King's Uſe; and 2 
| thoſe 
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RICH. thoſe who were guilty of any of theſe Particulars, 

and had not made Fine to our Lord the King, or 
his Juſtices, ſhould be apprehended, and not deli- 
ver'd, unleſs by the ſaid Juſtices, or our Lord the 
King himſelf. 

And in order to know what were the particular 
Monies, Goods, Debts, Real, and Perſonal, Eſtates, 
belonging to every Je in the Nation, (that he 
might fleece them at his Pleaſure, he command- 

ed, (ſomething after the manner of the Conquerors 

Pomeſday,) hat all Effects, belonging to Jews, ſhould 

be Regiſter d. | 

That the Concealment of any Particular ſhould be 
Forfeiture of Body, and whole Eſtate. 

That ſix, or ſeven Publick Places ſhould be appoint- 
ed, herein all their Contracts were to be made. 

That all ſuch Contracts ſhould be made in the Pre- 
ſence of two a Lawyers, who were Jews, Taub 
that were Chriſtians, and tauo Publick Notaries. 
That the Clerks of William de Sancta Maria, and 
William de Chimelli, ſhould likewiſe be preſent at 
all ſuch Contracts. 

That ſuch Contracts ſhould hikewiſe be made by 
Indenture: one Part of which was to remain with 
{he Jew, ſeal'd with the Seal of him to whom the 
Money was lent; and the other in a common Cheſt, 
to which there was to be three Locks, and three 
Keys. | 
* Key whereof was to be kept by the aforeſaid 
Jewiſh Lawyers, he other by the Chriſtian Lawyers, 
and the third by the aforeſaid Clerks. 


The Cheſt alſo was to be ſeal d with their three 
Seals. 3 -- The 
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The aforeſaid Clerks were alſo commanded to keep RICH. 
a Tranſcript Roll, of all ſuch Contracts: which Roll Sv 
was 10 be alter d, as often as the Original Charters 
of Contract were alter d. 

And the Fee for drawing every ſuch Charter was 
40 be Three Pence: one Moieiy whereof was to be 
paid by the Jew, and the other Moiety by him to 
whom the Money was lent. Whereof the two Writers 
were to have Two Pence, and the Keeper of the Rolls 
the third. 

It was ordain'd, hkewiſe, that as no Contracts for 
Money, ſo no Payment Mit, or Acquittance, or any 
other Alteration in the Charters, or Tranſcript Rolls 
were to be made, but in the Preſence of the afore- 
[aid Perſons, or the greater Part of them. 

The aforeſaid two Jews were to have a Copy of 
the ſaid Tranſcript Roll, and the tauo Chriſtians an- 
other. 

Every Jew was to take an Oath, upon his Rolle, wi. re 
that he would truly, and faithfully, Regiſter all his 
Eſtate, both Real, and Perſonal, as above directed; 
and diſcover every Jew whom he ſhould know guilty 
of any Concealment ; as likewiſe all Forgers, or Fal- 


ſirers of Charters, and Clippers of Money. 


We muſt obſerve likewiſe, that tho' neither our 
Fiſtorians, or Records mention the Appointment of 
ſuch particular Officers, in this Reign, as we ſhall 
hereafter find call d 7u/7ices of the Jes, (who were 
ſolely to attend their Buſineſs at the Exchequer,) yet 
we are ſure that, even ſo early as his King's Time, 
there were ſuch Officers appointed. For Mag. Not. 
10. R. I. expreſsly ſtiles Benedictus Judæus de 1 ale- 


mint, 
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RICH. znunt, and Joſephus Aaron, Julticiarii Judaeorum. 
— Which being the firſt time, they are ſpoken of in 
this Hiſtory, 1 think it proper to give one General 
Account of them here, and then take no further No- 
tice of any Records,that concern them in the Reigns g 
hereafter. 
But as their chief Office was the Intendment of 
the Jewiſh Contracts, which were firſt brought un- 
der Regulation, by the foregoing Inſtitutions; I ſhall 
introduce that Account, with the 7eiſh Method 
of Contracting, as it was practis'd, from time to 
time, in purſuance of thoſe Regulations, and ſuch 
other Decrees, as were made concerning that Mat- 
ter, by ſucceeding Princes. p 
And as the foregoing Regulations, themſelves, 
will ſufficiently furniſh us with a Gerera/ Idæa of 
this Affair, I ſhall only have occaſion to fling toge- 
ther ſuch Particulars, as may ſerve to illuſtratè it. 
The 7erw:/hContraRs, then, of any kind, when re- 
duc'd to Writing, were, like thoſe of other Men, for 
the moſt part, ſtil'd CHART, and CHIROGR APHA, 
but very often STARRa, Or STARRS; from a Cor- 
ruption of the Hebrew Word ww Shetar, which fi- 
gnifyes a Covenant. 
They were compos'd ſometimes in Hebrem, ſome- 
times in Latin, and ſometimes in French.

and my heirs after me, to defend them, ſave them 
harmleſs, and diſcharge them against all ſuits.

In the Original (which is kept in the Office of 
Receipt of the Exchequer) there is thus much noted 
only for the contents of it.

Magiſtri de London. For as Lincoln ſhewed his 
place of uſual abode, ſo the other expreſſion his pa- 
rentage.

The Uſe, which this Learned Gentleman makes

That the Fexvs had Seals of their 027, in theſe 
Times, I think plainly appears from the foregoing

of the Jer who lent the Money. But of this I ſhall 
give a more poſitive Proof hereafter.

By ſome General Szazute of the Kingdom, which 
has not come down to us, it was, it ſeems, provided, 
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that where any Contract was made by C:rograph, 
between a Chriſtian, and a Few, if a Foot or Coun- 
terpart of it was not found in the aforeſaid Cheſt, 
of the Cirographers, the Few was to loſe his Debt.

From whence one would be apt to inferr, that eye- 
ry Contract or Releaſe, that 4s regularly enter d

cord. 
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cord. Jet this, it ſeems, was not the Practice. For RICH. 
when Samuel Mucun, and Muriel the Feweſs, de- 


manded a Debt of four hundred Pounds, from Here- 
bert the Son of Herebert: Herebert did not plead 
that the Counterpart of the Obligation was not re- 
gularly enter'd, upon the Roll (as he certainly would 


have done, if it had ot been enter d,) but pleaded

From this Record, we may likewiſe, obſerve that 
the Method of proving a Deed, was by the Teſti- 
mony of both Chriſtians and eus, according to a 
Charter of the ſecond of King 7%, which we ſhall 
hereafter meet with. In like manner if any Acquit- 
tance, or Payment, was deny'd by a e, it was 
not ſufficient for his Debtor to produce an Acquit-

From all which we may obſerve, that this ſolemn 
manner of entring their Contracts before Publick 


Notaries, (ordain d by K. Richard,) was of very 


little uſe to the Subject, being calculated chiefly for 
the King's private Intereſt and Information. 
Numberleſs are the Records I could produce up- 
on this Head. But as I find them perpetualy con- 
tradicting each other, (ſo as to be certain there was 
never any ard Method of proceeding in theſe Caſes,)

We have already ſeen, from Memorand. 42. H. z. 
that unleſs a Deed of Acquittance appear'd regular- 
ly enter'd upon the Roll, the Debtor cou'dn't be diſ- 
charg'd, but muſt pay the Money over again to the 
King. But in Memor. 5. H. 3. we read, that it 


was ſufficient if the Creditor acknowledg'd ſuch a 
Diſcharge before the Juſtices.

In ſhort, the King's Vill was the Meaſure of eve- 
ry thing: and upon paying generouſly for it, they 
might have a Diſpenſation for any thing. If a 7erw's 
Debtor would give the King a Summ of Money, * 

would 
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would order the Bond ſhould carry uo Intereſt. and RICH. 
unleſs the 7e would give him ſomething, too, ge 


would, perhaps, compound the Matter with the 


Debtor, and make the e loſe even his Principal. 


But in no caſe was a 7e allow'd to ſue for his Debt, 
without paying Pundage, to the Ring. The ſtated 
Summ ſeems to have been the fenthb Penny. For, 
Manaſſerus Graſſus habe? licentiam proſequend; Mar- 


tinum Maꝛtell de XXIIII. narcis, cum lucro, per Ci- 


rographum. Et Dominus Rex debet habere, de qua- 
libet Libra, unum Beſantum.

and the Beſant was a Piece of Silver Money coyn'd 
by the Weſtern Emperors at BisaNTIUM, or Con- 
ſtantinople, current in England for 28. 

Our Records furniſh us with ſuch variety of Proofs 
for all this, that I ſhall conclude this Head with only 
oblerving further, that whereas the abovemention d 
Regulations ſpeak only of 4x, or een, Publick Places, 
to be appointed for the keeping of ſuch Che/7s; there 
was one eftabliſh'd in almoſt every confiderable Town, 
where there was any Number of Zexws. As appears 
likewiſe from the Records. But it would be tedious 
to mention them. I ſhall therefore proceed to give 
ſome general Account of the Zu/tices of the Zerws, 
as was before propos'd. 

The Juſtices of the eus were ſuch Perſons as 
attended in a particular place or part of the grea7 


Exchequer, call'd Scaccarium Judæorum, or  Fudaiſ- 


mi, on the Revenue arifing to the King from the 
Jeuis; in the ſame manner as the Treaſurer and Ba- 
rons attended at the great Exchequer, upon the ge- 
neral Revenue of the Kingdom.

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It does not any where appear that their Number 
Hao was limited: but we are certain there was always 


more than one. At the firſt Inſtitution of them, 
(which ſeems to have been preſently after King Ri- 


chard's Return from the Holy Land) ſome of the 
moſt prudent of the Jes themſelves were intruſted 
with this Office; for in the great Roll of the 10 of 
that King, before quoted, Benedictus 4e Talemunt, 
and Joſephus Aazon both 7Jervs were ſtil'd Juſticia- 
ri Judæorum. | 

In after times, es and Chri/tians ſeem to have 
been employ'd conjoinily; but for the moſt part we 
find Chriſtiaus only. They were uſualy conſtituted 
by the Aiug himſelf, under his Leiters Patents: But 


ſometimes they were appointed by the Tyeaſurer, 


and Barons, at the Kings direction. The firſt Re- 
cord that I can find of their being appointed by the 
King, is in the 2 of H. 3.

When they were thus conſtituted, and admitted, 
they were look d upon as Officers, or Members, of 
the 
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the great Exchequer; and intitled to all the Provi- RICH: 
leges belonging to Perſons there refident. Robert 


de Fulham a Juſtice of the eus came into the Ex- 
chequer, and complain d of a Violence done to his 
Perſon, in Weſtminſter Hall, by Robert de Colevil, 
a Sei jeant at Law; and becauſe the Juſlices of the 
7ews were de Gremio Scaccari, the Treaſurer, and 
Barons, ſummon'd the Serjeant to appear before them, 
in the Exchequer; and there, in the preſence of the 
Treaſurer and Barons, and of Gilbert de Pzeſton, and 
Roger de Meſlenden, Juſtices of the Bank, then ſit- 
ting in the Excheguer, the Serjeant made an hum- 
ble Submiſſion to the Juſtice of the eu s. Where- 
upon, by the Mediation of the Serjeants of the Zak, 
they were reconcil'd. As the Record contains the 
Particulars of the Serjeant's Crime, and the Form 
of his Submiſſion, (which was as low, as could be 
expreſs d,) I ſhall tranſcribe it whole.

The Buſineſs of theſe uſtices, as we have alrea- 
dy obſerv'd, was ch:efly to look after the King's Re- 
venue, ariſing from the Zervs, (confiſting of Taxes 
layd upon them at pleaſure; and various Summs of 
Money, given by them for Licences, and many other 
accounts.) 

But, beſides their Attendance upon this Revenue, 
the Juſtices of the eas were, (generally ſpeaking,) 
Judges in all Civil Matters, where a 7e, was one 
Party. And therefore if any other Judge pretended 
to hold Plea in ſuch Caſes, theſe 7Zu/tices had Power 
to ſtop them, by Super ſedeas, or Prohibition. I ſhall 
confirm this by one following Inſtance.

to ſend Prohibitions, even to Judges ſtinerant, yet 
were they ſubordinate to the Treaſurer, and Barons, 
of the King's great Exchequer: as appears by nu- 
; it. Ex- merous Inſtances, given us by Mr. Madox'. And 
even in Citys, and great Towns, where there was 
any Fortreſs, or Caſtle, the Conſtable of it ſeems to 
have had ſome kind of Juriſdiction over the 7ervs, 
exclufive of hem. For in the 45. of H. 3. the War- 
den, and Conſtables, of the T e r of London claim'd, 
by Preſcription, to hold Plea of all Debts of Zervs, 
under the value of forty Shillings; which Privilege

So, Villiam de Middleton was Cuſtos Rotulorum 
S Brevium, with a yearly Salary of en Pounds. 
Liberat. 3.Ed.1 m. y, and William de Derby, and Ni- 
cholas de nge ſton, officiated in the Judaiſm about 
Levying the Tallage; and had four Pounds nineteen 
Shillings paid them, by the King, for their Trou- 
ble. Lib. 3. Ed.1.m./7. But it is now time to con- 
clude this Matter, and proceed with our Hiſtory. 

Under the aforeſaid Regulations, therefore, the 
Fes continu'd to live very peaceably, till the Death 
of Richard, which happen d about five years after, 
upon the 6". of April 1199. occaſion d by a Wound 
receiv'd in his Shoulder from a Croſs Bow, at the 
Siege of Chaluæ, or Caſtle Galliard, in Aquitaine 

As he died without Children, his Nephew Ar- 
thur ought regularly to have ſucceeded to the Crown: 
but Eleanor, the Mother of John, who was Richard's 
ſecond Brother, plainly perceiving that if Arthur 
| became 
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became King, his Mother would have the Rule of RICH. 
every thing, during his Minority, join'd her ſelf to 
a ſtrong Faction in the Kingdom, who declar'd them- 
ſelves in favour of 7ohn; and ſeizing upon the Duke- 
doms of Normandy, and Aquitaine, oblig d young 
Arthur to throw himſelf into the Arms of the King 

of France: who promis'd, indeed, to eſtabliſh him 
upon the Throne, but in reality did nothing for him. 

By which means John coming to the Poſſeſſion of 

it, prov'd a grievous Tyrant to his Subjects. 

But as he was a crafty Man, and without any ſenſe JohN 
of Religion, he ſoon perceiv'd what a rich Harveſt «5. 
might be gather'd from the Jews, if they were well 
cultivated; and therefore in the beginning of his 
Reign, us'd ſeveral Arts to draw them into his King- 
dom, from forreign Parts: not only confirming their 

ancient Privileges, but granting them many ew 
one's. 

And as all Communities have the free exerciſe of 
Religion moſt at heart, he began with allowing them 
an Officer from amongſt themſelves, who was to re- 
ceive his Commiſſion by the King's Patent, for Life, 
and is ſ{tiIl'd in the Records, both Presbyter and Sa- 
cerdos; from whence my Lord Coke, and Mr. Sclden 
are very clear in their Opinions that his Office was 
merely Eccle/raſtical;, and both, ſtile him HI 
FRIEST:. N 

But Pryynne, in the ſecond Part of his Demurrer gas 5. 
p 62. out of his uſual Spirit of Oppoſition, will needs *. 
have it that Presbyter Fudeorum never ſignifies any 
ſuch thing; but was a mere /cu/ar Officer, in the 


King's Exchequer of the Jervs, to keep the Rolls of 
Controll. His

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His Reaſons are, Fir ti, that a Jewiſh Prieſt, in 
the Old and New Teſtament, Latin Authors, and 
Records, is never ſtil'd Presbyter, but Sacerdos, and 
their Office Sacerdotium; and 2”. that the Presby- 
ter, and Presbyteratus, mention'd in our Records, 
appear from the Records themſetves, to have been 
an Office, and Officer merely Civil. 

With regard to his r Objection, there is plain- 
ly no weight in it; unleſs he could prove that the 
Clerks who fram'd the Records, always expreſs' d Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Officers by the ſame Latin word, which 
was made ule of by the Tran/lators of the Bible, 
or Hiſtorians: or that Presbyter, or Presbyteratus, 
ever ſignify d a Civil Officer, or Office, in any Hi 
ſ[torian, or other Records than thoſe now in Queſtion. 
Whereas we know, on the contrary, that Presby- 
ter, and Presbyteratus, are by all Writers of thoſe 
Ages, us'd promi ſcuouſiy for Sacerdos, and Sacerdo- 
zium, a Prieſt, or Prieſthood in general; and there- 
fore it is more than probable that the Lawyers us d 
them to ſignify a 7eiſbh Prieſt, or a eiſb Prieſt- 
hood, tho' we ſhou'd not be able to prove that the 
words were eyer us'd in that ſenſe, by any part1- 
cular Hiſtorian. 

But as his ſecond Argument is grounded upon ſome 
particular circumſtances, in thoſe Records, wherein 
this Presbyzer is mention'd, I ſhall produce them 
all in one vie u-, to facilitate the Readers Apprehen- 
fion of it. The firſt that takes any notice of him 
is as follows.

The third is one which grants the ſame Office to 
Elyas L' Eve ſque, a Jew of London, in the place 
of. Aaron: with an appointment of a Deputy in the 
Exchequer, in caſe Ehyas can't attend; and com- 
mands the Juſtices to deliver the Rolls to Elyas, in 
the ſame manner as they were deliver'd to Aaron. 
But as Prynne confeſſes that it contains no more than 
the former, I ſhall not tranſcribe it. It is Clauſe 21. 
H. 3. P. I. m. 18. 

Now, from theſe he argues, that ſince, upon the 
appointment of a Presbyter, it appears he was to 
attend at the Exchequer, and had the Cuſtody of 
the Jewiſh Rolls, therefore the Presbyteratus was 
certainly a Civil Office. But ſurely nothing more 
can be concluded from hence; than that whoever 
had the Presbyterazus granted him, had likewiſe by 
way of Appurtenance, (for the Record ſays cum 
Pertinentus, ) the Controller ſhip. For it can never 
follow, that becauſe the Biſbop of Salrsbury, for ex- 
ample, 1s always Chancellor of the Garter, therefore 
the Biſbop of Salisbury is a Civil Officer. 

We may obſerve further that Presbyteratus can't 
poſſibly be a Civil Office, becauſe Presbyter is no Ci- 
vi Officer : for we find that thoſe who are promoted 


to 
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firſt quoted Record the King ſtiles Jacob, Presby- 
ter; and we muſt obſerve, hkewiſe, that in theſe 
Caſes, the Azzg does not grant any Presbyteratum, 
or Prieſthood, imply, but Presbyteratum omnium; a 
General, and Univerſal Prieſthood, which plainly 
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to the Presbyteratus are always Presbyters before O 
they receive the King's Commiſſion. Thus in the 


ſhews that it was ſome kind or other of Eccle/ra/ti- 


cal Juri ſdiction. 

But ſee tlie Perverſeneſs of the Man! after he 
has argu'd in this manner, he produces another Re- 
cord, himſelf, whereby the aforemention'd Elyas is 
depriv'd of his Office, which is expreſsly ſtild Sa- 
cerdotium, and wherein Elyas himſelf is call'd Sa- 
cerdos: and yet he will rather ſuppoſe that the Sa- 
cerdotium was ſome Office quite different from the 
Presbyteratus than give up his Notion. As if there 
was any probability that there ſhould be two diſtinct 
Officers among the Fervs, one of which ſhould be 
call'd Sacerdos, and the other Presbyter, at a time 
when it is very well known that Sacerdos and Presby- 
ter fignity'd the ſame thing. The Record he pro- 
duces is as follows, and worth inſerting at length.

But to put this Matter beyond diſpute, I fhall 
prove that Presbyter and Sacerdos were the fame 
Officer, from another Record, which either eſcap'd 
Prynne's notice, or was thought proper to be fup- 
preſs'd by him, on this occaſion. 

But we mult firſt obſerve that hitherto, the Pre/- 
Eyter was conſtantly appointed by the Azzg; and by 
the laſt Record it appears the Sacerdos was ever af- 
ter to be elected by the Fews themſefves. Now if 
hereafter the Presbyter appears to be ſo elected, who 
can doubt but that it was in purſuance of the Grant

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made in that Record; and, fince no mention is there jon 
made of any other than the Sacerdos, that the Sa- 


cerdos and Presbyter were the ſame Officer ? 
Let us then hear the Record.

Nor is Prynneleſs miſtaken when, after being forc d 
to own that there was ſuch an Officer among the Ex- 
gliſh Jews, at this time, as a Sacerdos, he tells us 
his buſineſs was to perform their Sacriſices: for eve- 
ry one knows that their Sacriſices ſubſiſted no longer 
than their Temple at Feru/alem; nor do they per- 
form any at preſent, except among the Samaritans.

Prieſtly Office, and Dignity, is very little more, if 
any thing, than that of a Senior Rabbi. Which is 
great enough, in Conſcience, and attended with as 
much Power, and Reſpect, as any reafonable Man 
can well defire; for, grounding their Opinion on Dex- 
teronom. 17. 10. (Thou ſhalt do according to all 
that the Judge that ſhall be in thoſe days ſhall inform 
thee.) the Jerws carry their defference for a Rabbi

King 70h thus exalted Jacob above his Brethren; 


than, to compliment the eus ſtill farther in the 
Perſon of their High Prieſt, he granted him a Char- 
ter of ſafe Conduct, in ſuch high flown Terms of 
Love, and Reſpect, that I queſtion whether they 
were ever equal'd by any Prince ſpeaking of his Sub- 
ject.

Hitherto all Matters went ſmoothly with them. 

Great Numbers came daily into England; and they 


flouriſh'd extremely. But, as uncommon Marks of 


Royal Favour never fail to procure Envy, and ill 
Will to the Objeas of it, they began ſoon, again, 
to be calumniated, as Cruciſyers of Children, falſe 
Coiners, and Emaſculators; ſo far that, in the fourth 


year of this King, one Bonefand a 7e, of Bedford 


was indicted, not for Circumciſing, but 7otaly cutting 
off the Privy Member of one Richard, the Nephew 


of Robert de Sutton to which Indictment Bonefand 


pleaded t guilty, and was very honourably acquit- 
ted.

Vet nothing appears, hitherto, of any general De- 
predations committed againſt them by the Crown. 
But the next year after, vg. 1210, in the eleventh 
year of his Reign, the King began to lay aſide his 
Mask, and finding that no ezy Comers made it worth 
his while to ſtay any longer, he ſet at once upon. 
the whole Covey which he had drawn into his 1 
anc 
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JOHN and commanded all the Fervs, of both Sexes through- 
"Ye out England, to be impriſon'd, till they wou'd make 
a diſcovery of their Wealth; which he appointed 
Officers to receive in every County, and return to 
his Exchequer. Many of them, no doubt, pleaded 
Poverty, or pretended to have given up All: but as 
the Tyrant was in earneſt to have their laſt Farthing, 
he extorted it by the moſt cruel Torments. 
: Mares SZow* ſays that the Generality of them had one 
=. Eye put out. And Mather Paris tells us that from 
one particular 7e at Briſtol, the King demanded 
no leſs than ten thouſand Marks of Silver, (a pro- 
digious Summ in thoſe days!) which being reſolute- 
ly deny'd him, he commanded one of his great Teeth 
to be pull'd out, daily, till he conſented. The poor 
Wretch, whoſe Money was his Lite, had the Cou- 
rage to hold out ſever Operations, but then, fink- 
ing under the Violence of the Pain, ranſom'd the 
Remainder of his Teeth, at the price demanded. The 
whole Summ extorted from them, at this time, 
. amounted to above zhree/core thouſand Marks of Sil- 
Ver. 

Beſides the natural Avarice and Cruelty of this 
wicked Prince, the great Neceſſity he was, at that 
time, under for Money, might probably occaſion 
this Barbarity : for he was engag'd in War with 
France, Ireland, Wales, and his ewn Barons. All 
Calamities which naturaly befall a Prince who pre- 
tends to be above the Laws, had ſeiz d upon him. 
His Subjects wou'd no longer ſuffer him. They took 

up Arms in their own Defence, and call'd upon the 


Pope to aſſiſt and protect them; it was Iunocent the 
third. 
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third. While John, on the other hand, to ſhew how J2HN 


little he regarded ſuch a Mediation, ſent Embaſſa- 
dors to the King of Morocco; promifing if he wou'd 


renounce all Obedience to the pe, but even baniſh 
Chriſtianity from his Kingdom, and himſelf turn 
Mahometau. So eafily did he dream the Change might 
be brought about, if he once cleans'd the Land from 
Popery, and turn'd away it's Spiritual Paſtor! But 
the prudent Prince rejected his Offers with ſcorn : 
well knowing that ſuch an immoral Apoſtatèe muſt 
neceſſarily bring diſcredit upon any Religion he pre- 
tended to profeſs. And tho, at the ſame time, ohn 
offer'd to ſurrender his Crown to him, it ſeems, he 
had been ſo well inſtructed in the nature of our Ex- 
gliſh Conſtitution, as to ſmile at the Propofition, and 
ſay his People wou'd not ſuffer him. 

John therefore being diſappointed of any forreign 
Aſſiſtance, his Subjects were able for ſome time, to 
cope with him, and the Troubles continu'd. Which 
continuing, likewiſe, His occafion for Money, the 
Jeaus were call'd upon a ſecond time, after their 
Fleeces had been ſuffer'd to grow for four years. 
In vain did they take Refuge in their common Plea 
of Inability. For ſome of them, who dwelt at Sozrh- 


ampton, being tardy in their Payments, the Sheriff 


was commanded to impriſon them, immediatly in 
the Caſtle of Briſtol, and ſend up, forthwith, to Lon- 
don, all fuch Summs of Money as he had already re- 
4 from any of them, or ſhou'd receive here- 
after.

been. Jocoſe William Proynne* remarks upon this Writt, 
that the Jews, no doubt, were order'd to be ſent to 
Briſtol, to meet with ſuch another Tooth-draauer as 

one of them had found there, ſome years before. 
But after this ſecond Storm was blown over, they 
met with nothing, but fair Weather for two years; 
and then, the War continuing between the Azzg and 
his People, the Barons (whoſe Lands had been mi- 
ſerably ravag'd by the A7zg's Forces) coming to Lon- 
don, made what Repriſals they cou'd upon the Kings 
Fews; and after having ranſack d their Treaſures, 
and demoliſh'd all their Houſes, employ d the Ma- 
terials of them to repair the City Walls and Gates, 
which they had broken down at their Entry. 
As Ludgate had ſuffer d moſt Damage, they re- 
built and fortify'd it with ſeveral of the largeſt 
Stones; one of which was diſcoyer'd about a hun- 
dred 
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dred and fifty years ago, (when it was again pull'd JOHN 
down, in order to be enlarg'd ) having the follow- 
ing Hebrew Inſcription, which was very legible ; 
np n ig wn 1 wt. The Houſe of R. Moſeh 
the Son of the Honourable R. J/aac the Wiſe and 
Learned. 

Stou,, in his Survey of London, and other An- . 
tiquaries, are very poſitive that it ſerv d formerly 
for the Front of a Houſe, and that the es us d 
to write their Names over their Doors: but my Lord 
Cote , being of a different opinion, ſays it was a Grave- > e 
ſtone, and that the word aw» or Mezzib ſignifies a 
Station, or Manſion in the Earth. But certainly 
his Lordſhip coud produce no Authority for ſuch 
an Interpretation; nor do's his Argument drawn from 
Hoveden, in any meaſure prove that the es were 
ever bury'd ithin the City. The word arp with 
a Tau, do's indeed fignify Tomb-ſtone, but ſuch a 
reading was not warranted. 1 

Let altho, this year prov'd unfortunate to the 
Fews at London, it might be. recknd favourable to 
the eus in General; for within two months after 
this Accident, they were acknowledg'd by the Ang 
to be fo con/ederable a Body of People, as to deſerve 
ſome Notice in his MAGNA CHARTA; an Honour 
thought proper to be omitted in the new Great Char- 
ter, which was afterwards publiſh'd by King Henry 
the third. T EX 

Amongſt other things, therefore, it enacts, that if 
any Perſons have borrow'd Money of the Jes, more

bebt ſhall not grow, whilſt the Heir is under Age. 
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And if ſuch Debt become due to the Xing, he ſhall 
take no more than the Goods expreſs d in the Deed. 

And if any die, and owe a Debt to the Jervs, his 
Wife ſhall have her Dower, and ſhall be charg'd with 
no part of the Debt. 

And if the Children of the deccas'd Perſon be with- 
in Age, their Reaſonable Eſtovers ſhall be provided 
for them, according to the Value of the Eſtate which 
their Anceſtor had; and the Jes Debt ſhall be paid 
out of the Refidue. 

This great Charter of King John was given at

Which Charter, (tho ſet afide by later Acts of 
Parliament, that declare it to be high Treaſon to 
levy War againſt the King, upon any occaſion, ) is 
{till originally extant in the Cotton Library; and was 
firſt taken notice of, and publiſh'd, from ſome Copy, 

by that honeſt friend to Monarchy, Biſhop Burnett. 
But no ſooner was Peace ſettl'd between the Ming 
and his Barons, by granting them this Charter, than 
War broke out again upon his Infringement of it. 
The Barons therefore were forc'd to beg Aſſiſtance 
from the Aing of Scotland; who coming with Forces 
to Berwick, was encounter'd by King John, and over- 
thrown: moſt of his Army being taken Priſoners, and 
treated very cruely. But as no Chriſtians were will- 
ing to be employ'd in ſuch yariety of Tortures as he 
K 2 inflicted 
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of nine years, continu'd to poſſeſs it above e /rx; 
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D inflicted on them, the Jeus who dwelt in thoſe 
: wn. parts, were compell'd to be his Execurioners. And 
as. 16. this is the laſt publick matter they were diſturb d 
by in this Reign. For John, ſhortly after, falling fick

24. v:C1ng neu, Cyder,) departed this life in the Caſtle of 
hen % Nemwarke upon Trent, on the 19“. of October 1216, 
ri after he had reign'd near ſeventeen years: leaving 


his eldeſt Son to ſucceed him, by the name of Hen- 
ry the third. 


HEN. This Prince coming thus to the Crown at the age 
++ t he longeſt time that ever any King reign'd in Emg- 
land. And I think, Sir William Temple remarks, 
that no forezgn Prince ever reign'd longer, except 
the famous AUREXG-ZEB. We ſhall therefore find 
the Jewiſh Hiſtory, in this Reign, containing fuch 
Varieties as are proportionable to the length of it. 

His firſt year began, as his Father's had done be- 
fore him, with Indulgence to the 7e s. William 

Marſhal, Earl of Pembroke, who was appointed Guar- 
dlian of the Realm dureing the King's Minority, ſent 
Writts to moſt Parts of the Kingdom, commanding 
the Sheriffs to releaſe all of them that were, upon 
any account, impriſon'd. Many of thoſe Writts are 
now extant in the Toer, in a Roll 1. H. 3. mark d

And the next year, the King being inform'd by his 
Council what great Profit wou'd ariſe from the es, 
if they were kindly dealt with, ſent forth the fol- 
lowing Writts to the reſpective Sheriffs, and Offi- 
cers, commanding them to ele& twenty four Bur- 
geſſes, out of every Town where the Fes reſided in 
any number, to watch carefully over them, that they 
receiv'd no injury; and particularly guard them 
againſt the Inſults of Jeruſalem Pilgrims. The Names 
of which Guardians were to be Regiſter'd.

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And, as if theſe Favours were not thought ſuffi- 
cient, ſoon after this, the ſame year, ſeveral other

II ) he ſame Orders were ſent to Gloceſter, Warwick, 
Lincoln, Oxford, Northampton, and London. 

But theſe Encouragements cauſing freſh numbers 
of them to come hither daily, from foreign parts, 
the People ſoon began to find the Inconvenience of 
it. For, as the Jes underſtood Trade better than 
our own Merchants, (from the general Correſpon- 
dance they held with their Brethren, in all Parts of 

the World,) and (from managing their Traffick as 
it were by a common Stock) were able to under: ſell 
them; no one car'd to by any thing of a Chriſtian. 
The Wardens of the Cinque Ports were therefore pre- 
vail'd on, by ſome means or other, to ſeize ſeveral 
of theſe unwelcome Gueſts, at their landing, and im- 
priſon them. 

But as Princes, for the moſt part, are ſo impru- 
dent as to believe the People's Intereſt to be a thing 
different from their own, the King, upon hearing of 
it, order'd ſuch as were already 3 to be ſet 
at Liberty; and commanded the Wardens, for the fu- 
ture, in no wiſe to oppoſe their landing: yet, as if 
he defign'd in ſome meaſure to gratify the People, 
he added theſe Conditions to his Orders, That eve- 
ry Jeu, upon his firſt coming aſhore, ſhou'd ſwear 
to inroll his Name before the Juſtices of the eas; 

and that afterwards it ſhou'd not be lawful for him 
to depart the Realm, without a ſpecial Licence. The 
Form of the Vritt was as follows.

But, as the People plainly ſaw, that this was of ve-

Theſe extraordinary Fayours therefore (together, 
with other Encouragements,) caſt ſuch a Damp up- 
on the rue Religion, as ſuddenly gave Riſe to all 
Manner of Profaneneſs and Impiety : inſomuch that 
5 hile 
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while Sephen, the Archbiſbop, continu'd to hold his HEN. 
Provincial Synod, at Canterbury, there was brought a 
before him a certain Few, who, not contented with 
Feigning himſelf a Chriſtiau, wou'd needs go into 
Holy Orders; and then, to ſhew his Diſregard of thar 
Sacred Profeſſion, return d again to Judaiſm. But, 

as the Fact was plainly prov'd, he ſuffer' d according 

to his Deſerts. And at the ſame Time was convict- 

ed another Impoſtor, who pretended to be eus 
Chriſt; and had ſeduced great Numbers, by ſhew- 

ing them the Marks of Crucifixion,in his Hands, Feet, 

and Side. He had in his Company an old Woman, 

who was condemn'd for Bexw:tching him to ſuch Mad- 

neſs; as alſo for pretending to be the Virgin Mary. 

Nor did ſuch a Spirit of Deluſion ſeize only upon 

Man or Woman, but even an Hermaphrodite was u 
condemn'd by the ſame Council, for the fame Crimes. * 
The eus themſelves, likewiſe, from ſuch Indul- 
gence, became ſoon licentious. For one of them was 

{0 ungrateful, as to return the abovemention'd Fa- 

vour of the Prior of Dun/taple, by ſueing him for 

ſeven hundred Pounds, on a forg'd Charter. There 

were ſeveral Arguments made ule of, upon the Trial, 

to prove it ſo, which were very concluſive: But, 

one, I think, might have been as well let alone, VIZ. 

that it contain'd falſe Grammar. The whole Story 

runs thus, in the Prior's Regiſter.

Which Things being obſerv'd,caus'd grievous Com- 

plaints amongſt all good Men; who tho (according 
to the true Spirit of Chriſtianity) they were againſt 
Perſecution, yet thought that no declar'd Enemies 
of Chriſt deſerv'd ſuch publick Encouragement ; leaſt 
the common People (who cannot judge what 7v/e- 
rations are granted by the Prince, merely on a Po/- 
tical Account,) ſhou'd impute it to his Diſregard of 
Chriſtianity it ſelf; and thereby, following his Ex- 
ample, free themſelves from all the conſcientious 
Reſtraints of it. The King therefore, that he might 
ſeem to do ſomething in Favour of Chriſtianity, and 
thereby quiet the Minds of his Subjects, (who, at all 
Times, have been obſerv'd more ready to part with 


their Properties, than their Religion,) laid hold of 


the following ſmall Opportunity, which coſt him but 
little. 


Thro' a monſtrous Way of proceeding, it had be- 
come 
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come a general Cuſtom amongſt Chriſtian Princes, HEN. 
to ſeize upon the whole Effects of any Fexvrſh Con. 
vert to Chriſtianity. Under what Colour, or Pretence, 
none but Scoffers can imagine! Yet fo Religiouſly 
was this Nous Practice adher'd to, that the Council 
of Lateran thought proper to forbid it, under the ſe- 
vereſt Cenſures; obſerving very rightly, that, Melio- 
ris conditionts ad Fidem conver ſos eſſe oportet, quam, 
antequam Fidem ſuſceperint, habebantur '. But as: perl 
Princes eſteem themſelves above Lam, this, amongſt * * 
many other good ones, was little regarded. 

Now, when one Auguſtine, a cu of Canterbury, 
had renounc'd his Errors, and embrac'd the true 
Faith, and (according to the aforeſaid Cuſtom) there- 
by forfeited all his Goods and Chatels; the King was 
graciouſly pleas'd to give him his Houſe again, to 
live in: notwithſtanding (as he expreſs'd himſelf, in 
the following Writt of Reſtitution) that he was Con. 
verted.

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HEN. Barons declaring, that, unleſs he wou'd reſtore the

cancell'd at Oxford, they wou d compell him by the 
Sword. Which Oppoſition, join d with other Trou- 
bles in France, cauſing the King to want Money, 
brought about that Chaſtiſement of the Fews, which 
their Licentiouſneſs ſeem'd to call for. He com- 
manded them, therefore, without Delay, to pay in- 
to his Exchequer the full third Part of all their Move- 
ables: which, notwithſtanding any Remonſtrances, 
they were oblig d to ſubmit to. 

And whereas, during the Sunſhine of the King' 8 
Favour, they had erected a very ſtately Synagogue 
at London, which {urpais'd in Magnificence all the 
Chriſtian Churches; the People,animated by the late 
Taxation, petition 'd the Kang to take it from them, 
and have it Conſecrated; which,accordingly.he com- 
ply'd with; cauſing it to be dedicated to our Ble/Jed 
Lady, and beſtowing it on the Brethren of St An- 
zhony of Vienna, together with other Buildings ad- 


joyning. From whom afterwards, it was call'd St. 


Anthony's Hoſpital, and in Proceſs of Time, became

Every one having heard Talk of the Wandring 
Jeu, of the Eaſt, (who is pretended to be alive at 
this Day,) it may not be thought foreign to our 
Purpoſe to inſert the Account which was given of 
him, in England, about this Time, by an Armenian 
Biſhop, who came hither with Letters recommen- 
datory from the Pope, in order to ſee ſome curious 
Reliques. 

Matthew Paris, (a Contemporary Writer,) tells us 
ſeriouſly, that ſeveral Perſons examin'd him about 
this wonderful Jer; and that the Prelate gave them 
his Word he was then living in Armenia. And an

inform'd the Examiners, more particularly, that this 
Jen had formerly been Porter to Pontins Pilate, and 


was call'd Cataphilus; and that ſtanding by when 
our Saviour was dragg'd out of the Judgment Hall, 
he ſmote him upon the Back: at which Jeſus being 
offended, turn'd about, and ſaid to him, © The Son 
*of Man will go, but thou ſhalt ſtay till he comes 
* again”. That, afterwards, he was converted to the 
Chriſtian Faith, Baptiz'd, and call'd Joſeph, living 
to be an hundred Years old. But then growing ſick, 
and impotent, he fell, one Day, into a Swoon; up- 
on coming out of which, he found himſelf Young 
again, and as vigorous as a Man of Thirty; (the 
Age he was of, when Chri/ was Crucity'd.) The 
ſame Officer afſur'd them that his Maſter was inti- 
mately acquainted with this ſtrange Perſon, and 
din'd with him, not long before he came into Eng- 
land: that he himſelf had ſeen him, ſeveral Times: 
that he was a Man of great Seriouſneſs, and Gravity: 


never /aughing when any Queſtions were put to him 


concerning antient Hiſtory, ſuch as the Reſurrection 
of the dead Bodies that came out of their Sepulchres, 


at the Time of the Crucifzxion, the Apoſtles Creed, 
and other Circumſtances relating to thoſe Holy Per- 


ſons: that he was very fearful of Chriſt's Coming to 


ſudge the World: for then, he ſaid, he was to dye; 
and that he trembl'd whenever he call'd to mind the 
grievous Crime of Smiteing the Son of God, yet hop'd 
for Salvation, becauſe it was a Sin of Ignorance: Mat- 


: 41:2. Fheaw Pars ', I ſay, tells this Story, and tells it as

if he belev'd it. But as he is the Prince of our 
Monkifh 
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Monkiſh Hiſtorians, I ſhall endeavour to juſtify him, HEN. 
by the Belie of a Biſhop of Rocheſter, which hap- 
pen'd about the ſame Time. The Story runs beft 

in Latin, and 1s as follows.

And the Year after this, the Ming, being in the ad 5 
ſeventeenth of his Reign, ſhew'd as ſtrong Tokens 
of Behef, as any of his Subjects: for he impos'd 
a freſh Tax upon the Ferys of eighteen thouſand 
Marks, befides a Poll Tax: as if he Selievd there 
was no exhauſting them. Pat. 17. H. 3. pro Fudæis 
Anglie. The Record containing little more than 
the Days appointed for Payment, and being very 
long, 1 ſhall not tranſcribe it. But as Mr. Madox 
in his Hiſtory of the Exchequer *, (mentioning ſome - 
of the Jewt/hh Affairs,) complains, that he never 
met with the Foundation Charter of the houſe of 
Converts, which was erected this Year, by the King, 
I ſhall give it at length, as I diſcoyer'd it in Hol- 
ling ſhead*.

This Houſe, as we may obſerve, was ſituated in 
Newſtreet, (now calld Chancery Lane) and ſub- 
ſiſted many Years by the Name of the Convert's, or 
Convert's Houſe; but is at Preſent ſtil'd the Rolls. 
The Intent of it's Foundation was, no doubt, very 
laudable, being a ſettl'd Encouragement for all In- 
dels to forſake their Errors, and embrace Chri- 
[tianity : which was before ſo much obſtructed by 
that bad Cuſtom of forfeiting their Goods. 'The Care 
of this Hoſpital was committed to a ſober and diſ- 
creet Perſon, who was ſtil d Cy/tos, or Warden, and 
forwarded the Converſion of many of them, that 
liv'd under his Government in Eaſe and Plenty, with- 
out being oblig'd for a Subſiſtence either to deſtroy 
their Bodies, by hard Labour, or their Souls, by U- 
fury. The jir/t Warden of this Houſe, that is any 
where mention'd by Name, is Johannes de Sancto 
Dionyſio, in Pat. 56. H. 3. as we ſhall {ee hereafter. 

The 
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The Garden, excepted in the Charter, as given to 
the Biſhop of Chicheſter, is ſtill belonging to the Bi- 
ſhoprick; and, being turnd into Houſes, call d Chi- 
P 

But this pious Benefaction of the King's, ſeems to 
have had others, of his Subjedts's, for an Example: for 
before this Time, vig. 1213, Richard, Prior of Ber- 
mondſey built a Houſe, againſt the Wall of the ſaid 
Houle of Bermondſey, call'd the Hoſpital of Converts, 
in Honour of St. Thomas: and Mr. Wood, in his 
Hiſtory of the Vuiverſity of Oxford *, mentions ano- 
ther more early, which ſtood behind the ue Boar 
Jun, contiguous to the Fexwry; where ſuch as had 
been induc'd by the Induſtry of the Domiuicans, their 
Neighbours, to embrace Chriſtianity, were wont to 
be lodg d, and ſupply'd with all Manner of Neceſſa- 
ries. 

What particular Ceremonies were made uſe of, 
here in England, at the Time of receiving a ei ſb 
Convert into the Church, I could never find: but, 
as, in all Probability, they were the ſame with thoſe 
of the Roman Church, Miſſon may inſtruct us in this 
Matter, from his Travels into Italy. He tells us, 
therefore, that when any ev, or other [a/del, at 
Rome, is defirous to turn Chriſtian, (unleſs there be 
ſome very preſſing Occaſion) he is oblig'd to wait 
till the Saturday in Horry WEEK; and then the 
Ceremony is perform'd in the Church of. Sz. John 
Laterau; (the ſame wherein, according to common 
Report, Conſtantine the Great was Baptiz'd.) The 
Particulars of which, are, Firſt, the Convert is to be 
cloth'd in a Mantle of white Damask, having a Lawn

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Band, on, and a ſmall filyer Croſs hanging about his HEN. 
Neck. Then a Cardinal, attended by the Canons uw 


of the Church, proceeds to bleſs the Water: after 
which, the Perſon to be Baptiz'd is preſented to him, 
by his Godfathers, and makes a publick Declaration 
that he deſires Baptiſm: whereupon the Cardinal, 
cauſing him to lean his Breaſt upon the Font, pro- 
nounces the uſual Form of Words, and pours Wa- 
ter on his Head, with a large Silver Spoon: which 
being done, the Pro/ſelyze proceeds with a lighted 
Taper in his Hand to one of the Oratorys, and is 
there Confirm'd;, the whole concluding with a Maſs. 
The Author of Roma Santa takes notice, upon 
ſuch an Occaſion, that whereas 7erws naturaly ſtink, 
they conſtantly loſe that ill Savour after Bapri/m. 
* Coſa Maravighoſa, ſays he, che ricevuto il Santo 
*Batteſimo non puzzano pi. But Miſſon accounts 
for the Miracle, by anſwering, that before ſuch Sort 
of People intend to appear in Publick, they take care 
to waſh themſelves well; and that their ill Smell 
before Baptiſm, which prejudic'd Men think natu- 
ral, ariſes from the Sordidneſs of their Habits, oc- 
caſion d by Poverty. Nor is that modern Author 
fingular in his Opinion: for Venantius Biſhop of 
Mictiers (at the End of the fixth Century) ſpeak- 
ing of the wonderfull Effects of Baptiſin, with Re- 
gard to Fervs, ſays,

The moſt remarkable Thing which happen'd a- 
mongſt the eu- in this Reign, was the famous Trial 
of Jacob of Norw:ich, and his Accomplices, for Steal- 
ing away, and Circumciſing, a Chriſtian Child. Which 
prov'd a Caſe of ſuch Difficulty, that the Po/tea was 
thought proper to be return'd into Parliament; and 
cou'd'nt even there be determin'd : the Matter ap- 
pearing, at laſt, to be of Spiritual Cogniſance. 

The Caſe was this. As a Boy, of five Years old. 

was playing in the Street, ſeveral ers ſeiꝝ d, and 
convey'd him to the Houſe of the aforeſaid Jacob; 
where they kept him a Day and a Night; and then 
binding his Eyes with a Napkin, cut off his Foresꝶin, 
which they put into a Baſon, and cover'd with Sand; 
after which, blowing the Sand with their Mouths, 
till they found it again, (the Perſon, who firſt diſ- 
cover'd it being call'd Junnepin, ) the Boy, from him, 
was order'd to tie call'd Jurnepin, and declar'd a Fer. 
Upon Trial of the Fact, (beſides the Boy's own Evi- 
dence,) the Arch- Deacon of Norw:ch's Official, to- 
_ gether with a great Number of Prieſts, depos'd on 
Oath, 
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Oath, that they ſaw the Boy preſently after his Cir- 

cumciſion; and that his Member was very much 

ſwoln, and bloody. And one Maud likewiſe depos'd, 

that, after the Boy was taken Home again, ſeveral 

eus came to her, and bade her have a care how 

5 gave him any Sins Fleſh to eat, for he was a 
ew. 

But, tho' all this was allow'd, the Difficulty of the 
Cale ſeems to have been this. The Indictment, as 
appears from the Record, was not brought till four 
Tears after the Fa& committed, and when the Skin, 
by ſome Art or other, had been made to grow again; 
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(which, Celſus tells us, is practicable in young Per- 


{ons. And the 4po/le alludes to 1. Cor. 7. 18. Us 
any Man call d, being Circumcisd, let him not be- 
come Uncircumcis'd.) Now ſuppoſing that Originaly

it might have been judg'd Mayhem: yet fince no 


Member, or Part of one, was wanting, at the Time 
of Proſecution; much might be {aid on both Sides, 
whether it was hen ſuch a Felony as was laid in the 
Indictment, or not. The Matter therefore appear- 
ing doubtful; and the Biſbops proteſting, that, as 
Baptiſm and Circumciſion were Matters of Faith, 
the Cauſe ought to be tried in heir Courts, the Par- 
liament conſented to part with it. 

But for fear I may have been a bad Reporter, the 
Reader will do well to peruſe the whole Record, him- 


ſelf; which, if he can away with a little bad Latin 


and French, will much delight him.

The Cauſe therefore, being thus diſmiſs'd from 
Parliament, came to a freſh Hearing, before Wil. 
lam de Ralegh, Biſhop of Norawich; who ſoon con- 
demn'd four of the Criminals to be drawn at a Horſe's 
Tail, and hang'd*. r Mare, 

From whence we may obſerve how ſtrangely the 
Law is alter'd, ſince the Days of our Forefathers : 
it being now as highly Criminal in a Chri/tzan Bi- 
ſhop, to Hang a Jeu, as it is for a 7er to Circum- 
ciſe a Chriſtian. Whether or no it be for the Ad- 
vantage of the Commomuealih to have it fo, I ſhall 
not preſume to determine: But this I will venture 
to affirm, that, were the Puniſhment of Infadels and 
Hereticks, left to run in the antient Eccleſiaſtical 
Channel, we ſhou'd not complain of ſuch Tediouſ- 
neſs in the Proceſs, as the Temporal Courts think 
fit to practice. 5 
Ilt ſeems, the Citizens of Norwich, upon this Occa- 
ſion, fir d the Fexves Houſes. For in Nacit. 18. H. 3. 
rot. 27. in dor ſo, there is a Complaint of the Citi- 
zens of Norwich againſt the SHeriſf of Norfolk, for 

entring their Liberties, beating their Servants, and 

aſſiſting the Jews; who 7u/zz7ed; becauſe the Ci- 
tizens had fir d the Zexves Houſes. Which Buſineſs 
was debated before the King, at Bromholme; where 
the Sheriff proving his Juſtification, and that the 


baylitf 
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Baylißs of the Town had made no Inquiſition con- 
cerning the Burning, as they were obligd to do by 
Office, they were fined fifty Marks. 

But before this Circumciſion came to be try'd at 
Norwich, the eus ſeem to have behav'd as ill in 
Northumberland, For the King, upon Petition of 
the Inhabitants of Nexwcaj/le, granted them the fol- 


lowing Privilege, that no 7e ſhou'd ever reſide 
amongſt them.

I can't ſay what the particular Offences were, for 
which this Grant was defir'd ; but, let their Miſde- 
meanours be what they will, the Juſtices who were 
{et over them, ſeem'd reſoly'd to keep them in Coun- 
tenance. For in the Plea Rolls, of the ſame Year, 
we meet with ſeveral Complaints and Inquiſit ions, 
concerning the Bribery and Corruption of Peter de 
Rivallis, Stephen de Segrave, and Robert de Paſſe- 
leu, Juſtices of the Jews: againſt whom Simon, Ci- 
rographarins Judæorum, petit Literas. The Event 
of which was, that Peter de Rivallis was depos'd from 
his Office and oblig'd to ſurrender totum Foreftarium 


ſuum, 
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fuum, or Juſticeſhip of the Foreſt; and Robert de HED 
Paſſelerw was alſo remov'd: of which the Jus had wo 
Notice given them, by the Conſtable of the Dower, 
according to the King's Mandate.

This Office of Juſtice of the Jes, muſt needs 
have been very profitable, or it wou'd never have 
been accepted by two ſuch Men, as Rivallis and 
PaſJelew ;, both which, had been Treaſurers of the 
Kingdom; and known to have ſo much Influence 
over the K ing, that upon the Quarrel between him 
and his Barons, in the Year 1233, they were both 
excommunicated, as the chief Deverters of his Af. 
fection from his Natural Subjects“. 1 

The nineteenth Year of Aing Henry, which we 
are now about to leave, will detain you no longer, 
than to read, if you pleaſe, the t, Royal, Pro- 
clamation that was iſſud againſt Chriſtian Women's 
entring into Service with Jes.

The next Lear, the King keeping his Chriſtmas 
at Wincheſter, ſent out Writs to all his Arch-Bi ſbops, 
Biſhops, Barons, Abbots, and Priors, that, without 
any Excuſe, they ſhou'd meet him in Parliament, 
upon the Octaves of Epiphany, at WeSitminſter;, to 


treat upon Matters of the higheſt Conſequence *. Whi- e. 


the King's Secretary, ſtood up, and told them, he 
was commanded by the Ming to ſay, that howe- 
*yer ill His Majeſty might have behay'd himſelf 
ce hitherto, in being guided by Foreigners, He was 
_ Edetermin'd to be ſo zo longer; for they had cheat- 
*ed him of all his Money: and that therefore, as 
*heintended, for the Future, to have no other Coun- 
ce ſellors but his Natural born Subjects, he hoped 

* they would give him a Fre/b Supply. The Man- 
ner of raifing it, he ſaid, was to be left to themſelves: 
and tho' the King was very Neceſſitous in his private 
Circumſtances, He was willing, if they thought pro- 
per, that the Money rais'd ſhou'd be diſpos d of by 
their own Commiſſioners, to the Public Advan- 


tage. At which Speech the Barons being greatly 


ſurpris d, made Anſwer, that they had already given 
the King ſuch large Sums, without Receiving any

ther, when they were all come, William de Keele, 
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Return from him, either of good Government, or 
Affection, that they thought it inconfiſtent with 
their Honours to lay any further Tax upon the 
People, till they ſaw better Occaſion; and therefore 
deſird to be excus'd. 
But the King, who was not ſo eafily to be ſatiſ 

fy'd, infiſting upon the vaſt Expences he had been 
at lately, in Marrying his Siſter to the Emperor,” 
(whoſe Portion was three hundred thouſand Marks) 
as alſo from his own Marriage; and likewiſe, ſwear- 
ing to take their Advice in all Things for the Fu- 
ture, and forſake his Foreigners, they were prevail'd 
upon to grant him a Zhzr7:eth Part of all their Move- 
ables; and the Clergy did the ſame. But, as the 
Money, by Agreement, was not to be diſposd of 
without their Privity, and Conſent, and was, like- 
wiſe, to be depoſited in ſome Abbey, Caſtle, or other 
Place of Security, and not in His 8 the Ang, 
finding himſelf, in great Meaſure, diſappointed, was 
reſolv d to get Money, by ſome other Means, which 
he might call his , and laviſh away at Pleaſure. 
He therefore fell to work again, upon his e²iſd 
Mines, and extracted no leſs than ten thouſand Marks: 
from the immediate Payment whereof no Few was 
to be excus'd, but by the A7zg's eſpecial Taz? ; as 
this Record informs us.

ſettld but at ont hundred Pounds: of a Baron's Heir, 
for a whole Barony, at but one hundred Marks : and 
no more than one hundred Shiltings was to be paid 
for the Relief of a Knights Fee: All which were

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HEN. call'd the Antiqua, or accuſtom d Relieſs of the Ring- 
dom.) And the foremention'd Aaron of Tork, 
bort. agreed with the King, but a Year after, to pay him 
the annual Sum of one hundred Marks, during his 
Natural Life, to be free from Taxes. Which, con- 
ſidering the different Values of Money, is, I believe, 

as much as the richeſt Nobleman pays at preſent. 

Nay, ſo very great was the Wealth of this Man, 

that, as he himſelf ſolemnly ſwore to Matthew Pa- 
ris, the King had exacted from him, in the Space 
of ſeven Nears, full thirty thou ſaud Marks of Silver; 
and that he had paid the Queen, over and above, 
two hundred Marks of Cold: for the antient Duty,

b. . To leſſen the Odium of theſe Perſecutions, it 1s.

For the King directed Writs to 
the Shersffs of each County commanding them to re- 
turn before him, at Worceſter, upon Quinquageſi- 
ma Sunday, /ix of the richeſt Jews, from every 
Town; or e only, from ſuch Places where there 
were but few: to treat with Him as well concern- 
ing his on, as their Benefit; and threat'ning the 
Sheriffs, that, if they fail'd, he wou'd fo terribly 
handle them, that they ſhou'd remember it as long 
as they liy'd. | |

Great, no doubt, was the Surpriſe of theſe ah 
py Peop le, to find themſelves thus, all oF a ſudd 


made Counſellors to the King, after ſo many Years 
ſpent in Ignominious Servitude: I cou d almoſt think 
they beliey'd He was deſirous to become Yew him- 
ſelf; when they obſerv'd how little he regarded the 
Chriſtian Sabbath, by appointing it for their Day 
of Meeting. But, whatever ſangume Hopes 'this 
great Honour might have inſpir'd them with; when 
they came, poor Men, to underſtand no other Part 
of His Majeſty moſt gracious Speech, but that he

Did the Seriouſneſs of Hiſtory allow it, I wou'd 
remark upon this whole Tranſaction, that, what- 
ever Character the Court Barber might have in his 
Profeſſion, the s wou'd very readily grant, that 
the King himſelf was a cloſe Shaver. = 

But we ought not to omit taking Notice, that the 
King had, in Reality, ſome Occaſion, at this Time, 
to demand Money, both from his Chriſtian and 
Fewiſh Subjects. For the King of France had long 
uſurp'd from him the Provinces of Guyen, and Picton, 
which he had now an Opportunity of regaining, from 
an Invitation of the Inhabitants, who promis'd to 
return to their Obedience, if he wou'd come in Per- 
{on to aſſiſt them. As ſoon therefore as he cou'd 

get 
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zet in his Taxes, he loaded thirty Hogſheads with 
Silver, and ſet Sail for Nor mand), in the Beginni 
of May: taking along with him 2 Seen, Richard, 
Earl of Cormual, and ſeveral others of the Nobility, 
beſides three hundred Souldiers*. But, Fortune not 
- favouring his Defigns, he ſtaid in thoſe Parts not 
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much above a Lear. Let during that ſnort Abſence, 


(and notwithſtanding the Variety of Publick Bufineſs 
he was engag d in) he found Leaſure to attend Mat- 
ters of a Private Nature. For, being at Burdeauæ, 
he ſent Orders to the Archbiſbop of Tork, whom he 
had left Governour in Exg/and, and Walter de Can- 
zelupe, Biſhop of Worceſter, to find out ſome con- 
venient Place, for the well educating one Martin, 
a Zewiſh Convert, and to give him a Subfiſtance.

From whence it appears, that the Houſe lately 
founded for Conwerts in London, was full, and cou' d 


receive no more. To encreaſe, therefore, its Re- 


venues, another Writt was ſent, within two Months, 
from the ſame Place, to V. de Hævenſbal, and Ed- 
ward, the Son of Odo, commanding them to receive 
a hundred Pounds, from the Executors of Peter de 
Rupibus, late Biſhop of Vincheſter; Ad Terras m_ 
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ad opus Converſorum, Lond. ad ſuſtentationem 
dem: and to lay out the Money before Mid- 
ſummer.

This Biſhop is celebrated for his many Charitable 
Legacies; but, in leaving a hundred Pounds, to the 
Jewiſh Converts, J am afraid he little thought of 
encouraging publick Decypherers. Yet we ſhall ſoon 
ſee, that the fooliſh People of London, apply'd to 
Them, under that Character. For, preſently after 
this, a young Child being dug up, in St. Benets Church- 
yard, (having ſeveral imaginary Inſcriptions, upon 
the Body of it,) the Converts, from the Hoſprtal, 
were ſent for in all Haſt, to interpret them. 

But the Story being ſomething tedious, in Mat- 
ther Paris, (yet not to be paſs'd over, for ſeveral 
Reaſons,) I muſt beg Leave of the Reader, to give 
it him, in Maſter Prynne's Tranſlation of it; whoſe 
Stile is much more ſuitable to the Solemniiy of ſuch

And when as thoſe Converts were brought, to read 

**thoſe Things that were inſcrib'd, and ſtudy'd that 
they might perfectly read them, they found the 
Letters deform'd, and now not legible, being ma- 
**ny Ways diſorder'd, and toſs'd up and down by 


** Reaſon of the Extenſion and Contraction of the 


**Skin and Fleſh. But they found the Name of the 
Father and Mother of the little Child, ſuppreſſing 
their Surnames, and that the Child was ſold to the 
Je aus, but to whom, or to what End, they could

Ihe Story, in all it's Circumſtances, contains ſome- 
thing very extraordinary: but that which to me, ap-

The Ang being, by this Time, returnd into Eng- 
land, and calling upon the Parliament, ſtill, for more

Hitherto, I have been able to find ſome Colour, 
in Hiſtory, for the rapacious Dealings of this Prince: 
but for the next three Years of his Reign, in which 

Time he levied a further Talliage upon the Fervs, 
od, of /axty thouſand Marks*; as his Proceedings were 
. A. out of all Reaſon, I ſhall leave them without any 
n Excuſe; and proceed to conſider, by what poſſible 

Ways and Means, thoſe prodigious Sums cou'd be 

got together by ſuch a Handful of People, as the 
exws were, with Reſpect to the whole Nation. 


Their 7raffick, and Merchandiſe, was, unqueſtion- 
ably, very great; from their Univerſal Correſpan- 
dance with their Brethren, in foreign Parts, as was 
before obſery'd. But Perſons experienc'd in thoſe 
Matters, will readily anſwer, that the /arge/? Gains 

of that Sort, cou'd never be a Fund proportionable 
to ſuch immoderatèe Expences. Yet if we conſider, 


that 
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that they Tere the tolerated Ufurers, through- 
out the King's whole 


and we may very well account for their prodigious 
Riches. 


That they were ſo, we are ſure of: becauſe Chri- 
ſtiaus were forbidden all Kinds of Uſury, both by the 


The Fact is too notorious to need any Proof. And 
that the Jes, notwithſtanding, were permitted to 
practice it, is equaly certain. For my Lord Coke 
ſays, that no Uſury was permitted, but to the Jens 
only; and therefore is of Opinion, that the Statute 


of Merton ', fo far as it relates to Uſury, was chief- gez.

ly provided againſt hem; as was alſo the Statute 
de Fudaiſmo;, which expreſsly ſays, that no Few, 
hereafter, ſhall take Ought for Uſury, and thereby 
plainly proves, that they might do it, heretofore. 
In vain, therefore, does Prynne, in his Demur- 
rer, pretend to argue againſt that Reverend Fudge, 
by proving that U/ury was equaly unlawful, both to 
Few and Chriſtian : for unleſs he could prove, that 
nothing unlawful might be permitted, he might as 


well ſay nothing; for all, which that great Lawyer 


contends for, is, that the us were permitted U- 


ſury, which Chriſtians never were. Which Fer- 
miſſion, likewiſe, together with a continu'd Practice 
of it, cannot be more clearly proy'd, than from ſe- 
veral of thoſe Records which I have already quoted, 
concerning them, and their Debtors. 

And, if this fingle Conſideration of their being She 
ſole Uſurers of the Kingdom, will ſo readily account 
for all their Wealth, ſuppoſing only ſuch common

Common, and Eccleſiaſtical Laws, of thoſe Days. 
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HEN. Intereſt as is now lawful amongſt Chriſtians; what

to believe they did. For when, at this very Time, 
the poor Scholars of Oxford petition'd the King againft

Add to this, that the current Coin of the Nation 
was nothing near ſo much, in thoſe Days, as it is 
at preſent; whereby People's Neceſſities for it, to 
carry on even their common Buſineſs, was much 
greater, and occaſion d more Borrowers. For tho 
J lately mention d, that the MVng carry d over with 
him into Nor mandy thirty Hog ſheads of Money, we 
muſt not, therefore, inferr, that it was very plen- 
zy: for a little Money, at that Time, took up a great 
deal of Room: there being as yet, no Go at all 
coin'd in the Kingdom, nor any Silver, above the 
Intrinfick Value of a modern Groat; the Pieces of 

which Size were call d Eaſterlings, or Pennys. Our 
l, ef L4ntiquarians', indeed, tell us that the Britiſb, and 
dl, 5: Sakon Princes were us' d to coin Gold; and I believe 
they did: but never in ſuch Quantitys as to be more 
common, even in the Conquerors Time, than Me- 


dals. 
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dals. And, I think, there is not any Foreign Gold HEN.

Coin taken notice of, in the Accompts of theſe + 


Times, except the Bezant, which muſt likewiſe have 
been very ſmall, from the Value * of it. FS 


But, when I ſaid the Jes were the /ole Uſurers 
of the Kingdom, I meant to have excepted the Pops : 
for he, indeed, was wont to carry on that infamous 
Trade, in ſuch a ſhameful Manner, by the Help of 
ſeveral Italian Merchants, call'd Caurſini, that the 
Jeus themſelves might have profited by His Ex- 
ample. For tho' according to the /{r:&, and Legal, 
Acceptation of the Word, his Contracts were not 
Uſurions, yet the Effefs of them were the moſt un- 
heard of Uſ/ury. His Method was this: if a Perſon 
wanted a Summ of Money, which he cou'd not re- 
pay, under /ix Months; He wou'd lend it him for 
three, without any Intereſt at all; and then Cove- 
nant to receive /zvety per Cent. for every Month 
afterwards, that it ſhou'd remain unpaid. Now, in 
this Caſe, ſaid he, I am no Uſarer: for I lent my 
Money, abſolutely; without Intereſt; and what I 
was to receive afterwards was a Contingency, that 
might be defeated. A Bond of this Kind, which 
ſurpaſſes every Thing of Modern Invention, is tranſ- 
mitted to us by Matthew Paris: and as our Law- rds. 
vers, by this Time, have, very probably, forgot their

The Remarks upon this Bond by Paris himſelf 
are ſufficient.

The 
Evil Spirits Wetraton and Sandalipon were call'd 
upon to torment him: Gout, Palſy, Stone, Cholick 
and Fever, were wih'd to ſeize him: The Earth 
was bid to ſwallow him: and, in ſhort, no Impre- 
cation was omitted, that cou'd hurt him: and after 
all, he was to pay a large Summ of Money, which, 
you muſt likewiſe take Notice, the King reſerv'd for 
Himſelf. 

There is, indeed, a Story in Matthew Paris, be- 
longing to this laſt Year, of a Few, the Virgin Ma- 
ry, and a Houſe of Office, which I wou'd gladly have 
paſt over, on Account of Decency; but for Fear ſome 
Sort of Readers may term it Partiality, J muſt in- 
ſert it. (begging Leave of Ma/ter Prynne, once more, 
to borrow His [rar/lation.) You muſt know then, 
There was a certain rich %, having his Abode

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e and Houſe at Berkhamſtede and Wallingford, (A. HEN. 
* braham in Name, not in Faith,) who was very dear, 
**to Earl Richard, and had a very beautyful Wife, 
* and faithful to him, nam'd Flora. This e, that

*caus'd the Image of the Virgin Mary, decently 
*carv'd and painted, as the Manner is, holding her 
Son in her Boſom, to be plac'd in his Houſe of O 
**xce; and which is a great Shame and Ignominy to 
**expreſs, Blaſpheming the Image it ſelf, as if it had 
** been the very Virgin her ſelf, threw his moſt fil- 
„thy and not to be nam'd Excrements upon her, 
* Days and Nights; and commanded his Wife to do 
the like. Which when his Wife ſaw, after ſome 
** Days ſhe griev'd at it, by Reaſon of her Sex; and 
s paſſing by ſecretly, wip'd off the Filth from the 
* Face of the Image moſt filthily defild. Which 
* when the 7e her Husband had fully found out, 
he therefore privily and impiouſly ſtrangled the 
** Woman her ſelf, though his Wife 3 * 
Ihe End of the Story is, he was, ſoon after, con- v 
victed of the Fact, and ſentenc'd to perpetual Impri- 
ſonment: but afterwards Pardon'd, at the Interceſ- 
ſion of Earl Richard, upon Payment of ſeven hun- 
dred Marks. 
But while he remain'd in the Tower, ſolliciting 
his Enlargement, it ſeems, he was accusd, by hzs 
brethren, of ſeveral other Crimes, (in particular of 
Clipping the King's Coin,) for which, they ſaid, he 
deſerv'd Death. And ſo earneſt were they in his 
Proſecution, that they profer'd the Earl a thouſand 
Marks, to withdraw his Protection from him; but

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HEN. to no Purpoſe : he wou'd not part with his Favou- 
rite. 

Yet, whatever fair Appearance this Proſecution 
by his Brethren might carry along with it, as if they 
defir'd no more than to clear the Reputation of their 
Community, by removing ſuch a Scandalous Mem- 
ber of it; the Truth of the Story ſeems to be, that, 
as he was a powerful and leading Man amongſt them, 
and thereby privy to all their Secrets, they were 
afraid that, ſometime or other, he might have been 
prevail'd upon by his Friend Earl Richard, to make 
ſuch Diſcoveries as might be univerſaly prejudicial 
to them, and therefore, ſince they had gotten him 

in — they thought it adviſable to take away his 
Life. 

I hwou'd upon no Account endeayour to encreaſe 
thoſe malicious Storys, which, I am ſatisfy d, have, 
for the moſt Part, without any Reaſon, been forg'd 
againſt this unhappy People: But, as I profeſs to 
write their Hiſtory inpartiaiy, I cannot but ſay their 
Behaviour, in this Cafe, againſt their Brother, ſeems 
to have had ſome ſuch unwarrantable Foundation. 
For one of the Offers he made the King, while in 
Priſon, was, that if He wou'd grant him his Liberty, 
he wou'd prove all the %s in Euglaud to have been 
rente, moſt wicked Traytors'. He might poſſibly, like other 
Priſoners, have pretended Plots, and Conſpiracies, 
which never ſubſiſted but in his own Imagination; 

but, fince he threat'ned to make ſuch Diſcovery, and 

was thereupon endeavour'd to be taken out of the 
Way, by thoſe whom he complain'd againſt, I think 
there is ſome Reaſon to ſuſpect, that their Cuilt was

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the Occaſion of it. And That he actualy did make 
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fome ſuch Diſcovery, is highly probable: for, ſoon cv 


after his being releas'd from the Tower, Writts of 
Inquifition were directed to the Juſtices of the Fervs, 
commanding them to ſearch after all their Eftates, 
throughout the whole Kingdom, which had been 


conceal'd from the King's Knowledge; as the fol- 
lowing Record teſtifyes.

In which Search they were much aſſiſted, by the 
Informations of a bold, mercyleſs Ruffian; who, tho 
he was a 7e himſelf, contributed a great deal to 
the Rigour of the Inquiſition, by threat' ning the 
Perſons who made the /zventorys, that he wou'd 
complain of them to the Ming, for being too mild, 
and partial; aſſuring them, that if never ſo ſtrict 
an Eſtimate were made of their Riches, it wou'd 
fall ſhort of Truth: ſo many Arts, he ſaid, they had 
to diſguiſe, and conceal them. 

But to ballance the Misfortunes of this Year, the 
Fes met with ſome {ſmall Cauſe of Triumph: for 
the Aing pretending to be touch'd in Conſcience, for 
{uffermg the Caurſini to continue their Uſurious Pra- 
ctices, ſo long as to be able to purchaſe moſt of the 
great Houſes in London, infiſted upon it that they 

were Hereticks, and Traytors; and therefore ord * 
3 18 
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HEN. his Officers to proſecute them, with the utmoſt R1- 
Sv gour. But they boldly pleading that they were the 
Pope's Servants, and by Him employ'd, and offer- 
ing likewiſe to pay down a large Summ of Money, 
receiv'd no other Puniſnment, than an Admonition 


to be ready, when the King ſhou'd next call for 


them. 


Yet not ſo good was the Fortune of Philip Lovell, 
one of the Juſtices of the Fewws: for, he being this 
Year, convicted of taking Plate, and ſeveral other 
valuable Bribes, in Order to skreen them from the 
laſt Talliage, was not only oblig'd to pay a large Fine, 

„„ but alſo loſt his Office. 
Pone Seram : Cohibe. Sed quis cuſtodiet ipſos 
Cuſtodes? 

My Author infinuates, that his Crimes, of that 

Nature, were ſo Heinous, that, had not John Man- 
el, a Favourite of the King's, prov'd his faſt Friend, 
it had gone much harder with him. 

This Manſel was a Clergy- man having, at one Time, 


all the following Preferrments. King's Chaplain, Pri. 


vy Counſellor, Embaſſador into Spain, Par fon of Maid- 
ſton in Kent, Parſon of Wigan in Lancaſhire, Chan- 
cellor of St. Paul's, Maſter of Beverhe in Torkſhire, 

: nw: and Chief Juſtice of England. 
. And if the es receiv'd any Satisfaction, from 


theſe Failings that were diſcover'd in the Caur ſini, 


and their own Governors; their Triumph, I ſuppoſe, 

was not a little augmented, by an Indictment pre- 
ferr'd, ſoon after this, againſt a c Convert, for 

; cat: a Rape, and other Miſdemeanours®: as likewiſe from 
the Trial of another of their 7a/tices, (it was nr 
6 
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de la Hoo) who was convicted of putting his Seal 
to a falſe Charter; for which he was degraded, and 
fin d four Marks of G. = 
But, ſoon, alaſs! was their Joy turn de to Mourn- 
ing, and their Harps hung upon the Willows. For 
the King, having again waiſted all his Money, upon 
that Swarm of Foreigners, which he ſtill kept about 
him, caus'd a Rumour to be ſpread of ſome ſudden 
Invaſion from Spain: whereupon, the Parhament 
was ſummon'd in all Haſt, and great Summs demand- 
ed for Defence of the Kingdom. But the Barons, 
ſeeing thro' his Device, told him plainly they be- 
liev'd nothing of the Story; as ſoon as there was 
any Likelyhood of War,they wou'd provide all Things 
neceflary againſt it; but, for the Preſent, didn't care 
to divide their Subſtance with Foreigners. 

The King therefore parting from them in a Fury, 
comnuſſion'd his Brother, Earl Richard, to raiſe 
what Money he wanted, upon the ee. Which 
as he punctualy endeavour'd to execute, theſe un- 
happy People were driven to ſuch Deſpair, as to re- 
{olve, one and all, to depart the Country; and there-

fore deputed Elias, one of their Senior Rabbies, tos * *: 


acquaint the Earl, that, (as they plainly perceiv'd 
their utter Deſt ruction wou'd be inevitable, if they 
ſtaid any longer in England,) they humbly beſought 
the King for Leave to go away; aſſuring him, that, 
were it in their Power, his Demands thou'd no ſooner 
be made, than ſatisfy d; but, that, as Matters were 
with them at Preſent, they cou'd not poſſibly ſup- 
ply him, tho' they ſhou'd ſell their Skins: for, by 
his Connivance at the Caunſini, and ſome of his own 
private 
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'vF TY HEN. private Bankers, their Trade had been ſo far ruin'd, 


AL as not to yield them a Subfiſtence. At the End of 
which Speech, (it being deliver'd with great Con- 
cern, and Vehemence,) the poor old Man fainted, 
_ was with ſome Difficulty brought again to him- 
{elf. 
Upon which, the Earl, prudently confidering that 
their Removal was no Ways confiſtent with the A7zg's 
Affairs at Preſent, (who had rather get Little by 
them than Nothing, ) pretended to be very much 
their Friend; and anſwer'd, that the Ming his Bro- 
ther was their loving Prince, and ready at all Times 
to oblige them; but, in this Matter cou'd not grant 
their Requeſt: becauſe the King of France had late- 
ly publiſh'd a ſevere Edict againſt Ze2vs, and no other 
Chriſtian Country wou'd receive them; by which 
Means they wou'd be expos'd to fuch Hardſhips and 
Difficultys, as wou'd much afflict the Ming, who had 
always been tender of their Welfare. In ſhort, they 
rais'd what Money they cou'd, and the Xing, for 

this once, was contented to take it. 
Yet, notwithſtanding ſuch manifeſt Deſolation, this 
loving Prince call'd upon them again the very next 
Year; and when they preſum'd to remonſtrate, and 
again beg d Leave to depart, they cou'd obtain no- 
thing further than the following Royal Declaration. 
*It is no Marvel if I covet Money; it is an hor-

** ſhou'd ſay three, I ſhou'd not exceed the Bounds of 
Truth. IT am deceiv'd on every Side. Jam a mm,

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ce and abridg'd King; yea now. but a halfed King; HEN. 
For having made a certain Eſtimate of the Ex- 
**pences of my Rents, the Summ of the annual Rent 
* of Edward my Son amounts to above fiveteen thou- 
*ſand Marks. There is therefore a Neceſſity for 


nie to live of the Money gotten from what Place 
* ſoever, and from whomſoever, and by what Means 
**{oever”. Therefore, as Mr. Prynne continues to 
expreſs it, being made another Titus, or Veſpaſian, 
he ſold the 7e, for ſome Years, to Earl Richard, 
his Brother; that thoſe whom the Ming had exco- 
riated, He might evi/cerate.

Yet, I have been inform'd that a late Writer of 
no little Note has flatly contradi&ed this Story ; 
and, indeed, the Judicious Mon/reur Raprn' ſays, .

** moſt be ſure it was a Calumny invented by their 
Enemies. And the ers themſelves not only de- 
ny this Story, but all others of the like Kind.

What particular Honours were paid to the Body 
of this Infant Saint, by the Canons of Lincoln, are 
no where remember'd: But a very good Judge of 
Auntiquities, and all other Parts of polite Learning,

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imagines that he diſcover” d His Tomb laſt Summer, 
in the Cathedral, after it had been ſcarce taken No- 


tice of for ſeveral hundred Years. The following 
Account of which Matter was communicated to me 
by the Favour of the R.. and Learned Mr. Fancis 
Wiſe, Fellow of Trinity College in Oxford. 


Some Account of an Ancient Monument in L1Xx- 
COLN CATHEDRAL. By Smart Lethieullier E/q. 


In the Ile on the South Side the Choir at Lincoln, 
there are the Ruins of an Ancient Shrine or Monu- 
ment built with Stone, which ſeems to have been 
painted and adorn'd with Sculpture, but 1s now ſo 
much defacd that ſcarce any Idea can be form'd of 
its primitive Structure. 

This 1s vulgarly call d the Shrine of S.. Hugh; but 
little Notice, or farther Enquiry, has for many Years 
been employ'd about it. 

In the Lord Hatton's Library there is a Collection 
of Drawings of all the ancient Monuments in this 
Cathedral, taken by Order of Sr. William Dugdale 
Ab. 1642, where many of the Braſs Plates, and other 
Antiquities, are happyly preſerv'd, which ſoon after 
felt the Rage of thoſe Civil Difſentions that enſu'd. 

From a Drawing in that Collection it is J ſuppoſe 
( for he has left his Readers to gueſs where) That 
Dr. Szukeley in his Itinerarium Curioſum has given 
a Print of the foremention'd Monument, as entire, 
and call'd it THE SHRINE oF ST. HUGH, THE BUR- 

GUNDIAN BISHOP OF THIS SEE. 
Mr. Willis in his Hiſtory of this Cathedral has 
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HEN. likewiſe call'd it the Shrine of ST. HuGn THE Bf- 
AL SHOP, but, (as he has fince inform'd me) upon the 


Doctor's Authority only. 

Having paſs'd ſome Days at Lincoln during this 
laſt Summer 1736, and taken a particular View of 
the many Remains of Antiquity it can ſhew, and al- 
ſo thoroughly examin'd it's truly venerable & grand 
Cathedral, I imagine I found ſufficient Reaſon to 
diſſent from the two foremention'd Gentlemen; and 
ſhall endeavour to prove, that this Monument was 
never erected in Memory of St. Hugh the Biſhop, 
but plac'd as a Shrine dedicated to a remarkable Saint 
of that Name; I mean ThE Boy HuGn Crucifyd 
by the Zexvs dwelling in this City An. 1255. the 40. 
of King Henry the 3*. whoſe Murder was by that 
Age eſteem d a Martyrdom, and his Sufferings a ſuf- 
ficient Title to be regiſter d among the Saints in their 
Kalendar. - 

The Story of Sz. Hugh the Biſhop of this Church 
is well known to every one who is converſant with 
our Eccle/ra/tical Hiſtorians. His Sanctity of Life, 
and Munificence to his Church (a Part of which He 
entirely new built) raisd the higheſt Veneration of 
Him whilſt living, and procur'd Him Canonization 
after Death. Nor did two A7ngs viz. John of Eng- 


land, and William of Scotland, think it beneath their 


Dignity to aſſiſt in carrying his Corps to its laſt Re- 
pofitory. This we are aſſur' d was at the Eaſt End 
of the Church, in the Part He had new built, juſt 
behind the High Altar. There a Shrine rected 
over Him, and dayly Devotion pay'd, ci he Re- 
formation put a Period to ſuch miſtaken Zeal. 

In 
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In the Archives belonging to this Church, T was HEN: | 

ſhewn an original Inventory of the Riches transfer d i 
from hence to Henry VIII“. Exchequer, among i 
which, was the Shrine of this Sr. Hugh, there ſaid 
to be of Gold; and no Doubt, at the ſame Time the 
Canopy, and Rails, with whatever elſe belong'd to 
it, was remov'd out of the Church, tho the Marks 
of them remain viſible on the Pavement and againſt 
the adjoyning Pillar to this Day. 

In the ſame Place, his worthy Succeſſor B:/hop- 
Fuller, a great Reſtorer of the decay'd Antiquities 
of his Church, erected a neat Table Tomb of Mar- 
ble, with an Inſcription in Memory of Him, already 
printed by Mr. Willis. 

The true Situation of Sz. Hugh the Biſhop's Shrine, 
being thus aſcertain'd, and there being, I believe, no 
Inſtance of 22% Shrines exiſting in the ſame Church, 
dedicated to one and the ſame Saint, we may ſafely 
conclude that the Shrine in the South Iſie was not 
intended for this St. Hugh, | viz: he Bargundian 
Biſhop. | 

I ſhall therefore now proceed to my Reaſons for 
aſcribing the foremention'd Shrine to the Boy Sr. 
HUGH.

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HEN. the Tradition was not holy loſt of this | Tomb in 
u Diſpute ] having been the Shrine of the Crucify'd 


Boy. But what farther confirm'd me in it, was the 
Statue of a Boy in Free-Stone (formerly painted ) 
about 30. Inches high, in the Attitude of one who 


had ſuffer'd that Death, the Wounds in the Hands 


and Feet, and hikew1ſe that in the Side, with Blood 
painted as iſſuing from it, are all very vifible; there 


is a Cloth wound about the Middle, and a Sort of 


Mantle hanging on the Shoulders; the Left Hand 
is plac'd a little below the Breaſt, and the Right 
elevated, with the tuo Fore Fingers extended in the 


uſual Poſture of Benediction. The whole Shape of 


the Body plainly demonſtrates that it was the Sta- 
tue of a Child, tho the Head is broke off, moſt pro- 
bably at the fame Time when almoſt every Statue 
in this Church felt That Effect, of Ignorance and Zeal. 
This Statue from conſtant Tradition they affirm, 
once ſtood on the foremention d Shrine in the South 
Iſle, but upon its Removal from thence was ſet by 
in a dark Paſſage behind the High Altar, where I 
found it, long cover'd with Duſt and Obſcurity. 
From the foremention'd Drawing in the Lord Haz- 
ton's Library, it is plain this Statue was remov'd be- 


fore the Devaſtations committed by Oliver's Soldiers; 


I am inclind to think it was done in Henry the 
VIII”. Time, purſuant to an Order 1 have ſeen for 


removing all Cauſes of Idolatry or Superſtition out 


of this Church; but the Materials not being worth 
tranſmitting to the Kings Exchequer, it was {et aſide 


in the By Place where 1 it now remains, a Monument 
of its original Intent. 
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I hope 1 ſhall be pardond for dwelling ſo long on 

an Affair which may to ſome ſeem trivial, but I 
thought worthy Notice, as reſcuing an ancient Mo: 
nument from Miſrepreſentations, and producing a 


farther Evidence in a controverted Point of our En- 
giſh Hiſtory, —— — 


Thus far this worthy Gentleman. And I muſt 


own my ſelf much oblig'd to him, for ſo Critical a 


Diſſertation upon a Point that ſo nearly concerns my 
Subject. But as he has help'd me to clear up this 
Matter a little farther, my ſelf, by letting me know 
where I might ſee a true Draught of this Tomb, I 
think the leaſt Return I can make, 1s to acquaint 
him with my on Opinion of the Caſe; tho I am 
afraid it is not right, ſince it unhappyly differs from 
His; and my Objections are ſo very obvious, that, 
were they realy Objections, I believe he wou'd have 
taken Notice of them Himſelf. 


My own Opinion, then, is, that this Tomb in Diſ- 
pute, does neither belong to the Boy, nor to the Bi- 


op. 

My Reaſon is, that upon viewing it as it ſtands 
in Dr. Stuſteley, (without either Image or Inſcription,) 
we find four Shields, or Eſcuteheous plac d in a Rowe, 
charg d, alternately, with the Arms of England and 
France Impaled, and the Arms of Euglaud by them- 
ſelves. 5 


Now, what Relation have theſe Arms either to 


the HBiſhop, or the Boy? 
They were plac'd there to denote, that the 7omb 


was erected by Order, or at the Charge of thoſe Per- 
ſons to whom the {rms belong d. By 
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By no Means. — Such a Device had been too 


I confeſs, indeed, that upon any other Place than 
a Sepulchral Monument the Thing is frequently done: 
but in ſuch a Caſe as this, I believe there is no In- 
ſtance of it. For Weaver and all other Authors who 
treat of Tombs, whenever they meet with one with- 
out Figure or Epitaph, conſtantly affirm it to belong 
to ſuch, or ſuch a Perſon; becauſe it bears this or 
that Coat of Arms. 

Beſides, I wou'd beg Leave to lay {ome Streſs up- 
on the Alternate Bearings. For had the Arms been 
plac'd there to ſignify only at whoſe Expence the 
Tomb was erected, there had been no Need of any 
ſuch Yariation: for whether it was done by a Ba- 
ron or Femme, either of em had a Right to conti- 
nue the Impalement thro' all the four Shields. 

But in Funeral or Sepulchral Caſes it is otherwiſe. 
For by the Rules of Heraldry, if either Perſon 1s 
alive to whom ſuch an Impalement belongs, the Per- 
ſon that is dead muſt always have His, or Her, own 


ſingle Coat Marſhal'd alternately with the Ynpal d 


Coats, (if there be more E/cutcheons than one,) to 
diſtinguiſh the Surviuour. Or if they are Both dead, 


ill ſuch a Variation is obſerv'd, to ſhew for which 


Perſon only, the Monument is erected. 
The Arms, indeed, will well enough agree with 


the Chronology either of the Boy or the Biſbop; for 


fince the French Arms are Impaled, and not Quar- 
terd with the Arms of England, we are ſure this 
Tomb muſt have been more early than the Begin- 
ning of Edward the third. And the Antiquity of

it is likewiſe proy'd from the Heurs de Lis being

But if, notwithſtanding theſe ſeeming Objections 
of mine, the Tomb ſhall „ be adjudgd, by more 
knowing Antiquarys, to belong either to the Biſhop 
or the Boy, I think Mr. Lethieullier's Opinion, by 
much, the moſt probable: tho I find Dr. Szukeley 
and Mr. Millis ſupported in theirs by the Concur- 
rency of Biſbop Sanderſon *. 

But to return to more certain Hiſtory. Soon after 
the Mortgageing of the eus to Earl Richard as be- 
fore mention'd, He was elected King of the Romans; 
and then, as if Kingship had infected him with 2/2 
Nature, he became almoſt as cruel to 'em as his 
Brother had been before him; not allowing them

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dulgence. For the Prelates, at this Time, com- 
plain'd that when any Jeu was proſecuted in 7herr 


ſtriking a Clerk, Sacriledge, Adultery, or the like: 
the A7ng's Courts wou'd immediately ſend a Pyohibi- 
tion, under Pretence that they had proper Judges 
of therr own, who might, and ought to have Cogni- 
ſance of ſuch Matters. And when they were remit- 
ted to thoſe Judges, they were conſtantly acquitted, 
if they did but deny the Fact, and cou'd get a Chr:- 


ftian and a Jew to affirm their Innocency : for no 


Oath was ever adminiſter'd either to the Criminal 
or his Witneſs; nor was the Proſecutor ſo much as 
allow'd to prove his Accuſation. .

This, indeed, was a very 50d Conſtitution, and HEN. 
in plain Defiance of the G Lau-; but we muſt cw 
remember, that at the Time of publiſhing it, the 
King was 1n open War with his Barons, and the Arch ö 
biſhop no leſs a Perſon than the Queen s Uncle, and 
Brother to Peter, Earl of Savoy. But how to re- 
concile it with the Apoſile's Præcept, JUDGE NOT 
THOSE THAT ARE WITHOUT, will be more difficult. 

And beſides theſe Indulgencics complain'd of, /ome 
Jeus were ſo fortunate as to be skreen'd even in Ma- 
ney-Matters, by the higheſt Interceſſion. Thus Cre/- 

, and two other Jews, of London, were excusd 
from Taxes, for five Years, at the Req ueſt of he 
Kung of the Romans, Pat. 41. H. 3. par. I. m. 8. And, 
the ſame Year, Jacob C: — — 1 Son Benedict, 
were di/charg'd from Tallzage, during their joynt 
Lives, and the Survivour of them, at he Deſire of 
the Queen. Thid. m. 3. And, two Years after, we 
find the King reſtoreing one Enanuel, the Son of E- 
lias, to the Poſſeſſion of two Bonds Which he had 
forfeited, at the Inſtance of Alphonſo King of Caſtile. 
So that during their Subjection to the Earl, we find 
their Circumſtances not altogether ſo deplorable as 
they had been: tho'the Azzg, about this Time, (to 
Sts his, Couucel) gave a 22 Sanction to Arch- 
biſhop Langzon's Conſtitutions, formerly publiſh'd; 
and added ſome farther Hardſhips of his own. The

but (not being able to ſtay for the Exchange ) he 
commanded them afterwards, to ſend him, forth- 
with, /uch Money as they had, to his Wardrobe.

AD EMENDUM Au RUM is an Order that fre- 
quently occurs in theſe early Records. We meet 
with it, particularly, in Roz. fin. 33. H. 3. m. 7. Ad 
Aurum Regi inde emendum | ſpeaking of Silver Mo- 
ney paid into the Treaſury. | And more fully in 
Clan}. 3 5. H 3. m. 7. Mandatum eſt W. de Hover- 
hull, Theſaurario Regis, Edwardo de Weſtminſter, 
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& Philippo Lovel, quod de omnibus denariis de ſu- 
daiſmo provenientibus, AURUM, ad opus Regis, emi 
faciant. Which, Ibelieve, ſignifyes no more than, that 
whereas the common Coin of the Nation was all S:/- 
ver Pence, or Eaſterlings, (which was very trou- 
bleſome for the King either to receive or pay, himſelf,) 
all ſuch Summs as were for the Privy Purſe, or to 
paſs thro' his Hands, were to be turn'd into Gold 
Money; and as it was very ſcarce, the Officers were 
forcd to buy it like Bullion, or perhaps exchange it, 
at Diſcount. Matthew Paris ſeems to favour this 
Explanation, by telling us, that when the Jes paid 
their Ran ſom in the Year 1243, the Aing receiv'd all 
their God with his o Hands, but turn'd the S:/- 
ver over to his Officers. And, that even Foreign $S/- 
ver Coin usd to be ſo purchas'd, appears from this 
Entry: where we find Venetian, and Byzantine Mo- 
ney, Boue ht for the Ule of the Accomptants in the 
Exchequer.

But if this be not the true 
Meaning of it, I muſt confeſs my Ignorance; as al- 
ſo why, ( ſince it was ſo much wanted, ) no Go/d 
was coin'd in the Kingdom, till the Time of Edward 
the third; yet was Zhen done in ſuch a compleat, 
and beautiful Manner, that His Ro/e Noble even to 
this Day bears the Eſteem of a Medal. 


The next Thing we meet with this Year, is a Diſ-

But, what Privileges can be thought too great

Ring Edward expreſſes it, Nor ONLY ADORNS 

THE KINGDOM OF ENGLAND, but 1s OF SERVICE

Gladly wou'd I have ſuffer'd the Reader to reſt a 

little longer in theſe Delightful, Calm, Retreats of 

Wiſdom and Virtue; while I entertain'd him with 

that continu'd Series of Approbation, and Eucou- 

ragement, which they have met with, both from 

Prince and People, in all ſober Ages: But a grievous 

| MaſJacre of the Jews, now happening in London, 

obliges us to attend it. It was in the Year 1262, 

when the King refuſeing to ſtand to the Agreement, 
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HEN. lately made with his Barons at Oxford (under Pre- 
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HL tence that it was extorted from him,) withdrew in- 


to the Tower of London, and upon his threat'ning 
the Citizens for taking Part with his Enemies, the 
Barons ſaddenly enter'd the City, with great Forces, 
to their Aſſiſtance; and, (to keep them more ſtrong- 
ly in their Intereſt,) gratify'd them with the Slaugh- 
ter of ſeven hundred Jews at once: whole Houſes 
they firſt plunder'd, and then burnt their New Sy- 


 ragogue to the Ground. The Pretence for which

Cruelty was, that one of them had ſtricken, and 
wounded a Chriſtian, in Cole-Churcy, for refuſe- 
ing to pay more than 22s Pence a Week" for the 


Loan of 7wwenty Shillings. And, as the Example of 


the City of London will always be very powerful, 
the Citizens of Canterbury began to inſult the 7s 
at the ſame Time. But before they had done them 
any great Damage, the Ag ſtopp'd their Violence, 
by the following Commiſſion granted to Walter de 
Ber ted.

his own Diſpoſal. For the poor Wretches were non 
transferr'd again, and made over, by Deed, to his 
Son, Prince Edavard, with the new Privilege of 

having all Writts of Fudaiſm, (which were hereto- 

F fore ſeal'd by the 7uſtices of the Jess) ſeal'd by 

the Chancellor of the Exchequer for their greater 


Security.

The Reaſon of the King's parting with ſo great a 
Share of his Revenue to his Son, at this Time when 
he was more than ever entangled with his Barons, 
and in ſuch great Streights for Money, ſeems to be, 

the well grounded Suſpicion he had of the 7rzce's 
Diſaffection; which he hop'd by that Means to alter, 
and thereby preyent his joining with his es 
or 
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HEN. For the Hiſtorys of this Reign inform us, that when 


apy 


the Pop had granted a Diſpenſation to the King, 
and his Adherents, from the Oath made to the Ba- 
rons at Oxford, (which was the chief Ground of 
their preſent Quarrels,) the Prince refus'd all ſuch 
Diſpenfation, and, for ſome Time, fided with the Ba- 
rons.. | 

But, whatever was the Occaſion of this Grant, it 
is certain the Prince did not poſſeſs them long: for 
the next Year, being in as great Want of Money as 
his Father, he made a neu, Aſſignment of them, for 
two Years, to the Caturcenſiaon Merchants; as a Se- 
curity for ſeveral large Summs which they adyanc'd 
him; the King confirming his Aſſignment by this 
remarkable Patent.

Had Matthew Paris liv'd to continue his Hiſtory 
to this Time, it is very probable we ſhou'd have had 
as good an Account of theſe Caturcenfians as he gave 
us of the Caurſint: but, at preſent, I can only in- 
form the Reader, in General, that they came from 
that Southern Part of France, now call d Dauphiny; 


the chief City of which, was formerly call'd Catur- 
cum. 


Fews, (as we may term it,) was a ſufficient Proof 
of their nom, deplorable Condition, and total Inabi- 
lity to raiſe any more Money themſelves, by Way 
of Talliage, or Aſſeſſment: That Malice, and Envy, 


which had conſtantly purſu'd them in the Days of 


their Proſperity, continu'd till to haunt them; and 
Poverty,the = Skreen from tumultuous Violence, 
(with Regard to them, ) ſeem'd now the Occaſion 
of it. For, the next Year, the King having by in- 
tollerable Prevarication and Miſmanagement, given 
the Barons moſt convinceing Proots, that nothing 
but downright Force cou'd oblige him to better Go- 
vernment, They united all their Strength, and gave 
him Battel, at Lewis in Sex, upon the 14". of May 
1264; wherein they not only proy'd victorious, but, 


beſides 
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Yet, notwithſtanding that this publick Sale of the! 
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ao gether with his Brother the Ming of the Romans, and 
moſt of the oppoſite Nobility, Priſoners: the Con- 
{ſequences of which, were freſh Oaths and Promiſes 
from the King, and a patch'd up Peace; and by that 
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beſides routing his whole Army, took Himſelf, to- 


Means the common People being disbanded, the 
dire Effects of their Leaſure began to ſhew it ſelf 


again amongſt the 7e. For a large Rabble getting 


together in London, ſet upon Their Houſes, in all 
Parts, and, under Pretence that They were in a Con- 
{piracy with the King, to deſtroy the Barons, and 
good Citizens, who had taken Arms againſt Him in 
the late Battel, plunder'd them of every Thing, they 
cou'd meet with: and had certainly put them all to 
the Sword, if the Conſtable of the Tower had not 


mercyfully ſet open his Gates for their Refuge. And 


the like Riots were carry'd on in moſt other Parts 
of the Kingdom, particularly Lincoln, and North- 
amption. 

To ſuppreſs them, therefore, the King directed 
his Letters Patents to the Mayor and Sheriff of Lon- 
don, twenty five particular C:7:zens of Lincoln, and 
twenty fix Burgeſſes of Northampton, ſetting forth, 
that whereas Peace was now eſtabliſh'd throughout 
his Kingdom, and He and his Barons had agreed 


that Hoſtilities ſhou'd every where ceaſe: it was but 


reaſonable that the Jews, who were always under 
his Protection, ſhou d enjoy the good Effects ct it, 
as well as the reſt of his Subjects; and that there- 
fore, by Advice and Conlent of the ſaid Barons, he 
commanded the foreſaid Mayor, and Sheriff, to pro- 


claim throughout the City, not only in His Name, 


but 
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but alſo in the Name of the ſaid Barons, that every HEN. 


Few might peaceably return from the Tower, to 
his own Habitation, and there abide in all lawful Se- 
curity; and that whoever preſum'd to moleſt them, 
ſhou'd incurr the Danger both of Life and Limb. 
And more particularly, with Regard to the twenty 
five Citizens of Lincoln, he commanded them, both 
in his Oʒun, and the Barons Names, that they ſhou'd 
take upon themſelves the eſpecial Protection of the 
Fews in that City, and be anſwerable for all others 
that ſhou'd moleſt them. The Burgeſſes of North- 
ampton were commanded the ſame Thing, under 
the like Penalties; and in heir Letters was, likewiſe, 
expreſs'd, how detrimental it wou'd be to the King, 
if the eus, for fear of their Enemies, ſhou'd be ob- 
lig d to continue in the Caſtle.

But here it muſt be noted, that tho the King 
ſpeaks ſo contentedly of the Peace, and ſays it was 
brought about Divina cooperante Gratia, one of the 
Conditions of it was, that He ſhou'd remain a Pri- 
ſoner of Honour with the Earl of Leiceſter, and be 
guided by him in every Thing, till the Parliament 
ſhoud meet, and ſettle Matters upon a more laſtin 

Foundation. When therefore Prince Edward had 
joyn'd himſelf with the Earl of Glouceſter, (who be- 
gan to grow jealous of LezceFer's Greatneſs, and was 
raiſing Forces to deliver the Ving, and ſecure the 
Freedom of the Parliament,) the Aing was oblig d 


by 
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by Leiceſter to proclaim That Earl and his Adhærents 
Traytors, and take Poſſeſſion of his Judaiſim again 
from the Prince; forbidding any more Money, ariſing 
from thence, to be paid Him, or any Obedience given 
by the eus to thoſe Juſtices whom the Prince had 
{et over them. And all this was done by the Man- 
date before ſpecify'd. Vide p. p. 45. 46. 

The Reader may poflibly obſerve, that the A7zg 
by this Act brake in upon the Caturcenſian Mer- 
chant's Security; for the Judarſm was mortgag'd to 
them for five Years, ending on the 9". of July 1265, 
and this Reſumption bears Date the 30. of May be- 
fore it. But whoever conſiders the lawleſs Proceed- 
ings of this whole Reign, will rather wonder at their 

having enjoy'd it /o long, than that it was taken away 
near ii Weeks before their Term expir d. 

But whatever fair Appearance theſe Mrits of Pro- 
lection ſo lately granted to the Jes might carry 
along with them, the Vng certainly bare Them no 
true Good-Will: for inſtead of Repairing any Da- 
mages They had ſuſtain'd during the Troubles, He 
diſchargd the Intereſt Money that was owing to any 
of Them from ſeveral of his Friends: to the end, 
as he expreſſes it himſelf, that they might continue 
more ſtedfaſt to him.

The Parliament here referr'd to, was the fir ſt we 
can prove, with any Certainty, to have had Repre- 
ſentatiuves of the Commons: It was ſummond to meet 


on the 22. of June, preſently after the Battle of 


Leaves, and continu'd fitting till now : Tho', by this 
Time, the Miug's Affairs were ſtrangely alter'd. For 
Prince Edward, not regarding the Proclamation 
which had been iſſu d out againſt him, continud to 
raiſe Forces, in Comun&ion with the Earl of Glouce- 
ſter, and having oblig'd Leice/ter to come to a ſe- 
cond Battle, at Eveſham, in Worceſterſhire, (about 
three Months before this laſt Order,) intirely 
defeated him, and ſet the Aing at full Liberty; 
Leiceſter himſelf, and his Son Henn, being flain in 
the Field. Upon whoſe Deaths Rapis remarks,

And J muſt further take Notice, with 
Relation to the brave Barons, in general, that their 
whole 
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*that if their Revolt prov'd in the End fatal toi . 
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whole Oppoſition ſeems grounded on the publick 
Ho Good: for when they came to an Agreement with 
the King, that the Ae ſhou d appoint Zhree 
Wiſe — Diſcreet Commiſſioners, who ſhou'd have 
Power to chuſe a Council of ine Barons, to whom 
the Adminiſtration of the publick Affairs ſhou'd be 
committed, I find, in a very antient Tranſcript of 
That Agreement”, that thoſe nine Barons were to 
have no other Fee, or Reward whatever, for their 
Service, than ſuch Yi&uals and Drink, in the King's 
Court, as was uſually ſerv'd up to Perſons of their 
Quality. 

But to return again to the 7% As no Revo— 
lutions in Government, hitherto, ever chang' d their 
ill Deſt inv, ſo their bad Fortune continu'd a little 
longer: for ſeveral of the Barons in Leiceſter's Ar- 
my, who eſcap'd from the Battle of Eveſham, rally- 
ing their ſcatter d Forces, united in a freſh Body un- 
der the Conduct of Som de Montfort, Leiceſter's 
eldeſt Son; and paſſing from Renelworth Ca/lle to 
the Je of Axholme, (a Place fortity'd both by Art 
and Nature, and which was ſtill in Polleflion of their 
Friends,) as they march'd thro' Lincoln, broke open 
the eu Synagogue, and rifled it of great Treaſures, 
laid up there for Security *; and making, afterw ards, 
an Excurſion from Arbolme to the Ne of Ely, as 
they paſsd thro Cambridge, they carry'd away not 
only ſeveral Jews, but alſo the richeſt of the Town(- 
men, who were forc'd to ranſome themlelves at ex- 
ceſſive Rates. And this I think was the 145 pu- 


blick Inſult they met with, during their Continuance 
in the Kingdom. 


For 
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For, the Government, ſoon after, becoming more HEN. 
regular, and ſettled, from theſe Checks given to ar- RA 
bitrary Power, (which the Ming was likewiſe grown 
weary of, and no longer able to contend for,) the 
Laws began to run without Interruption, and, of 
courſe, no Riots were conniv'd at: which muſt ne- 
ceſſarily be done, by both Sides, in the Times of Ci- 

vil Diſcord, for Fear of driving thoſe who are pu- 
niſh'd, into the Camp of the Enemy. 

And as the King had plentifully recruited his Trea- 
ſury, from the forfeited Eſtates of ſuch Perſons as 
had been in Arms againſt him, I can't find that he 
levy'd any more Money upon the s, for four 
Years: and even then, he agreed with them, for a 
Fine of one thouſand Pounds, to be tree from Taxes 
for three Years longer; provided, that neither He, 
nor his Son, ſhou'd, in the mean Time, undertake 
the CRUsAaDoO.

Goods of a ih Woman who was Converted: with 
z vac. many Others of the like Nature: which, as they 
a3. 5. Only concern particular Perſons, are not proper to 
be dwelt on. But their moſt aſtoniſning Crime, com- 
mitted at Oxford, (and which involv'd great Num- 
bers in the Penalty, deſerves a more ample Rela- 
tion.

Feet, in Token of his Contempt of Chriſt. To pu- Hare 

niſh which impious Affront, as ſoon as it was made === 
known to the Aing, (by his Son Prince Eduard, who 
happen'd to be then at Oxford,) He caus'd ſtrict 
Search to be made after the Criminal, and upon not 
finding him, commanded all the 7s of the Town to 
be forthwith impriſon'd; and that they ſhou'd erect, 
at their own proper Coſt and Charges, in the Place 
where the Fact was committed, a ſtately MARBLE 
| CRoss, of moſt perfect Workmanſhip, having on one 
Side, the Figure of our Saviour Crucify'd, and on 
the other, the Image of the Virgin Mary with our 
Saviour in her Arms: all which was to be gilt with 
fine Gold: and at the Top of the Croſs was to be 
an Inſcription, containing the Caule of erecting it. 
They were likewiſe order'd to Preſent another porta- 
ble Croſs, of Silver, gilt, to the two Proctors; to 
be us'd by them in all future Proceſſions of the Uni- 
ver/ity : the Size of which was to be ſuch as was 
uſualy born before 4rchbi/hops: and as the Sheriff 
of the County was to ſee all this done before the Vi- 
gil of next Epiphany, he was commanded, out of 
hand, to levy the Expences of it, and to ſuffer no 
Jeu, to diſpoſe of any of his Effects, till he had ei- 
ther paid his Proportion, or given Security for it. But, 
(as they had timely Notice given, by their Friends 
in London, of what was comeing againſt them,) be- 
fore the Writt cou'd be deliver'd to the Heri, they

But tho' Merton College (by me never to be men- 
tion'd without Terms of Mection and Reſpect,) can 
produce no Such Monument within it's Walls, at 
preſent, of the Zeal of Others for the common Cauſe 
of Chriſtianity: yet the ſtrongeſt Teſtimony of their 
oaun, at that Time, in the Perſon of their moſt Religious 


and Mumificent Founder, is ſtill ſubſiſting in the Pu- 
blick Records of the Kingdom; while in the Red 
Book of the Exchequer, fol.

This great and good Man, who deſerv'd ſo well 
of Chriſtians, by frameing theſe Proviſions, was, for 
his Learning and Integrity, firſt made Keeper of the 

Ereat Seal, by the King, upon the ſeventh of May 


I258; and afterwards LoD CHANCELLOR of Eng- 
2 land, 
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land, in 1271, with a yearly Salary of 400 Marks. 
From the Profits of which high Dignity he was en- 
abled to found a ſmall Seminary of Learning, at 
Malden in Surry, which he afterwards augmented, 
and tranſlated to Oxford, in the Year 1267; ſtileing 
it the Houſe, or College of Scholars of Merton, in the 
Univerfity of Oxford; by which Means he continu d 
that Aſſiſtance to Chr:i/tzanity thro' many Genera- 
tions, which he hegan in his own Perſon. For, ſince 
the firſt Foundation of the College, there have ne- 
ver been wanting within its Walls, Men both able 
and willing to do Gop Service, both in Church and 
State. As ſoon as Edavard the firſt came to the Crown, 
he was made Chancellor a ſecond Time, in Conſide- 
ration of the great Service he had done his Father, 
in compoſeing Matters between Him and his Barons; 
and in the ſecond Year of his Reign he was conſe- 
crated Biſhop of Rocheſter, on the 21. of October 
1274 and departing this Life on the 27. of the ſame 
Month 1277, was bury'd in the Cathedral Church, 
under a decent Monument : which being decay'd, in 
the Year 1598, was gratefully rebuilt, in a very hand- 
ſome Manner, at the common Expence of the Co/- 
lege, with the following Inſcription; which was late- 
ly publiſh'd by Dr. Ayliſſe, in his Hiſtory of the Unz- 
ver/ity of Oxford; but ſo imperfealy, as, in ſome 
Places, to be unintelligible.

How the Time of removeing the College from Mal. 
don to Oxford came, here, to be miſtaken, I can't 
account for : but that it is a Miſtake 1s very certain; 
for the firſt Charter of Foundation at Oxford, (which 
is extant in the College Treaſury ',) bears Date Ja- 
nuary 1267, and the abovemention'd Writts concern- 
ing the Jeuiſb Croſs, ſpeak of the College as ſubſiſt- 
ing at Oxford, before the Year 1269. | 

And one Thing more I muſt beg Leave to obſerve 
concerning this great WALTER DE MERTON, that 
the Front Situation of his College, at Oxford, was 
bought out of the Hands of a Few, Jacob the Son of 
Mojes a Few of London: as appears from a Deed 
in the College Treaſury *. Which, as it contains ſe- 
veral Matters relateing to Antiquity, and being of 
a different Kind from thoſe Inſtruments already ex- 
emplify'd, from Mr. Se/den, and Mr. Madox, I ſhall 
tranſcribe, at length, from the Original.

Two fair Seals, of the Shape and Size following, 
are ſtill appendant to this Charter. 


The Graven Image upon this Seal can't be thought 
a Breach of the Second Commandment; tor, (tho 
it is an exact Copy from the Original,) it is the Like- 

neſs of nothing that is in Heaven, Earth, or Water. 
Yet, ſuppoſeing it were either a Lion, or a Gry- 
phon, as it ſeems to be; ſeveral Learned Ferws aſ- 
ſure me, that their Nation never obſervd That Pro- 
hibition ſo ,rictly, as Mr. Selden, and other great 
Men have imagin'd: and that they uſe all Kind of 
Animals upon their Seals, at Preſent. And even 
the Figure of a Starr, which appears at the Head 

of This Seal, is allowable under ſome Reſtrictions. 
There are ſeyeral other 7exv:/b Charters or the 
ame 
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ſame Treaſury; one of which ſtiles King Henry LI-

I obſerve, likewiſe, in theſe Charters, which are 
all granted to Walter de Merton, that thoſe in La- 
tin, ſtile him Dominus Walterus; which might on- 
ly be a general Term of Reſpect, in that Language: 
But fince thoſe in Hebreu retain the appropriated 
Stile of Sir, (ran wen ww) Sir Gautier de Merton | 
we may certainly conclude he was Muighted by the 
King, upon his Promotion to the Chancellor ſhip, not- 
withſtanding his being a Clergyman. Which, it ſeems, 
in thoſe Days, was no unuſual Thing: for Mather 


a4 ann. Paris gives us another Inſtance of it, in the Perſon 
of John de Gateſden. 


But to return to the abovemention'd Regulations 
of this Pious Chancellor; we muſt obſerve, that, tho 
they were certainly well intended by Him, yet they 
were quickly, in great Meaſure,defeated by the Ming, 
and his rapacious Officers: for, laying hold of that 
laſt Exception, /: il ne eyt prime le Conge le Roy | wit h- 
out Licence from the Ming, | they ſuppos'd the Ming 
to have a Power of granting ſuch Licences, and there- 
fore never refus'd them to any, who wou'd pay for 
them. — Nor indeed, do Licences, or Diſpben ſa- 
lions, of any Kind, in any Reign, ſeem to have been 
of any other U/e than to extort Money. 

But amongſt ſuch a Variety of Fiues of all Kinds, 

as 
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as were paid by the Jes, I think there is nothing 


more unaccountable than that we meet with none 


ever paid, or offer d, for any Enfranchiſement : con- 
ſidering they were the King's abſolute Vaſſals, and 
had ſo little Reaſon to be fond of his Dominion. Nor 
is any ſuch Exfranchiſement taken Notice of, till the 
54. Year of this Reign; when Edmund the King's 
ſecond Son, having one Aaron formerly made over 
to him by the King, granted him his Freedom, by 
Deed: reſerving only a Pair of Gilt Spurrs, to be 
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paid annualy at Whit/ontide. Which Grant was con- 


firm'd by the Ming, in the following Manner; and 
for the Singularity of it, muſt not be omitted.

What were the particular Merits of this Aaron, 
does not appear: but he muſt, certainly, have been 
a high Favourite. For, befides this Eufranc hi ſe- 
ment, the Ring granted him the Privilege of live- 
ing amongſt other es, in any Part of the King- 
dom; whereas the reſt of them were confin'd to cer- 
tain Diſtricts.

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But as theſe were the greateſt Favours that cou'd EH a 
be conferr'd on any eu, it ſeems as if the Ang re- 'Y 
ſeryd them for the /a/?: for from this Time to his 
Death, ( which happend within two Years) they 
met with nothing but Diſcouragements. For now z 
People began to ſee, and complain, that whereas then > 
Fews were under no Reſtraint from Purchaſing, it 
might ſo happen, that, by becomeing Lords of Ma- 
nor, they might be entitled not only to the Fealty, 
Homage, Eſcheats, Wardſhip, and Marriage of CyR1- 
STIANs, but even Preſentation to Churches; and pol- 
ſibly, obtain whole Baronies; which wou'd be Mat- 
ter of the higheſt Scandal, and upon no Conſidera- 
tion to be endur'd. To prevent therefore ſuch ſhame- 
ful Inconveniences, an Ad of Parliament paſs d, 
which not only reſtrain d them from purchaſing any 
Lands, or Tenements, for the Future, but actualy 
vacated all Purchaſes, of that Nature, which they 
had made at any Time before: reſtoreing them to 
their firſt Chriſtian Owners, upon Repayment of the 
Conſideration Money, without Intereſt. Enacting, 
likewiſe, that whatever Purchaſes They made for 
the Future, ſhou'd immediately become veſted in the 
Crown; ſubject, nevertheleſs, to Redemption, upon 
Payment of the ſame Summ of Money to the Ming, 
by the firſt Chriſtian Owners, as they receiy'd for 
them, from the . Excepting, alſo; that They 
might retain ſuch Houſes as they inhabited them- 
ſelves, or let out to other 7s; and likewiſe repair, or 
rebuild upon any antient Foundations, they were al- 
ready pofleſs'd of: Proyided, that, eyen for the Co: 
Aa 2 of 
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HEN. of Habitation, they ſhou'd pofſeſs no more Houſes 
in the City of London, than they had at Pre- 
ſent; to prevent any Damage that might thereby ac- 
crue to the Pariſh Rectors. Excepting allo that they 
might retain all ſuch Rents in Fee as iſſued out of any 
Lands belonging to Chriſtiaus; according to the Re- 
gulations of a former Statute, in that Caſe made and 
provided. And befides theſe Reſtrictions, it con- 
tain'd ſeveral others, concerning their common En- 
tercourſe with Chriſtians: and forbad them, likewiſe, 
to ſue by any Original Writt out of Chancery. But, 
as the Act it ſelf is now loſt from the Rolls, together 
with the other Statute referr'd to, concerning Rents 
in Fee, I ſhall give it the Reader, at Length, as I 
diſcover'd it in a very antient Manuſcript, in the

The Manuſcript from whence I copy'd this Act,

preſs d themſelves,) for the great Howlings the Fervs 
made There, dureing their Worſhip.

And, as a further Mortification, (the Aing this 
Year growing very infirm, and defirous, probably, to 
make ſome Attonement for the Tranſgreſſions of his 
long Life, which was now comeing to an End,) freſh 
Encouragement was given to the Jewiſh Converts; 
by inquiring into the State, and Condition, of the 
Houſe, and Revenues, which were formerly allot- 
ted for their Maintenance. 5 

It ſeems, by this Time, They were grown very 
nume- 
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HEN. numerous; and as a few of the richeſt, who coud 
make beſt Friends, had gotten Poſſeſſion of the Rents, 
the poorer Sort of them could obtain nothing but 
Lodging in the Houſe, and therefore were oblig'd 
to ſupport themſelves by begging from Door to Door, 
in a lamentable Condition. The Ming therefore or- 
der'd that none, hereafter, ſhou'd receive the Ams 
of the Houſe, but ſuch as were realy poor, and actualy 
commorant: that an Account ſhou'd be laid before 
Him, how, and in what Manner, the former Rents 
had been receiy'd,and diſpos'd of: That a new Rental 
ſhou'd be drawn up, and every Thing confider'd that 
was neceſſary to be regulated either in Houſe or Cha- 
pel: as may be gather'd from this ample Commiſ- 
ſion, directed to the Mayor of London, and John de 
St. Deuuis, Warden of the ſaid Houſe, and the jrr/? 
that 15 any where mention'd, by Name.

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And now, as if King Henry foreſaw, that all World- 
ly Commerce between him and his 7s was ſoon to 
be broken off, and for ever ceaſe; he call'd upon 
them to make up the whole Accompt, and pay in 
the Ballance. All Arrears of Talliage were to be 
clear'd in four Months; and half of them paid in 
ſeventeen Days. And in the mean Time, ſuch as 
cou'dn't give Security were to be impriſon d; and 
no otherwiſe Bail'd than by Body for Body. Andif 
any of them, or their Sureties, did not clear the 
Whole, upon the Days prefix'd, any Summs former- 
ly paid in Part, were to be forfeited, and their Per- 
ſons, Goods, and Chatels, at the Rings Mercy. Pat. 
56. H. 3. p. 2. m. 10. 

Numbers of them, upon this Occaſion, were im- 
priſon d in the Toer of London, and other Places. 
Nothing but Weeping and Wailing, was to be ſeen 
in every Corner. Even the Friers who had ſo lately 
taken Poſſeſſion of their Synagogue, as it is ſaid, pi- 
ty'd them: Nor were the Caurſint, and Caturcenſian 
Brokers, (tho' their Rivals in Extorſion,) without 
Compaſſion. For nothing cou'd be more Rigorous, 
and Unmercyful than the A7zzg's Proceedings at this 
Time. But Death, as inexorable as Himſelf, quick- 
ly after ſeiz d him; and gave the Zervs ſome ſhort 
Reſpite from thoſe Afflictions, which cou'dn't other- 


wiſe have been ſupported. For, in returning from 
Norzuich, (where he had been to take Vengeance 
of thoſe Riotous Citizens, who, in quareling with 
the Monks, had burnt their Cathedral, and Mona- 
 flery, to the Ground,) He was taken ill at St. Ed. 


munds- 
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mundsbury, and, his Sickneſs encreaſing, upon his HEN. 


Arrival at London, died in a few Days, upon the 3 
16. of November, 1272, leaving behind him but a 


very indifferent Character, either as Man, or a 
Prince. 


EDwaRD, who follow'd A7ng Henry in wearing tw. 
the Engliſh Crown, but far ſurpaſs'd him in all Re- 
gal Virtues, was abroad at the Time of his Fathers“ 
Death, engag'd in the Holy Var; but upon receiy- 
ing Notice of it from the Barons, who had all ſworn 
Fealty to him in his Abſence, return'd to his King- 
dom, in leſs than two Years, and was Crown'd at 
Weſtminſter, Auguſt 29, 1274: all Things being kept 
quiet in the mean Time, by the wiſe Adminiſtration 
of the Archbiſhop of York, and the Earls of Corn- 
Wall and Cheſter, deputed REGtxTs by the Barons, 
and confirm'd by Parliament. As ſoon therefore as 
King Edward had taken the Government upon him- 
ſelf, (tho' he was far from any covetous Diſpoſition, ) 
he began to regulate the Jerwe's Affairs upon his Fa- 
ther's Model. Particular Juſtices were aſſign d them, 
after the Manner of former Reigns; ſome of the 
old ones being remov d, and new put in their Places. 
Writs were granted to ſearch all their Cheſts; and 
Regiſters taken of their Debts, and Eſtates. They 
were Tax'd, Find, and Impriſon'd, juſt as they us'd 
to be, upon every little Occaſion: and reſtraind to 
dwell in this or that particular Town, according to 
antient Cuſtom, Their Dehtors were di/charg'd by 
the King, without Their Conſent, as heretofore; or 
the Debts made payable to the Xing Himſelf. So 


that 
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EDW. that I ſhall paſs over all ſuch Matters; and take No- 
N tice only of thoſe Things concerning them, that are 


either Formaly, or Materialy, different from what 
has been already related. 

The firſt Thing, then, to be obſerv'd is, that where- 
as this Reign began like the former, with a heavy 
Talliage, the Extent of it was more univerſal, and 
took in the Children, as well as Parents. The uſual 
Puniſhment, likewiſe, for Non- payment of it, being 
chang d from Impriſonment, into perpetual Baniſh- 
ment: with this rigorous Addition, that as ſoon as 
any of them made Default, he was to remove to Do- 
ver, with his Vie and Children, in three Days Time, 
in Order for 7ranſportation; leaving behind him 
his Lands, Tenements, and all other Effects to the 
King's Uſe. And if after three Days were expir'd, 
he was found in any other Part of the Kingdom, he 
was to be proceeded againſt as one who privily con- 
vey'd away the King's Goods, and Chatels. And, 
as if no Layman car d to be employ'd in ſuch Acts 
of Cruelty, the Execution of theſe new Orders was 
committed, in the following Manner, to an /r:/h Bi- 
ſhop Elect, and two Friers.

Did the Forefathers of this miſerable People, think

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EDW. indeed, one wou'd almoſt think they were Maſters 
of the Secret: for one of them, notwithſtanding all 
theſe Oppreſſions, was able, at this Time, to lend

But, now, the Commons of England, (haveing, 
without Queſtion, by this Time, obtain d Repreſer- 
tatives in Parliament,) obſerving that all ſuch Ordi- 
nances as had hitherto been made ſolely by the Ag, 
againſt the eib Uſury, were diſpenc'd with at 
Pleaſure; and that They were griev'd by it more 
than formerly, from the Neceſſity the Zews were 
under either of getting Money for the King, or leav- 
ing the Kingdom: procur'd an At which deſtroy'd 
it, both Root, and Branch; calld by the Lawyers 
Statutum de Fudaiſmo, and recommended by my 
dl. nf. Lord Coke as very worthy to be read. As, there- 
ore, it is drawn up in French, and not publiſh'd in our 
common Statute Books, I ſhall tranſlate the whole

The King haveing obſerv'd that, in Times paſt, ma- 
ny Honeſt Men have loſt their Inheritances, by the 
Uſury of the Jews; and that many Sins have from 
thence ariſen: (Notwithſtanding they are, and have 
been, very profitable to Him, and his Anceſtors,) Or- 
dains, and eſtabliſhes, for the Honour of God, and 
the common benefit of the People, that no Jew, here- 
after, hall in any Manner practiſe Uſury. And that

Treſpaſs, and aſſiſt the Chriſtians againſt him, in the 
Recovery of their Pledges. "I 
And it is further Enacted, that no Diſtreſs for any 
Jew's Debt, ſhall hereafter be ſo grievous, as not to 
leave Chriſtians he Moity of their Lands and Cha- 
tells, for Subſiſtauce. And that no Diſtreſs ſhall be 
made by any 2 upon the Heir of his Debtor 
 nam'd inthe Bond, or any other Per ſon in Poſſeſſion 

of the Debtor's Lands, before ſuch Debt ſhall be 
prov'd in Court.

Likewiſe all Jews ſhall be reſident in ſuch Cities, 
and Burroughs, 25 are the King's own; zubere the 
Common Cheſt of their Indentures, is Wont to be kept.

4nd the King alſo Grants, that they may practice 
Merchandiſe, or Live by their Labour, aud for thoſe 
Purpoſes, freely conver ſe with Chriſtians. Excepting 
that upon any Pretence whatever, they ſhall not be 
Levant, or Couchant, amang fi them: nor on Account 
of their Merchandiſe, be in Scots, Lots, or Talliage, 
with the other Inhabitants of thoſe Cities, or Bur- 
roughs, where they remain: \ ſeeing they are Talliable 
to the King a5 his own Vaſſals, and not otherwiſe.

Tears: provided no Homage, Fealty, or any ſuch 
Kind of Service, or Advowſon to Holy Church, 2e 
belongings to them. Provided alſo. that this Poaver 
to Farm Lands, Hall continue in Force for fiveteen 
Years, from the makeing of this AcT, and no longer. 


From this Satute we may obſerve, how deſirous 
the Ang was to keep the Jews in good Humour, 
who had been /o profitable to Him, and his Ance- 
tors. For the ſmall Privileges. he wou'd em to 
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grant them in lieu of Uſary, were mere Amuſements: 
General. Traſſick having been always permitted, to 
every Body; and even private, and Mannal Trades 
were never-reſtrain'd.till g. Eliz. c. 4. And as for 
Bodily Labour, I think there was no great Need of 
an All of Parhament to ſupport them in the Uſe of 
it. And with Reſpe@ to Farming Lands, it was ſo 
notoriouſly the Right of every Subject, that when 
Nious King Henry the eigbih had a Mind to Oppreſs 
the Clergy, he cou dn't take it from them but by 
Statute 21. H. 8. c. 13. —— Upon which Account 
we may ſay, that Churchmen in his Days, were us'd 
or ſe than Jews: as Papi/ts are, at this very Time. 


My Lord Coke knowing very well that our Hiſto- 
rians fix the Time of the 7ees univer/al Bani ſb- 
ment, to the 18". of this Reign, and ſay it was by 
Parliament, (not finding any ſuch Act upon the Rolls, 
or any where elſe,) imagine d that the Baniſnment 
was Con ſequential, and not actual; and as this Acer, 
reſtraining their U/ury, was the only one which cou d 
induce them to leave the Kingdom, (and is without 
Date, ) ſuppos d it made at That Iime, and to have 
produced That Effect. But Prynne' ſhews very plain- 
ly, from Hiftory, that their Baniſhment was Ph 
tive, and cou'd not be effected by this Acr, which 
was certainly made in the 7hird of this Reign. To 
prove it ſo, he brings ſeveral preſumptive Arguments, 
which can't well be deny'd; and then concludes, (at- 
ter his uſual rude Manner,) that his Lord/bip was 
no ſuch Antiquary, Record. Man, or Hiſtorian, as 
the World took him to be. 


Whe- 
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Whether he was ſo, or not, does not become me EDW. 
to determine. But with Regard to Prynze, I ſhant 
ſtick to affirm, that had He been ſuch an exact An- 
tiquary, Record-man, or Hiſtorian, as he took him- 
ſelf to be, he wou'd never have overlook'd, ( eſpe- 

cialy when he was ſearching after theſe Matters, ) 
the following Patent 5. E. I. m.13. dorſ. which proves 
directly, that the Sr A Tru DE ſu pls MO muſt 
neceſſarily have been made before That Time, viz. 
18. E. I. by reciteing, almoſt Verbatim, great Part of 
It. Nor, if he had ever ſeen the ſaid Patent, wou d 
he have taken upon him to correct, as he does, the 
French Copy of the Statute, by reading Blanc in-, 
ſtead of Zaune, (with Relation to the Colour of the 
Badges.) For tho all Former Ordinances commanded 
them to be Vhite, it is plain they were changd to 
Tellow, by this Act of Parliament; ſince the Patent,

What Myſtery there was in thus changeing the 
Colour of their Badges I can't gueſs : unleſs Yhrte 
was conſider d as an Emblem of too great Puriiy, 
and Tellou, ſubſtituted to denote Envy and Malice. 

But before I part with this Szazuze, I can't help 
remarking, further, that ſince it was thought but 
reaſonable in a 7ezy to leave his Creditor ſomething 
to live upon, (even half his Subſtance,) it is very 
wonderful that no Law ſhou'd ever have been deem'd 
proper, to reſtrain Chriſtians from wreſting from one 
another the uimo/? Farthing. Is not this, to have 
in our Bag divers Weights? How differently do Men 
think upon the ſame Subject. 

Yet, to do the Aing Juſtice, in this Matter, I find

But, on the other 
Hand, I find him making himſelf amends, by com- 
pelling them to take out Licences to Merchandiſe, 
notwithſtanding the general Allowance of the Sta- 
tute. For in a Patent of the ſame Year, he ſays, 
Concedimus quod Magiſter Elyas, falius Magiſtri Moſ- 
ſei, Creſſeus, flins ejuſdem Elie, & Aaron,/7lius Vynes, 
Judæi noſtri London. Merchandiſas exerceant: which 
there cou'd be no Occafion for, if he didn't think 
his Licences neceſſary. 

If therefore the Jes Hands were yd up, from 
takeing U/ury, by the aforemention d Statute, it is 


as certain that their Tongues were let looſe, by ſuch 


ſevere Interpretations of it. For, now, they began 
to rail in ſuch a publick Manner againſt the Chriſtian 
Religion, for permitting ſo much Inhumanity ; and 
vilify'd our Saviour, and his Followers, with ſuch 
ſcoffing Blaſphemy; that, (profitable as they had 
been, and ſtill were, to the King,) He was oblig'd 
to put a Stop to them, by the following Proclama- 
tion: which threatens the Guilty with Loſs of Life, 


and Member; and further orders, that whereas, hi- 


therto, none but Jeiſh Men were to have a Mark 
of Diſtinction upon their Garments, the fame, for 
the Future, ſhou'd be obſerv'd by Women.

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In the ſame Roll where this Proclamation is en- 
ter'd, tho' there are ſeveral other Things relateing 
to the eus, I find nothing elſe worth mentioning, 
except the Neceſſitous Condition of the Poor Oxford 
Scholars, who had paumd fo many of their Books to 
Them, that they cou'dn't go on with their Studies; 
and were therefore oblig'd to apply to the Ming for 
his Aſſiſtance to get them reſtor d. The particular 
Caſe is not mention d: but the Fact, in general, ap- 
pears from theſe Words. De Libris autem apud 
© Oxon. impignoratis, Volumus quod nullum fiat Ju- 
* dictum uſque ad Feſtum Omnium Sanctorum pro- 
* xime futurum”. Which proves it, likewiſe, to have 
been a Matter of Conſequence: for the Writ, where- 
in this Clauſe is found, bears Date 10. Maii, and Judg- 
_— ſee, wasn't to be given till above five Months 
after. 

But no ſooner were their Tongues ſtoppd by the 
foregoing Proclamation, than they began to revenge 
themſelves by Clipping, and Adulterating the com- 
mon Coin of the Nation, to their no {mall Profit. 
And ſo univerſaly did they carry on this Practice, 
that if it had been long ſuffer d, ſays an antient French

And beſides what was done at Home, there were m 
ſeveral Sorts of light Money imported from abroad; 
call'd Pollards, Crocards, Staldings, Eagles, Leonines, 
and Steepings: ſome of which, as Mr. Lowndes* tells: * * 


Dd us, 
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EDW. us, were ſtamp'd with Mitres, and Lions, and others 
Hy made to reſemble King Edward's own Coin. The 
Pollards, therefore, 1 gueſs, were ſuch as had the 
Mitre upon a Poll'd, or ſhaven Crown: the Crocards, 
thoſe which reſembl'd the King's own Coin; having 
the Hair of the Head very much Crock'd, Crul d, or 
Curl'd, as we ſee in Speed: The Eagles, and Leonines, 
were plainly ſo call'd from their Impreflions; the 
firſt comeing from Germany, the other probably, 
anal. from Fenice; and my Lord Cote informs us, that 
Steepings were an artificial Mixture of Silver, Cop- 
per, and Sulphur. What the S7a/dimgs were I don't 
know, unleſs we read Scaldiugs, and then they may 
ſignify baſe Mettal, plated, or ſcaled over with 
Silver; which Mr. Lowndes likewiſe takes No- 

tice of. 
To remedy therefore theſe Diſorders, Ring Eduard, 
who was very jealous of every Thing that related to 
: Ew his Coin, (and is ſuppos'd to be the firſt * of our Kings 
y%: Whofix'd the Standard of it) caus'd ſtrict Inquiry to 
be made after the Authors of this Miſchief. And 
as the general Suſpicion fell upon the 7s, he com- 
manded all that were in the Kingdom to be ſeiz d 
in one Day; it was the ſeventeenth of Novem- 
ber 1279; and after full Conviction, two hundred 
and eighty of them, both Men, and Women, receiv'd 
Sentence of Death, at London, and were executed, 
without Mercy: beſides great Numbers in other 
Mes, Parts. Many more were continud in Priſon; and 
17. our Records, of this Year, abound with Inſtances of 
Dag the King's ſelling, and granting their Houſes, and 
4 Lands, forfeited upon this Occaſion. The * 
5 who 
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who preſided at the Trials, were Peter de Pentece- EDw. 
ſter, Walter de Heylin, and John de Cobham. 5 
But after this Injunction was over, and the King 
ſatisfy d with his Harveſt, the common People think- 
ing that they alſo ſhoud come in for Part of the 
Spoil, as haveing born Part of the Loſs by bad Mo- 
ney, began to perſecute the ers upon this Account 
themſelves; and upon every little Quarrel, wou'd 
threaten ſuch as had eſcaped, to inform againſt them 
de novo, if they wo'udnt give them what they de- 
fird; and by that Means extorted great Summs: in 
{o much, that the Ming was obligd, to take publick 
Notice of it, and by Writ declare, that no Jen who 
wasn't indicted before the Firſt of May, ſhou'd be 
liable to any future Indictment, for Facts committed 
before that Time, upon the Information of any Chri- 
ſtian; provided they wou'd pay ſuch Fines as were 
agreed upon between them and his Zu/tzces. Whe- 
ther this was done for the ee s, or his own Sake 
J can't ſay: It is plain he wou'd get a great deal by 
the Bargain, and the common People wou'd be robb'd 
of their Market. But I think he was very ill advisd, 
for the Sake of a little Gain, to continue ſuch a laſt- 
ing Reproach upon his Chriſtian Subjects, as the afore- 
mention'd Writ brands them with, and which ap 
pears from this Copy of it.

The like Writs were ſent to ſeveral other Juſtices: 
which give us ſuch a full, and perfe& Account of 
this whole Tranſaction, that J may go on to other 
Matters. 

Leaving then theſe Stories of Fines, and [mpri- 
ſonments, which are known to have little Influence 
upon Minds not rightly prepar d, and ſeldom operate 
any longer than they are actualy preſent, and ſenſi- 
ble; Let us proceed, now, to remember the Wile, 
and truely ON Behaviour, of the Prædicant, 
or Dominican Friers, which happen'd next Year; who 
juſtly believing that all Wickedneſs proceeded from 
irreligious Ignorance, and that if the 3 were once 
brought to the Muouledge of the Truth, they wou d 
readily embrace it, and act conformable to the Mo- 
rality of the Goſpel, (inſtead of deſireing their Pains, 
and Penalties, to be encreas'd,) only beg'd Leave of 
the King, to preach to them, and that he wou'd ob- 
lige them all to attend their Sermons. 

To this Nous Requeſt, therefore, the King readily 
condeſcending, (as ſoon as he had diſpos d of his For- 
feitures,) we find that very devcut, and ſolemn, Pre- 
cepts were ſent to all Sherzf/s and Bailiffs, command- 
ing them to uſe ſuch Perſuaſions with the s, 79 
go to Church, and behave themſelves decently, as 
the Spirit of Truth ſhou'd inſpire them with : which 
Admonitions, and Perſuaſions, were to be continu'd 
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EDW. as long as the Ring thought proper, and no longer. 
Ho But as theſe Precepts contain, likewiſe, the Good 
Friers Petition, I ſhall give the Original of one of 
them at Length; thinking 1t a very proper Copy 
to be follow'd, even at this Day, with Relation to 
our preſent Fews, and thoſe Controverſial Sermons 
appointed to be preach'd by that truely Virtuous and 
Chriſtian Gentleman, whoſe Name is ſo univerſaly 
known, and deſervedly reſpected, as to need no Men- 
tion: PROVIDED that the Preachers of them be very 
careful of their Expreſſions concerning the Holy Tri- 
: Buuis Natty, For, as a certain Writer obſerves, © Tho' the 
eee Jegu have been juſtly puniſh'd by God with long 
F Blindneſs, and Hardneſs of Heart, for not receiving 
© our Lord Jeſus when he was ſent to them, yet it 
eis obſervable, that this hath not come to paſs with- 
ut the great Fault of Chriſtiaus alſo; who quick- 
*1y turning aſide from the ſtraight, and eaſy Way 
* of Beheving in God, je? down in Scripture, and, 
* (according to the inbred Curioſity of Man,) hunt- 
ing after Novelties, have, by the Cunning of Sa- 
can, loſt themſelves in the endleſs Mazes of Er- 
*ror, and Super ſtition, and, erecting a new Babel, 
*confounded the pure, and plain Language, of the 
Holy Spirit, with their Tyinunities, Coeſſentiali- 
* ties, Modalities, Eternal Generations, Eternal Pro- 
* cefſions, lncarnations, Hypoſtatical Unions, and the 
like monſtrous Terms, fitter for Conjurers than 
* Chriſtians, eſpecialy ſuch as profeſs to reject the 
* Inventions of Men, and keep themſelves wholy to 
*the Word of God”. But for Fear this Re- 


mark may be extended further than I deſign d it, I 
muſt 
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a profeſs'd Socinian. 
The aforemention'd Petition, and Order upon it, 
was as follows.

But tho' the laſt Clauſe of this Precept, (quamdiu 
Regi placuerit duraturas,) ſeems ſomething Faint, 
and Cool, as if the Ming ſuſpected an Inconvenience 
might ariſe from makeing it a perpetual Order: yet 
we have great Reaſon to think he was Religiouſly 
in Earneſt. For within a few Months after this, 
prudently conſidering with himſelf that when our 
Bleſſed Saviour commanded the 7eiſb Ruler in the 
Coe to part with all his Riches, before he fol- 
low'd him, He did not do it by Way of laſting Rule, 
to be obſerv'd by all future Converts; but only to 
expoſe the Phariſaical Inſincerity of that particular 
Perſon, who when he heard that Saymg went away 
Sorrowful; and, further, that tho it were to be a 
laſting Injunction, he cou'd by no Means juſtify the 
Appropriation of the 7euiſb Convertss Poſſeſſions 
to himſelf, (for what the Ruler had was to be /o/d, 
and given to the Poor: ) I ſay, King Edward piouſly 
conſidering all this, in Order to promote the ee 
Conver/wn, declard by Patent, that for ſeven Years 
he wou'd waive all Claim to their Eſtates, { tho' his 
Title to them was well known to be good, both by 
Law and Cu/tom,) and that it ſhou'd be lawful for 


all ſuch Converts to retain one half of their Goods, 


provided the other half was given towards the Main- 
tenance of the poorer Sort, who reſided in the Houſe 
of Converts which was founded by his Father Henry. 
And as a further Encouragement of the {aid Houle, 
he 
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he gave and granted, to it, dureing the Term of ſe- E 


Mays accrue to Him from the ers, as alſo his 
Deodands, from and after the Expiration of a Grant 
already made of them to the Friers Preachers; to- 
gether with the ees annual Chevage, or Poll-Mo- 
ney: Commanding further, for the better Regula- 
tion of the ſaid Houſe, that the chief CuS7os, or War- 
den, of it, ſhou'd make Choice of ſome fit and able 
Presbyter, to be conſtantly reſident therein, and to- 
gether with a Fellou Chaplain, and one or two Clerks, 
perſonaly diſcharge all Dutyes of the Chapel; who 
likewiſe, in the Abſence of the ſaid Warden, might, 
according to his Directions, receive the Rents of the 
{aid Houſe, and the aforeſaid Grants, from the Ex- 
chequer, and diſtribute them, in aſſign d Proportions, 
amongſt the Converts : retaining for himſelf, Fellow 
Chaplain, and Clerks, a reaſonable Subſiſtance out 
of the ſaid Reyenues, and paſſing his Accompts year- 
ly, before the Treaſurer, and Barons of the Exche- 

quer. 
Provided alſo, that if any Convert in the ſaid Houſe, 
were qualify'd to aſſiſt the ſaid Presbyter,as Fellou/ Cha- 
plain, he ſhou'd, preferably to all others, be employ'd 
by the ſaid Presbyter; and if any other Converts ap- 
pear'd likely to become Scholars, they ſhou'd be ſent to 
the Schools; and ſuch as were more fit for Bu/meſs 
ſhou'd be put out to Trades, haveing all of them their 
reſpective Allocations continu'd. But if it ſhou'd ſo 
happen, that any of the aforeſaid Converts, deputed to 
Learning, ſhou'd become promoted in the Church; 
their Allocations were, thenceforward, to ceaſe, ** 
E e E 
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ven Years, all Manner of Forfeitures that ſhou'd any 
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tions being likewiſe to be obſery'd, with Reſpe& to 
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thoſe who were advanc'd by Trade. 

Provided, laſtly, that if any Surpluſs of the afore- 
{aid Revenues ſhou'd remain, after ſuch neceflary Suſ- 
tinance given to the aforeſaid Converts, and Miniſters 
of the Chapel, the whole of it ſhou'd be employ'd to 
the repairing, and heautiſying, the ſaid Chapel, and 
Encreaſe of Divine Mor ſhip. All which is more par- 
ticularly ſet forth in Roz. Pat. 8. E. T. p. I. m. 15. di- 
rected to John de St. Dennis, Warden of the ſaid 
Houſe, formerly nominated by King Henry, (as was 


before obſerv d, ) but is too long to be inſerted in the 
Original. 


What particular Succeſs attended theſe Honeſt En- 
deavours of the Friers, and the Kings laudable Mu- 
nificence, is no where mention d: nor do any Ac- 
compts of the Exchequer, relateing to the Houſe of 
Converts, give us any further Light into That Mat- 
ter. But, with Reſpe& to the A7zzg's Bounty, it ſeems 
probable that the greateſt Part of it was ſwallow'd 
up by the Warden of the Houſe; for we may obſerve 
from the Patent, that none but the Presbyter, or 
Subwarden, was oblig'd to paſs any Accompts at 


the Exchequer: (the Warden, himſelf, being left at 
large, and no Power given to his Depazy, but in His 


Abſence, or when he didn't care to act himſelf.) And 
therefore, when the Barons of the Exchequer call'd 


upon him, hereafter, to know what was done with 


all the Money, He pleaded Pre/cr:pt0n againſt their 


Summons, ſetting forth, that neither He nor his 9 5 
C= 
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deceſſors, Wardens of the ſaid Houſe, had been ac- EDw- 


cuſtom'd to make any Accompt: and had his Plea &. 
allow'd. Rot. Pat. 14. Ed. I. n. 20. 


And being thus enter d upon a particular Account 
of this Houſe, (which, bleſſed be God! is ſtill in 
ſome Meaſure ſubſiſting, as an antient Monument 
of our Zeal for Chriſtianity,) before I proceed to other 
Matters, I ſhall ſet down every Thing together, that 
I find, further, concerning it. 

In Purſuance, therefore, of the aforeſaid Patent, 
to John de St. Dennis, we read, that Belager, a Few 
of Oxford, being converted to the Chriſtian Faith, 
ſued for the Mozzy of his Goods, and had them de- 
liver'd, according to the following Schedule; which 
ſhews that Belager was a Man of Learning, what- 
ever the Clerks were, who made the Inventory: for

For what Time He govern'd is not certain, but in

the ninth of October, and, it ſeems, was a Day they + 
had agreed upon amongſt themſelves: For the Aing 
had allow'd them to ſtay till the Feaſt of All Saints, 
which was three Weeks longer; beyond which Time, 
if any of them were found in the Kingdom, they were 
to be hang d. 

Matthew Weſtminſter is, indeed, the only Hiſto- 1 

rian who remembers the particular Day fixd by the 
Ning; but as he livd at That Time we may very well 
believe him. 
It is certain that ſeveral Records concerning this 
Matter muſt have been loſt: for in ſeveral Writs, 
which we ſhall preſently mention, the King only ſays, 
*© Whereas we have fix d a certain Time for the Jenes 
** Departure”, without expreſſing hat that cer- 
tain Time was; we may therefore reaſonably ſup- 
poſe, that it was 97herw1/e notorious, from ſome pu- 
blick A, or Proclamation, which has not come 
down to us. 

The particular Reaſons for this Baniſhment are 
as much a Secret. For tho moſt of our Autient Hi- 
ſtorians take Notice of it, they ſay little more than 
that they were generaly diſagreeable to the People, 
and therefore the Parliament gave the King a jrve- 
teenth to Paniſh them: thoſe who are moſt circum- 
ſtantial, aſſigning no other Cauſe than their Jyury, 
or Misbelief. 

But it ſeems highly probable that the King ated 
upon ſome other Motive than was fit to be made pu- 
blick. For, (whereas in all ozber Records of their 
former Puniſhments, the Cauſe is particularly ex- 
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preſsd, and ſometimes aggravated,) there is not the 
S leaſt Mention of any Cauſe aſſign d for This; tho 
more than a hundred Records are ſtill remaining in 
the Toer, which expreſsly mention, and refer to 
the Bani ſinnent it ſelf. And John Speed, in his Hi- 
ſtory of great Britain, p. 545, ſeems to be of this O- 
pinion, by ſaying, that, King Edward, anno 1290, 
**bamiſh'd the es out of his Realm, on Account of 
their Haveing eaten his People to the Bones; 20. 
* neglecting therein his particular Gain”. And Da- 
niel the Hiſtorian explains this Matter ſtill furt her, 
by telling us, that King Edward eas'd his People 
* of as great a Grievance as corrupt Judges, by the 
* Baniſhment of the Jews; tor which the Kingdom 
* willingly granted him a fhteenth; haveing before, 
c. in his ninth Year, offer d a ih Part of their 
Goods to have them expell'd. But then the Jews 
ce gave more, and ſo ſtay d till this Time, which brought 
* him a great Benefit by Confiſcation of their Im- 
% moveables, with their Tallies, and Obligations, 
* which amounted to an infinite Value. But now 
* hath he made his laſt Commodity of this miſera- 
*ble People, which haveing never been under other 
Cover but the Vill of the Prince, had continualy 
* {ery'd the Turn in all the neceſſary Occaſions of 
©* his Predeceſſors, but eſpecialy of his Father, and 
Him ſel f/ 

Yet ſtill it will remain a Queſtion, why the 7] s 
were baniſh'd at this particular Time. For it appears, 
from the afore mention d Account, that they had /7:// 
Wealth enough remaining to have bri#'d the King a 
fecond Time: and were not xox 10 diſagreeable i 
| the 
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the People as they had been formerly. For we ſee EDw. 
that, nine Tears agoe, the Parliament offer d the Ring 
2th Part of their Moveables to Baniſh them, where- 

as noa, they thought it worth no more than a. /7/- 
teenth. Rm 
But, leaving this My/tery of State to more skilful 
Decypherers, | ſhall proceed to obſerve from it, the. 
ſtrange / Fortune which has always attended thoſe 
Princes, who have invaded the r Subjects Properties. 
Their conſtant Intention, (as they all of them de- 
clare) is to do wonderous Good with them: and yet 
ſome Malicious Spirit, or other, has conſtantly pre- 
vented it. 
Thus, in the prefent Cafe, when the Ming had 
feiz'd upon all the Jeaues Eſtates, He gave ſtrict Di- 
rections to have a moſt perfect Inventory made of 
them; becauſe, ſays he, I DESIGN TO CONVERT 
THEM ALL TO PIOUS UsESS. Afſignavimmus totam 
* Pecuniam provenientem de domibus quæ fuerunt 
ſudæorum 70/trorum in Anglia in quoſdam pios U- 
* ſus convertendam: Ideoque affignavimus dilectu: 
*Clericum noſtrum Hugonem de Kendale ad inqui- 
* rendum de conductionibus & omnibus receptis hu- 
Juſmodli plenam Veritatem, a tempore Exilii eorun- 
em. Yet no ſooner was the Inventory made, e 
and every Thing ſold to the beſt Bidder, than the 
whole Produce was unaccountably ſquander'd away, 
without one Penny being ever ſet afide for thoſe 
Prous UsExs which the King talk'd of, and 7 be ſure 
intended. 1 05 
In like Manner, we know what little good was done 
with thoſe great Revenues of the knights Templers, 
Gg 2 which 
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which were taken from them by Edward the ſecond, 


and were, likewiſe, deſign d for great Charities. And 


as for thoſe Vaſt Spoils which were born away in 
Triumph by Henry the 8, from the Abies, and 
Mos Herder, (and which the Preambles of his Ats 
of Parliament aſſurd us were to be converted to bez- 
ter Uſes, which wou'd be more to the Pleaſure of Ar.- 
MIGHTY GoD, and Honour of the Realm, ) they pro- 
duc'd ſuch e Works of true Piety, (tho the Va- 
lue of the ſaid Spoils amounted to above three Mil- 
lious,) that, confidering the grie vous Burthen of the 
Poor's Tax, which they brought upon the Nation, 
and is ſtill woefully continu d, we may truely ſay the 
Kingdom, in General, fer d by them. But as this 
King was the firſt Reformer of the Church of Eng- 
laud, and Defender of the Faith, I ſhall proceed no 
further in theſe Reflections, but return to King Ed. 
ward, and his Jes. Concerning whom J muſt fur- 
ther take Notice in this Place, (tho I have ſaid ſome- 
thing of it before,) that tho' all our Hiſtorians ſay 
they were baniſh'd by Him, and ſome add, by Autho- 
rity of Parliament; yet, ſince no ſuch Ac is extant 
upon Record, the Lord Chief Juſtice Coke is ſo ſin- 
gular in his Opinion as to deny the Fact. He grants, 
indeed, that they all remov'd from England, at the 
Time abovemention d: but then he will have it that 
their Receſs was voluntary; that it was occaſion'd 
by the Statute de Judai ſmo, made at that Time to 
reſtrain their Uſury; and That, ſays he, was the Cauſe 
why they Bani/h'd them ſelves, into foreign Countries. 
But, as we have already prov'd the Statute de Ju- 
dai ſino to have been made fifteen Years before this 

Time, 
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Time, and taken ſome Notice of this Miſtake, in IE. 
ſpeaking of that Statute, it would be ungenerous to 
dwell any longer upon it here; eſpecialy, fince no 
Author, who has treated upon ſuch Variety of ab/tru/e 
Subjects, has, I believe, ever made fewer than his 
Lordſhip. 

Yet I muſt take this Opportunity of doing him 
Juſtice in another Point, relateing to this Matter, for 
which he is ſeverely inſulted by Prynre ', as a Per-. 
ſon not to be relied on when he quotes Records: (Tho' ms 76 
the Negligence he imputes to his Lordſhip muſt re- 
turn upon his own Head. ) 

His Lordſhip, in commenting upon the Statute 
de Judai ſmo, had remark'd that the Crown had re-:, l. 
ceiv'd from the 17*. of December in the 50. of H.3. 
until the Tue ſday in Shrovetide, the W. Year of Ed.1. 
(which was about 7 Years,) de Exitibus Judaiſm, 
four hundred and twenty thoufand Pounds, fifteen 
Shillings, and four Pence; and to prove this, quoted 
Middleton's Accompt, from rot. Pat. 3. Ed. 1. Now, 
ſays Prynne, there is no ſuch Thing, at all appear- 
ing, nor ought relateing to the 7ewes Taxes, or 
© Mziddleton's Accompt, as I dare affirm upon my 
** double diligent Peruſal of that whole Roll. Nei- 
*ther is there any ſuch Accompt of Middleton's, de 
* Exitibus Fudaiſmi, for any ſett Time; much leſs 
*from 50. H. z. till Tueſday in Shroveride 2. Ed. 1. 

that I can find, in any other Record”. Yet, to the 
Shame of the Man be it ſpoken, nothing 1s ſo cer- 
tain as that Middleton s Accompt does appear upon 
the Roll, (as I tranſcrib'd it my ſelf,) in the Form fol- 
lowing. Tho' it mult be confeſsd that the Summ ac- 


compted 
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compted for, is very materialy different from That 


given us by his Lord ſbip: He reading four hundred 


and twenty 7houſand Pound, inftead of four hundred 
and twenty 720 Pounds; which Miſtake, no Doubt, 
aroſe from a haſty Peruſal of the Record, wherein 
the Abbreviation of the Word duob. might eafily 
paſs for mill. But in all other Reſpects, the Record 
is exactly the ſame with his Lordſhip's Tranſcript of 
it: Being an Accompt of Middleton's, de Exitibus 
Fudaiſmi;, and from the 50. H. 3. to the 2. of Ed. I.

How Prynne came to be fo miſtaken, himſelf, 
may eaſily be accounted for: He was not ſo doubly 
diligent in this Matter-as he pretended to be: He 
was ſearching the Roll for Middleton's Accompt, and, 


if 
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if there had been any ſuch, expected, as uſual, to EDW. 
have found it Docketed in the Margin: whereas, tho 
the Accompt be actualy in the Roll, yet, being only 
recorded, as we ſee, by way of Inſpeximus, and in- 
cluded ut the Deed of another Perſon, [hat Perſon's 
Name only is Docketed, and gives no Light to any 

one that ſearches after Middleton's. 


But don't let any one imagine that I take Notice 
of This for any other Reaſon than to repair the. in- 
jur'd Memory of my Lord Coke, and to ſhew that 
even Prynne's double Diligence, which he ſo often 
Boaſts of, is not always to be truſted to. For I am 
far from takeing any Merit of this Diſcovery to my 
ſelf; or pretending, in any Meaſure, to be ſo well ac- 
quainted with our publick Records, as either of thoſe 
two mduſtrious, and learned Gentlemen: but very 
ready confeſs that it was made by One, who, un- 
doubtedly, ſurpaſſes both of them, that Way. I mean, 
the preſent worthy Keeper. of the Toer Records, 
Mr. Helmes; who, upon my firſt mentioning it to 
him, told me he was certain there s ſuch a Thing 
upon the Rolls as Middleton s Accompt for the Jeues, 
and turn d to it immediately: The Contents of moſt 
Rolls being, I believe, as well known to him as their 
Places. For I found him able to ſatisfy me in every 
Point I inquir' d after; and His Polite, Generous, Man- 
ner of doing it, was equal to his AAbilities. 

But tho' my Lord Coke happens to miſlead us in 
this General Account of the ewes Baniſhment, we 
are oblig'd to his Lord/bip for ſome Circumſtances * : we = 
of it, which are of indiſputable Authority: ſuch, as.

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EDW. is the following Writ, wherein the Vng expreſſes won- 
A derful Care of Them, dureing the Time they were 


to ſtay; and graciouſly commands his Sherzfs to make 
Proclamation that no one ſhou'd preſume to hurt 
them, or take from them thoſe Goods which he had 
allow'd them to keep; but, on the contrary, furniſh 
them with a Guard ( provided they woud pay for it, ) 
that might ſecure their Paſſages to London, in Or- 
der for Tranſportation. Provided, likewiſe, that, be- 
fore their Removal, they return d all their Pawns, 
or Pledges, to ſuch as were willing to Redeem them.

From which we may, likewiſe, learn, that upon 
the Edict of their Baniſhment, there was allo, a Pro- 
clamation iſſu d, that all ſuch Chriſtiaus as wou'd re- 
deem their Pledges, muſt do it by a certain Time. 

And when their ſafe Paſſage by Land was thus 
provided for, the Ming directed other Writs to the 
Bailiffs, Barons, and Mariners, of the CI NE PoRTs,

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EDW. abating ſomething of their Uſual Freightage to thoſe 
HL who were Indigent, without demanding unuſual, and

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And thus the Aing took his Leave of the Jews, in 
a ſeeming Friendly Manner. 


But what great Obedzence can we think was given 
to theſe Writs? The People, without Doubt, look'd 
upon them as Things of Cour ſe; and made their Bar- 
gains, at this Time, as well as the King. They knew 
full well, that if they injur d the s never ſo much, 
They cou'dn't ſtay to call them to an Account for 
it, themſelves; and when they were once out of the 
Kingdom, none of their Friends wou'd think it worth 
while. In the Times of their Proſperity they cou'd 
never have Juſtice done them without paying for it; 

how then was Favour to be expected after ſuch an 
ignominious Baniſnment? Upon theſe Confiderations 
we may be very certain that the ees Miſery, at 
this Time, muſt have been exceſſive. 

One grievous Story of this Kind is given us by 
my Lord Coke. He ſays that the richeſt of the Ferves 
having imbarkd themſelves, with their Treaſure, in 
a tall Ship of great Burthen; when it was under Sail, 
and gotten down the Thames, towards the Mouth 
of the River, beyond Quinborough, the Maſter of 
it, confederating with ſome of the Mariners, invent- 
ed a Stratagem to deſtroy them. And to bring the 
ſame to paſs, commanded to caſt Anchor, and rode 
at the ſame, till the Ship, at low Water, lay up- 
on the Sands: and then, pretending to walk on 
Shore, for his Health and Diverſion, invited the 
Jerws to go along with him: which they, nothing 
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ſuſpecting, readily conſented to; and continu'd there 


Hh 2 till 
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EDw. till the Tide began to come in again: which as ſoon 


as the Maſter perceiv'd, he privily ſtole away, and 


was again drawn up into the Ship, as had been be- 
fore concerted. But the , not knowing the 
Danger, continu'd to amuſe themſelves as before. 
Till at length, obſerving how faſt the Tide came in 
upon them, they crowded all to the Ship Side, and 
call'd out for Help. When he, like a Profane Vil- 
lain, inſtead of giving them Aſſiſtance, ſcoffingly 
made Anſwer that they ought rather call upon Mo- 
ſes, by whoſe Conduct their Fathers paſt thro' the 
Red Sea, and who was ſtill able to deliver Them out 
of thoſe rageing Floods which came 1n upon them : 
and ſo, without ſaying any more, leaving them to 
the Mercy of the Waves, they all miſerably periſſi d. 
But the Fa& coming, ſome how or other, to be 
known, the Miſcreants were afterwards try'd for it, 
by the Juſtices [tinerant in Kent, convicted of Mur-

us, that the Number of eus thus baniſh'd was ve- 
teen thouſand and three ſcore. But Matthew We/}- 


. minſter* ſays it amounted to ſiæteen thouſand freue 
hundred and eleven. 


Great were the Spoils they left behind them. 
Whole Rolls full of Patents relateing to their Eſtates 
are ſtill remaining in the 7ower; which together 
with their Rents in Fee, Pen/wons, and Morigages, 
all eſcheated to the King. 

Amongſt other Things, they were poſſeſs' d of ſe- 
veral valuable Librarys; one particularly at Sam- 
ford*; which came afterwards into the Hands of a 


neigh-

neighbouring Convent; and another at Oxford; which EDw. 
being purchasd amongſt the Scholars, moſt of the 

Hebrew Books were bought by the famous Roger 

Bacon; who by a ſhort Note written in one of them, 

declar'd that they were of great Service to him in 

his Studies. After His Death they fell to the Fan- 

ciſcan Friers in Oxford; who made good Uſe of 

them, for ſome Time in their Library; but That Or- 

der coming to Decay, and falling off from their Learn- 

ing, and Induſtry, they were deliver'd over, (ſays 

Anthony Mood) as a Patrimony for the Moths, and : ws. « 


Worms, as were ſeveral Works of Roger Bacon him 
eas. -- 


What Countries the s retir'd to upon this Oc- 
caſion, is neither mention'd by their own Hiſtorians 
or ours; but, in all likely hood, they went either to 
France, or Spain: for in the latter they were ſo much 
reſpected, on Account of their Morality and good 
Behaviour, that, not many Y ears before, one of their 
Rabbies, by Name Jonah, was employ'd by James 
the firſt, King of Arragon, to draw up a Practice of 
Prety*; and in France, after a Baniſhment of few 
Years, they had lately been recall'd by Philip the u n. 
Hardy, on Account of their UsEFULNEss IN Bus1- 
NESS 3. | 1 © 
The Common People imagine that great Treaſures 
might be found by digging, which the Zerws left be- 
hind them in Hopes of a ſpeedy Return; and ſome 
Authors of Note are of that Opinion; for at Higham 
a ſmall Pariſh in Leiceſterſhire, in the Hundred of 
Sparkenhoe, in the Year 1607, an Inhabitant of the 
Town, in taking up a large Stone, which lay in the 
great 
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EDW. great Road call d Watlingſtreet, upon the croſſing of 
I. . 

Hu another Way, which leads to Coventry, found a Trea- 
ſure of Silver Coin, all of the Time of Henry the third; 
and with it a fair Ruby ſet in Gold; alſo an Aat 
{et in Gold; and a Cornelian Seal ſet in Silver, having 
an Inſcription in Arabicꝶ, containing a ſhort Prayer 

to God to avert all Misfortunes: from which Seal the 

: nit. of learned Mr. Burton * judges the Treaſure to have 

<p. been Jewiſh; and hidden there for Security upon 
the Jexwes Baniſhment, who hop'd probably to re- 
turn. 

By ſome Roman Coins that were found deeper than 
this Treaſure, it appear that this Stone had been 
the Baſis of an Altar dedicated to Trajan. There 
was alſo found with the Coin, and Rings, certain great 
Catchhooks, and Keepers of Silver, with ſeveral Links 

of a Golden Chain. 8 
As for any of their Schools, or Synagogues, or pu- 
blick Places of Habitation, there are not the leaſt 

Footſteps of them left at this Day; except at Bury 

in Suffolk: where, in early Times, a Monaſtery was 

built by Faur/exs the Scot; which falling to Decay 
was, according to Tradition, afterwards purchas'd, 

and repair d by the %s, and became the chief Place 

of their Reſidence in that Country. To which Tra- 
dition an old Way leading to the Entrance of the 
Monaſtery, call'd the Fexwes Way, gives ſome Co- 
o lour of Truth *. Of this Building, indeed, which was 


wi po altogether compos'd of Flints, and Britiſh Bricks, 
there are ſtill to be ſeen very confiderable Remains: 
ſuch as a Wall 220 Yards long, and 18 Feet high, 


with four round Towers, each about fourteen Feet 
Dia- 
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Diameter, and of equal Height with the Wall. And EDw. 
if the Stone Parlour of the Saracen s Head Inn, in 9 


Canterbury, mounted upon a Vault, and aſcended by 
many Stone Steps, be ſtill remaining, as it was when 
Mr. Somner publiſhd his Antiquities, and for ſeveral 
Years after ', it muſt be confider'd as another Relique 
of the Jews: for he proves it to have been a Syma- 
gogue*. But as for that Octangular Stone Building, 
near the North Eaſt Corner of the Printing Houſe 
in Oxford, which ſome Antiquarians have call d a 
Synagogue, it can never be granted, unleſs we allow 
that the es usd to carve the Image of the Virgin 
Mary; which is over the Door of it, and ſeems to 
be of equal Age with the Building. 

To this we may add, that tho' they have left no 
more particular Monuments behind them; their Re- 
membrance 1s continu'd in moſt great Citys, by the 
Name which ſeveral Streets {till bear of the ry: 
ſuch as London, Canterbury, &c. And in Oxford 
there is a ſmall Tract of riſing Ground, adjoyning to 
the North Eaſt Side of the Caſtle Hill, call'd the 
Jenes Hill, or Fewes Mount, which the Common 
People ſay took it's Name from ſeveral Converted 
Jens, who were burnt upon it for relapfing. But as 
I cou'd meet with no ſuch Story either in the Unz- 
ver/ity or City Regiſters, I rather fancy it to be a Cor- 
ruption of Juis Hill; fo calld from a Zurs, or Pit, 
which was at the Foot of it; ſerving, formerly, for 
that Kind of Trial calld Vater Ordeal. The Re- 
mains of ſuch a Pitt are ſtill vifible, and as the Neigh- 
bourhood of the Ca/?/e was always the publick Place 
of Execution, it is probable the Juiſes were Lg

We mult here, likewiſe, remember, That curious 
Veſſel now in the Poſſeſſion of the Right Honoura- 
ble, and Learned, Earl of Oxford, which was found 
about forty Years ago, by a Fiſherman as he was 
Dragging a {ſmall Brook in Suo/k. It was purchas'd 
by the preſent Noble Proprietor, from the Execu- 
tors of Dr. Covel; and ſent down to Oxford, to be 
explain'd by the accurate Mr. John Gagnier, Ma- 
ſter of the Oriental Languages; who was pleas'd to 
give me the following Draught of it, with His Inter- 
pretation of the Inſcription. 

What Uſe it had been put to he wou'dn't under- 
take to ſay: nor cou'd be inform'd by ſeveral Learn- 
ed Jes whom he had talk'd with about it. But as, 
from it's Form, I judge it cou'dn't have ſery'd for 
many Common Ules, I think it not unlikely to have 
been 
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been a Veſſel wherein were kept ſome of their more ED. 
ſolemn Contracts, between themſelves. For that the cv 
Jeus had antiently ſuch a Cuſtom of preſerving their 
Writings in Pots, may be gather'd from the Propher 
Jeremiah; who when He had bought the Field of 
Hanameel, commanded the Evidence of the Purchaſe 
z0 be put in an Earthen Veſſel, that it might conti- 
nue many Days. Jerem. 32. 14. 

And tho, indeed, our Veſſel is of Metal, whereas 
the Prophet ſpeaks of one made of Earth) yet the 
Scholiaft upon Ari ſtophanes tells us, that the "Exon, $2... 
or Veſſels wherein the Antients us d to preſerve their 
Records, were made of Metal as well as Earth: and 
therefore, probably, there were ſuch Veſſels of both 


Sorts amongſt the eus, tho the Prophet happens to 
take Notice but of one. 


But if the Learned Reader chance not to like this 
Gueſs of mine, (as he will have the ſame Light that 
J had in the Matter, from the following Figure, and 


Inſcription,) I beg him to gueſs again for Himſelf; 
and wiſh him better Succeſs.

Fewes Hiſtory in England, and follow'd them in all 
their various Turns of Fortune, for above u hun- 
dred Tears, with ſuch an Impartiality as, I hope, be- 
comes a Chriſtian, I ſhall proceed, ſecondly, to give 
an Account of that REzsTABLISHMENT under which 
they flouriſh ſo much at Preſent. 


But firſt I muſt beg Leave to remark, that from 
the ſtricteſt Obſervations of Hiſtory, I cou'd never 
find that the Nation receiv'd the leaſt Advantage 
from the foremention'd Baniſhment. Errors both 
in Faith and Nactice, ſeem to have been as frequent 
amongſt Chriſtians in ſucceeding Generations, as they 
were before; and the ſeveral Statutes made to pre- 
vent Uſury, after the e had left the Kingdom, 
prove it to be a Crime no Ways pecular to thoſe of 
the Circumciſion. If Trade receiy'd any Benefit from 
their Removal, it was that only of particular Per- 
ſons: for National Trafick muſt ever thrive beſt, 
when moſt Hands are concern d in it. Nor do I make 
any Queſtion, but that even the Ming himſelf ſoon 
miſs'd his Fews. For tho', indeed, his Gains were 
very great, for the preſent, it fared with him like 
the Woman in the Fable who kill'd her Hen: the 
Fountain was dried up; there was nothing to come 
after. At leaſt his Succeſſors found it lo. For who 
can imagine, that if the Jes had continu'd in the 


Kingdom, Henry the ſiath wou'd ever have been 


driven to ſupply his Extravagancies by the beggarly 
Shift of Alchymy and Sophiſticatious of his Coin 
Mr. 
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Mr. Evelyn aſſerts this of him. But as the learned EDw. 
Biſhop Nicholſon ſeems to doubt the Fact, and ſays * .y 
he do'sn't know upon what Grounds Mr. Evelyn men- Yπi] 
tions it, TI am perſuaded the Reader will be well pleas'd i. «. 
to read the Record it ſelf which proves it; and not 
think it altogether forreign to the preſent Subject. 

It contains the moſt ſolemn, and ſerious Account of 
the Fea/rbility and Vertues of the PfILOSOFPRHER“S 
STONE, that is, I believe, any where to be met with: 
encouraging the Search after it, and diſpenſing with 

all Statutes, and Prohibitions, to the contrary; and 
was, very probably, communicated by Mr. Selden, to 
his beloved Friend Ben John ſon, when he was write- 
ing his Comedy of the Achymiſt. The Record is as 
follows.

Their next Step therefore, was an Application to 
the Engliſh Ambaſſadors, (as they were ſtil d) in Hol- 
land; whom they ſo far prevaild on, by Preſents, 
and ſeveral fine Entertainments of Mufick in their 
Synagogue at Amſterdam, that they obtain'd Leave 
for them from the Parliament, (as it was call d) to 
ſend over an Envoy with freſh Propoſals, who had 
the Promiſe of being receiv'd very kindly.

**the Examples of great Monarchs make good; eſpe- 
**cially of ſuch, who have afflicted the People of 
** /ſraelt: for none hath ever afflicted them, who hath 
not been by ſome ominous Exit, moſt heavily pu- 
**niſhed of God Almighty; as is manifeſt from the 
* Hiſtories of thoſe Kings, Pharaob, Nebuchadne- 
Sar, Antiochus, Epiphanius, Pompey, and others. 
And on the contrary, none ever was a Benefactor 
*to that People, and cheriſhed them in their Coun- 
**tries, who thereupon hath not preſently begun ve- 
**ry much to flouriſh. In ſo much that the Oracle 
to Abraham (1 will bleſſe them that bleſſe thee, and 
**curſe them that curſe thee) ſeemeth yet daily to 
* have its Accompliſhment. Hence JI, one of the 
**leaſt among the Hebrews, ſince by Experience I 
** have found, that through God's great Bounty to- 
**ward us, many conſiderable and eminent Perſons 
* both for Piety and Power, are moved with fincere 
**and inward Pitty and Compaſſion towards us, and 
do comfort us concerning the approaching Deli- 
**© verance of Hrael, could not but for my ſelf, and 
ein the Behalf of my Countrey-men, make this my 
humble Addrefle to your Highneſs, and beſeech 
*you for Gods Sake, that ye would, according to that 
Piety and Power wherein you are eminent beyond 
* others, vouchſate to grant, that the Great and Glo- 
*rious Name of the Lord our God may be extolled, 
*and ſolemnly worſhiped and praiſed by us through

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** nothing doubting, but that your Clemency will ea- 
**fily grant this moſt equitable Petition of ours. Pa- 


gans have of old, out of Reverence to the God of 


* {/rael, and the Eſteem they had to his People, 
granted moſt willingly free Liberty, even to apo- 
**{tated Jews; as Onas the High Prieſt, to build 
another Temple in their Countrey, like unto that 
**at Jeruſalem: how much more then may we, that 
**are not Apoſtate or runagate Zervs, hope it from 
your Highneſſe and your Chriſtian Councill, ſince 
** you have ſo great knowledge of, and adore the ſame 
* one onely God of //rael, together with us. Beſides, 
*1t increaſes our Confidence of your Bounty towards 
cus, in that ſo ſoon as ever the Rumour of that moſt 
e wiſhed - for Liberty, that ye were a thinking to grant 
te us, was made known unto our Countrey- men; I 
*in the Name of my Nation, the ies, that live 
*1n Holland, did congratulate and entertaine their 
* Excellencies, the Ambaſſadors of Ergland; who 
were received in our Synagogue with as great Pomp 
*and Applauſe, Hymns and Cheerfulneſſe of Minde, 
*as ever any Soveraigne Prince was. For our Peo- 
ple did in their owne Mindes preſage, that the 
*Kingly Government being now changed into that 
* of a Common-wealth, the antient Hatred towards 
*them, would alſo be changed into Good-will: that 
* thole rigorous Laws (if any there be yet extant, 
ce made under the Kings) againſt ſo innocent a Peo- 
ce ple, would happily be repealed. So that we hope

And that the People, in General, might not be 
unacquainted with the Subject of his Errand, he print- 
ed, and diſpers'd amongſt them, the following De- 


claration. 


A DECLARATION to the Common-wealth 
of ENGLAND, by Rabbi Menaſſeh Ben 
ISRAEL, ſhewing the Motives of his com- 
ing into England. 


N ſome Teares ſince often perceived 
that in this Nation, God hath a People, that 
is very tender-hearted, and well-wiſhing to our ſore- 
aftifted Nation; Tea, I my ſelfe having ſome Expe- 
rience thereof, in divers Eminent Perſons, excelling 
both in Piety and Learning: 1 thought with my-ſelf, 
I ſhould do no ſmall Service to my owne Nation, as 


alſo 
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alſo to the People and Inhabitants of this Common- Oliv. 
wealth, if by umble Adareſſes to the late Honour- MI 
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WELL. 
able Parliament, I might obtaine a ſafe Conduct once 


to tranſport my ſelf thither. Which TI having done, 
and according to my Deſire, received a moſt kinde 
and ſatisfactory An ſauer, I now am come. And to 
the end all Men may know the true Motives and In- 
tent of this my coming, I ſhall briefly comprehend 

and deliver them in theſe particulars. 
Firſt and formoſt, my Intention is to try, if by 
God's good Hand over me, I may obtaine here for 
my Nation the Liberty of a free and publick Syna- 
gogue, wherein we may daily call upon the Lord our 
God, that once he may be pleaſed to remember his 
Mercies and Promiſes done to our Forefathers, for- 
giving our Treſpaſſes, and reſtoring us once again in- 
to our Fathers Inheritance; and beſides to ſue alſo 
for a Bleſſing upon this Nation, and People of Eng- 
land, for receiving us into their Boſomes, and com- 
forting Sion in her Diſtreſs. | 
My ſecond Motive is, becauſe the Opinion of many 
Chriſtians and mine do concur herein, that we both 
believe that the reſtoring Time of our Nation into 
their Native Countrey, is very near at hand, I be- 
leving more particularly, that this Reſtauration can- 
not be, before theſe Words of Daniel, Chap. 12. ver. J. 
be firſt accompliſhed, when he ſaith, And when the 
Diſperſion of the Holy People ſhall be compleated in 
all Places, then all theſe Things ſhall be compleated : 
Vnifying therewith, that before all be fufilled, the 
* 5 of God muſt be fart diſperſed into all Places 
and Countries of the World. Now we know, how 
: L1 our 
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OLIV. Our Nation at the Preſent is ſpread all about, and 
WELL. hath its Seat and Davelling in the moſt flouriſhing 
farts of all the Ringdomes, and Countries of the 
World, as well in America, as in the other three 
Parts thereof; except only in this conſiderable and 
mighty Iſland. And therefore this remains only in 
my Judgement, before the MEsslæ come and reſtore 
our Nation, that fir ſt we muſt have our Seat here like- 
i ſe. 
1 third Motive is grounded on the Profit that I 
conceive this Common-wealth is to reap, if it ſhall 
vouchſafe to receive us; for thence, I hope, there will 
follow a great Bleſſing from God upon them, and a 
very abundant Trading into, and from all Parts of 
the World, not only without Prejudice to the Engliſb 
Nation, but for their Profit, both in Importation, and 
Exportation of Goods. Tet if any ſhall doubt hereof, 
[truſt their Charity towards the People of God, Till 
fatisfy them, eſpecially when they ſhall read the en- 
ſuing Treatiſe. | 
The fourth Motive of my coming hither, is my /in- 
cere Affection to this Common-wealth, by reaſon of 
Jo many Worthy, Learned, and Pious Men in this Na- 
tion, whoſe loving Kindneſs and Piety I have Expe- 
rience of: hoping to find the like Aßection in all the 
People generally; the more, becauſe I always have, 
both by Writing and Deeds, profeſſed much Inclina- 
ton to this Common-wealth;, and that I perſwade 
my ſelf they will be mindful of that Command of 
the Lord our God, who ſo highly recommends unto all 
Men the Love of Strangers; much more 10 thoſe 
that profeſs their good Affection to them. For an 
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J defire all _ be confident of, that I am not c . 
F 


fo make any Diſturbance, or to move any Diſputes WEII. 
about Matters of Religion; but only to live with my 


Nation in the Fear of the Lord, under the Shadow 


of your Protection, whiles we expe with you the 
Hope of Iſrael 70 be revealed. 
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The Treatiſe referr'd to in this Declaration, was 
publiſhd at the ſame Time with it; but contains no- 
thing more than the ſame Arguments drawn out at 
Length: except that in the Beginning of it, the Au- 
thor, who addrefles himſelf again to Oliver, tells him 
boldly, that PROIT is a moſt powerful Motive, 
which all the World prefers before other Things. 
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But the Fanatical Preachers at that Time, haveing 
ſo much Cunning as to perceive, that if the ih 
Religion ſhou'd by a Tolleration at firſt, become af- 
terwards the Eſtabliſb'd Religion, they cou'd never 
expect to become Rulers of Synagogues, and be call'd 
Rabbi, without ſubmitting to a Circumciſion, which 
wou'd be very painful to the Fleſh of Adult Perſons, 
and perhaps endanger their beloved Lives: and that 
unleſs they were to continue Governors and Rulers, 
all the Labour they had taken to overthrow the late 
E/tabhſhment wou'd anſwer none of their Purpoſes ; 
the Generality of them, whoſe Mouths were not ſuf- 
ficiently ftoppd with Money, cry'd out moſt bitter- 
ly againſt it. In ſo much that Oliver, who fear'd to 
diſpleaſe the Saints, (tho he was, himſelf, well in- 
clin'd to Judaiſim, as Menaſſeh very plainly tells him 
in his Petition, ) did not care, immediately, to con- 
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OLIv. cern himſelf in ſo unpopular an Alteration: eſpecialy 
WELL. when he conſider'd, that a Book which had been writ- 
ten to prepare the Way for Menaſſeh's coming into 
England, (wherein was aſſerted the Obligation of ob- 
ſerving the Jewiſh Sabbath, and a Condemnation of 
the Lord's Day, or Chriſtian Sabbath,) was reſoly'd 
by the Votes of March 1649, to be Erroneors, Scan- 
4 and Profane; contrary to the Practice of the 
Apoſtles and all Chriſtian Churches, and therefore 
order'd to be burnt, and the Author, and Printer, of 

it, ſeverely puniſh'd. 

Yet, as Menaſſeh had great Treaſures at Command, 
and was heartily in earneſt to bring about that Ree- 
/tabliſhment which he had petition'd for; He ſo dexte- 
rouſly apply'd himſelf to ſeveral chen Veſſels of his 
Council, and preſsd them ſo cloſeſly with his feeling 
Arguments, that Oliver meeting with little Oppoſi- 
tion from Them, (and having, probably, his own Scru- 
ples remov'd, by more wezghty Reaſons than were 
at firſt offerd him,) was, 1n a little Time, prevail'd 
upon, to have the whole Matter publickly debated 
before Him. 


Accordingly therefore He ſummon'd, by His Let- 
ters, 2 Lauyers, 7 Citizens, and 14 of the moſt 
noted Preachers, to attend Him, and his Council, 
at Whitehall, on the fourth of December 165 ä 

Who, thereupon, met at the Day, and Place, ap- 
pointed. 

The Lamers were the Lord Chief Juſtice Glynn, 
and the Lord Chief Baron Steel. 

The Citizens, John Dethick, at that Time Lord-

But 
the Preachers kept pelting one another 1o furiouſly, 
with Texts of Scripture, and ſpent ſo much Time in 

turning their Bibles for Proofs, and wipeing their Spe- 
Facles, that the Debates continu'd for four Days; 
tho' very little was ſaid upon the ſecond Queſtion. + 
N Till, at length, one of them having concluded a very 
| ſenſeleſs Argument with a Prayer, as he ſaid, con- 
__ ceivd by the Godly Bega, Oliver was ſo heartily tir d, 
| that he cou'dn't helptelling them, with ſome Warmth, 
that they didn't anſwer his Expectations. He hoped; 
he 
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he ſaid, to have had ſome c/earing of the Caſe, as to 


his Conſcience; but inſtead of that, they had made 
the Matter more doubtful to him, and his Council, 
than it was before: Wherefore, that he might do no- 
thing raſhly, He defir'd nothing further from them, 
than the Aſſiſtance of their Prayers, that the Lord 
wou'd be pleas d ſo to direct him as he might do every 
Thing that nught be for His Glory, and the Good of 
the Nation; and thereupon diſmiſs'd the Aſſembly.

**poſals; and not receiving it, he hath defir'd, that if

Affairs being now in Hand; and this being a Bufi- 
**neſs of very great Concernment, no abſolute An-

Who the particular Perſons were, that ſpake moſt 
in Favour of, or againſt, the Jews, the Anonymous 
Writer of the ſaid Narrative do's not acquaint us: 
But I ſhould be apt to ſuſpect Nye, the Preacher, to 
have been at the Head of the former. For Prynne' 


tells 
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tells us, that meeting him one Day at Yhzteball, juſt 
as he was going into the Committee, Nye ask d him 
whether he knew of any Law againſt bringing in the 
Jews, for that the Lawyers had lately given their 
Opinion that there vas not: Upon which Prynne 
telling him, that, whatever might be the Opinion 
of Others, He was certain himſelf, that there 245 
ſo much Law in Force againſt them, that they cou'd 
never be brought in again but by Act of Parliament, 
(and that for His Part He was very much againſt their 
Readmiſſion, for that they had formerly been great 
Clippers, and Forgers of Money, and had Cruciſy d 
three or four Children at leaſt,) Nye reply'd that ſuch 
a Charge was never made good againſt them by our 
Hiſtorians, and wou'd be eaſily pe. off ;, tho He 
cou'dn't but ſay he wiſh'd the Buſineſs had been for- 
merly moy'd in the Bi/hops's Time rather than now: 
(believing, no Doubt, Good Man, that it woud have 
procur'd them Enemies, whether they had been for 
the Zexvs, or again/? them.)

Rabbi Menaſſeh being ſuch a ſignal Inſtrument in 
endeavouring this remarkable Revolution, I ſhall like- 

wiſe further acquaint the Reader with ſome curious 
Particulars concerning Him, which were thought 
worthy to be recorded by that learned French Pre- 

late Huetius, who, it ſeems, was his intimate Ac- 
ne, quaintance. He tells us*, that he was a chief Ruler 
olf the Synagogue, at Amſterdam, and married to a 
Wife who was related to the Family of the Abra- 
banels, which pretends to be of the Tribe of Juda, 

and linealy deſcended from the Royal Branch of Da- 
vid; by which Wife having ſeveral Children, he wou'd 
ſometimes boaſt of having Raisd up Seed to David; 

but in all other Reſpects was a very worthy Perſon, 

of great Modeſty and Moderation. By a long Courſe. 

of Study, he had made himſelf a perfect Maſter of 

the Letter of Scripzure, ſo that he wou'd readily 
hearken to Reaſon, and was very little addicted Fo 

the 
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the My/tical Superſtitions of the Cabala. That, one OLIV. 


Day, upon Huetins's makeing him a Viſit, at Anſter- wei 
dam, in Company with the younger Voſſius, blondel, 
and Bochart, Menaſſeh conducted them all to his S- 
nagogue, and plac'd them in the Seat of the Doctors: 
which Seat happen'd to be cloſe to the Tabernacle, 
in which were preſery'd the Volumes of the Law; 
which Tabernacle being like a ſmall Cupboard, about 
two Foot high, and ſeparated only from the Seat by 
a Balluſtrade of the ſame Height, Huetius, who was 
very attentive to the Ceremomes, chanc'd to reſt 
his Foot upon the Corniſh of it, and thereby rais'd 
ſuch an univerſal Murmur in the Conran two 
ſuppos'd it done on Purpoſe, and out of Diſreſbect to 
their Religion,) that Menaf/eh roſe from his Seat, and 
told him of it. Upon which, ſays Huetius, I remoy'd 
** my Foot ſo immediately, and with ſuch Marks of 
* Reverence, that the Company ſeem'd not only ſa- 
*tisfied with, but Edified by my Behaviour.” 
Beſides the Friendſhip contracted with thoſe great 
Men, above-mention'd, Menaſſeh was highly reſpect- 
ed by the famous Profeſſor Ga/aar Barlæus in Hol- 
land, who ſet ſuch a Value upon his Learning, and 
moral Accompliſhments, that he proteſted no diffe- 
rence of Opinion in Religion ſhou'd ever make them 


Enemies; expreſſing his Sentiment of that Matter, 
in the following Epigram. 


Si ſapimus diverſa, Deo vivamus amici, 
Doctaque mens pretio conſtet ubique ſuo. 
Haec Fidei vox Summa mea eſt; Hoc crede Menaſſe:

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ev. But, it ſeems, there is ſomething impious in theſe 
WELL. Verſes; for Bayle tells us, that the Author was 
: 5%. brought into a great Deal of Trouble by them. The 
Reader therefore will take Care how he adopts ſuch 
Sentiments. 

Yet the good Qualities of that Vertuous e were 
not only admir'd in Foreign Countries, but alſo in Eug- 
land; where, during his Abode, he was careſs'd by 
all that knew him: inſomuch that our celebrated O- 
rientaliſt Doctor Pocock wrote his Life in French; 
in which he gives him the higheſt Commendations, 
concluding it with theſe Words, En un mot c eſtoit 
* un Homme, ſans Paſſion, ſans Legerete, mais he- 

be . Jas! ſans Opulence” . I ſhall therefore ſay no more 
bent u f. Of him, than that He was born in Portugal in 1604. 
e. and died in the Year 1657, about which Time he left 
England, having obtain'd nothing more from Oliver, 
and his Council, than the bare Conſideration of his 
Petition, as has been abovemention'd. Nor, indeed, 
conſidering the various Perplexities which attended 
Oliver's Adminiſtration, coud any ſuch Thing as a 
Legal Settlement of the Matter have been well ex- 
pected from Him. 
The eus themſelves pretend that Menaſſeh, be- 
fore his Departure, procur'd for them ſuch a firm, 
and Legal, Eſtabliſhment as He defir d: but upon 
the ſtricteſt Inquiry, I cou'd never find any Reaſon 
to believe it: there not being the leaſt Memorial of 
any ſuch Thing to be met with, in our Publick Regi- 
ſters. 
And having thus mention d Cromwel/'s Part in re- 
eſtabliſhing the eus, I ſhall take Notice of one Cir- 
cum- 
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cumſtance more of his Hiſtory, which is very little g 


known, tho' very 


Ben Azahel, with ſeveral others of his Nation, to 
make private Enquiry whether Cromaell was not 
that Meſſiah whom they had ſo long expected. Which 
Deputys, upon their Arrival, pretending other Bufi- 
neſs, were ſeveral Times indulg d the Favour of a 
private Audience from Him. And as one of them, 
propos'd buying the Hebrew Books, and Manuſcripts, 
belonging to the Univerſity of Cambridge, in Order 
to have an Opportunity, under Pretence of viewing

tonuſhire, where he was born, whether any of his An- 
ceſtors cou'd be prov'd of Zew:/h Extract. 
This Project of theirs was very readily agreed to; 


(the Univer/ity being at that Time under a Cloud, 
on Account of their former Loyalty to the King,) 


and accordingly the Embaſſadors ſet forwards upon 
their Journey. But diſcovering by their much longer 
Continuance at Huntington than at Cambridge, that 
their Buſineſs at the laſt Place was not ſuch as was 
pretended, and by not making their Enquirys into 
Oliuer's Pedigree with that Caution, and Secrecy, 
which was neceflary in ſuch an Affair, the true Pur- 
poſe of their Errand into Ezg/and became quickly 
known at London, and was very much talk d of: which 


cauſeing great Scandal amongſt the Saints, he was

Q Upon what Terms do you expect theſe Graces 
and Benefits? =. 

A. Upon the Terms of a true Repentance for all my 
Sins paſt; of a lively Faith, and univerſal Obedience 
o the Commandments of Chriſt. 

Q. Are you heartily ſorry for your Sins, and Treſ- 
paſſes, and for the Errors and Obſtinacy of your Na- 
tion, whereby they approve the Malice of their Fore- 

fathers, 
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fathers, and are Guilty of the Death of our Lord and 
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Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. — 


A. Tes verily, I am truely ſenſible of their Sins, 
and my own, and am heartily ſorry for them. 

Then follow ſeveral other Queries, but they being 
exactly the ſame with thoſe preſcribd by the Litur- 
g, (for the Ceremony of Baptizing ſuch as are of 
riper Years,) it will be needleſs to repeat them. 

* After theſe Anſwers continues he I was receiy'd 
*to the Sacrament of Baptiſm: and the Promiſe 
* made to our Forefathers was ( by Divine Grace ) 
* fulfilld in me”. Then will I fprinkle clean Water 
upon you, and you ſhall be clean from all your Filthi- 
neſs; and from all your Idols will I cleanſe you; A 
new Heart alſo auill I give you, and a new Spirit will 
[ put within you”. Ezek. c. 36. v. 25,26. 

From the Subſcription of his Letter we learn, that 
the Name given him at his Circumciſion, was chang'd 
at Baptiſm, from Moſes, to Paul: in Honour proba- 
bly of that famous and Holy Convert. For his God- 
fathers, as we have obſerv'd, were George and Sa- 
muel. The former, George Hall, a very worthy and 
Religious Prelate, Son of Zo/eph Hall, Biſhop of Nor- 
1ch; the latter, Samuel Collins, Dr. of Phyſick, ſome- 
time Fellow of King's College Cambridge, but after- 
wards made Fellow of Ne College Oxon. by the Par- 
liamentary Viſitors. — 

The pious Lady his Godmother, was Lucy Coun- 
teſs of Huntingdon, Daughter of the famous Lawyer 
Sr. John Davies, Attorny General of Ireland in the 
Time of King Charles the firſt. 
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Yet nothing more came of this Pomiſing Exam- 
ple, than the Converſion of three or four: amongſt 
whom is reck'n'd a very wealthy Merchant nam'd Du- 
paſs, taken Notice of in the Life of Sr. Lionel Fen- 
kins, who was one of his Godfathers. 

Nor is it to be wonder'd at: if, as the worthy Bi- 
ſhop Adder tells us, The Fews do not only call 
by the opprobrious Names of Apoſtates, but are 
* wont to follow, with the moſt direful and dread- 
*ful Execrations imaginable, them who forſake u-

But tho ſo few of them were converted, in this“ 
Reign, to Chrz/tianity, yet, in ſome Meaſure, they 
liv'd up to the Precepts of it, by a regular Oblervance 
of all Civil Duties. For I find no Complaints againſt 
them of any Kind, excepting ſuch as related to the 
Cuſtom- Houſe: from which they clear'd themſelves 
by pleading the Kings Patent, which will be men- 
tiond hereafter. Nor do I meet with any Thing elſe 
remarkable concerning them, unleſs it be that Story 
of one who, in the Year fixty fix, publickly declar'd 
himſelf to be that Vandring Few whom I have be- 
fore taken Notice of, in the Reign of Henry the third. 

The Dutcheſs of Mazarine, who was then in Eng- 
land, gives this Account of Him, in a Letter to her 
Siſter the Dutcheſs of Bouillon, at Faris.

**So/tman the Magnificent. He affirm'd alſo that he 
had ſeen Tamerlane, and Bajazett; and gave an 
**ample Relation of the Wars in the Holy Land. The 
common People give out that He works Miracles; 
but the wiſer Sort look upon him as an Impoſtor. 
The Original of this Letter was lately in the Hands 


Surf Er of Father Calmet*. 
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The ſucceeding Reign of King James the ſecond, 
being deſervedly very ſhort, affords us, likewiſe, but 
a very ſhort Portion of 7eiſh Hiſtory.

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As to any General Cuſtoms or Ceremonys which wv 


diſtinguiſh the Jezvs from our own People, the Rea- 
der will pleaſe to inform himſelf elſewhere : The In- 
tent of theſe Collections being no more than to ac- 
quaint him with ſuch particular Facts as relate to the 
JEws IN ENGLAND. 

I ſhall therefore only obſerve further that thoſe 
who now reſide amongſt us are deſcended from two 
different Stocks; one coming from Spain and Portu- 
gal, the other from Germany; whereas thoſe who 
were formerly Baniſh'd were all Germans. And as 
theſe two Branches differ ſo much in the Pronuntia- 
tion of the Hebrew, as not to be able to underſtand 
one another, they are oblig'd to have two different 
Synagogues for publick Worſhip, which 1s perform'd 
in that Language. 

That belonging to the Porzugueſe is ſituated in Bu- 
ry or Bevzs Mark, in the Pariſh of St. Andrew Un- 
der haßt; being a decent Building of about 80 Feet 
long and 50 broad, handſomely wainſcotted and ſtand- 
ing due Eaſt and eſt, like our Churches. The great 
Door or Entrance is on the Veſt, near to which is 
plac'd a long Desk aſcended by ſeveral Steps, for the 
Conveniency of the Perſon who reads the Law. The 
Eaſt Wall is in part railed in, for a Defence of the 
Sacred Volumes which are there repoſited. Aloft 
on this Wall are written the Ten Commandments, in 
Letters of Gold without Points. There are ſeven 
branched Candleſticks hanging down from the Ciel- 
ings; and many other Places for Candles and Lamps. 
The Seats for Men are Benches with Backs to them, 
that 
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-GEOR. that run along from Weſt to Eaſt. And the Galle- 


ries above, for Women, have all Lattices before 
them. The whole ſeems contriv'd in a plain Man- 
ner, to avoid Offence. 

The 8 »ynagogue belonging to the German Fews is 
in Broad Court, in the Pariſh of St. Jame's Duke's 
Place, not far from the former : But tho' it 1s built 
after the ſame Model, 1s not half ſo big. 

And theſe are all the Synagogues allow'd them in 
any Part of the Kingdom; tho' the whole Number 
of both Sorts of Fervs, (as I haye been well inform'd) 
amounts to near fix Thouſand. 


But while I am thus ſpeaking of their pre ſent S- 


nagogues, | mult alſo beg Leave of the Reader to pro- 


duce two remarkable Letters relating to their Sy72a- 


gogues in the tenth Year of Edward the 1*. which 


eſcap'd my Notice till that Reign was printed off, 
yet ought to be remember'd 

They are both from John Peckham, Arch-Biſhop 
of Canterbury, to Richard de Graveſend, Biſhop of 
London. 

In the firſt he complains that almoſt every Jer of 
Diſtinction had a Synagogue in his own Houſe, and 
therefore commands that all of them ſhould be de- 


moliſh'd, except one which might ſerve the whole 
Community.

But as Religious Zeal ſcarce ever knows where to 
ſtop, the Biſhop of London, it ſeems, was ſo furious 
as to leave not one ſtanding.

aſſuring him that without any Scruple he might al- 
low of one Synagogue, for that the Canons of the 
Church were not againſt it, and therefore directing 
him to permit them to rebuild one, in any proper 
Place which the King ſhould appoint. Provided it 
was done without Pomp, or Magmpicence.
